Introductions:  Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gobbel  of  Greensboro  Col- 
lege were  introduced.  Dr.  Gobbel,  president,  brought  words  of 
greeting  from  Greensboro  College. 

Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson:  Mrs.  Payne  introduced  Mrs.  E.  U.  Robin- 
son, president  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service.

Money  is 
a  gift  from  God  to  share  with  His  other  children  throughout  the 
world.  Let  us  arise  and  take  our  rightful  place  in  the  world  and 
say  with  John  Wesley,  'The  World  Is  My  Parish.' " 

Report  of  Treasurer  and  Pledge  Service:  Mrs.  David  D. 
Smiley,  conference  Treasurer,  gave  her  report,  which  can  be  read 
on  page  56,  and  announced  that  through  our  contributions  we  were 
able  to  work  for  seven  days,  six  hours  and  thirty-two  minutes,  using 
the  scale  as  suggested  in  the  Atlas  plan. 

Mrs.  Smiley  was  assisted  by  the  district  presidents  in  the  Pledge 
Service  with  each   district  president  telling  the   amount   of  time 
their  pledge  would  cover.

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Noon  Devotions:  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander,  jurisdiction  secretary 
of  Spiritual  Life,  brought  our  noontime  devotions  based  on  "The 
earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereof,  the  world  and  they 
that  dwell  therein"  (Stewardship).  Mrs.  Alexander  said  in  part: 
"Some  have  said  this  Christian  business  is  just  one  give,  give,  give 
after  another  .  .  .  The  best  definition  of  a  Christian  includes  a  glad 
heart,  a  willing  hand  and  a  ready  mind  .  .  .  total  trusteeship  in- 
cludes total  life.  .  .  What  do  we  have  that  we  did  not  receive 
from  God?  .  .  .  Life  is  given  to  share:  our  time  (choice  between 
good  and  the  best),  our  talents  (vacuum  wrapped  talents),  our 
money  (pocket  book  vs.  engagement  book)  .  .  .  Money  in  the  bank 
of  heaven  must  be  changed  into  coin  of  the  realm  of  kingdom  of 
God  .  .  .  10%  giving  is  only  the  beginning,  it's  the  over  and  above 
that  brings  a  joy.  .  .  Christian  stewardship  is  my  response  plus 
God's  ability." 

The  morning  session  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Payne. 
Thursday  Afternoon 

The  Thursday  afternoon  session  of  the  conference  was  opened 
with  the  singing  of  hymn  72,  "This  Is  My  Father's  World." 

Miss  Louise  Ballard  conducted  the  worship  service  using  "The 
vacant  chair"  as  her  theme.  Her  remarks  were  based  on  the 
life  of  Paul,  who  took  up  where  others  left  oif  because  he  had  been 
deprived  of  something  and  who  broke  shackles  of  class  and  dis- 
tinction. 

Jurisdiction  Delegate  Ballot:  The  tellers  reported  there  was 
still  no  majority  in  the  ballot  for  jurisdiction  delegates.  It  was 
moved  by  Mrs.  Bancroft,  seconded  and  carried:  "That  the  four 
women  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  made  our  dele- 
gates to  the  jurisdiction."  Another  ballot  was  spread. 

United  Church  Women:  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  gave  a  report  of 
the  activities  of  United  Church  Women  and  reminded  us  of  special 
days  sponsored  by  this  body.  ( See  page  124  for  report. ) 

Following  her  report  Mrs.  Weaver  gave  details  of  the  new 
project  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Church 
Women — migrant  work.  Since  Hendersonville  is  within  the  bounds 
of  our  conference  the  women  were  given  an  opportunity  to  help 
finance  this  project.  An  offering  of  $129.40  was  taken  that  will  be 
sent  to  Miss  Frances  Query. 

Reports:  Mrs.  Frank  Little,  conference  secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life,  gave  her  report  stressing  the  value  of  prayer  groups.  (See 
page  79  for  complete  report. ) 

Mrs.  Cicero  Groome,  conference  secretary  of  Christian  Social 
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Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  commented  on  special 
accomplishments  of  several  societies  in  human  relations  work  and 
mentioned  the  White  House  Conference  on  children  and  youth. 
( See  page  84. ) 

Since  Mrs.  Groome  attended  the  United  Nations  Conference  she 
was  able  to  give  us  a  clear  picture  of  the  functions  and  set  up 
of  said  conference. 

Mrs.  S.  A.  Rhyne,  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  gave 
her  report.  She  praised  teachers  in  additional  and  regular  church 
school  sessions  and  urged  that  all  societies  work  closely  with 
church  school  workers.  She  explained  the  work  on  the  Cherokee 
Indian  reservation  and  told  of  willing  and  hearty  response  of 
children.  (See  page  71  for  complete  report.) 

The  afternoon  session  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Miss  Lelia 
Turtle. 

Thursday  Night 

The  Thursday  evening  session  was  opened  with  an  impressive 
worship  service  conducted  by  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark.  As  a  part  of  this 
service  a  chime  solo  was  played  by  Miss  Ray  Ballard. 

Mrs.  Payne  read  a  telegram  from  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison,  juris- 
diction secretary  of  Supply  Work,  expressing  regret  upon  being 
unable  to  attend  conference. 

The  counting  teller  chairman,  Mrs.  Mark  Goforth,  reported  that 
by  our  votes  we  had  selected  Mrs.  D.  D.  Smiley,  Mrs.  J.  Dale 
Stentz,  Mrs.  Ira  Shelley  and  Mrs.  Rupert  Crowell  as  our  delegates 
to  the  jurisdiction.  (These  four  in  addition  to  the  three  who  go  by 
virtue  of  their  office  will  be  our  delegates.) 

Mrs.  Payne  invited  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  president  emeritus,  to 
preside. 

World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women:  Mrs.  Weaver  pre- 
sented Mrs.  Rupert  Crowell,  who  explained  the  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women.  This  organization  was  established  in  1940 
and  today  serves  four  million  women  in  thirty-seven  countries. 

Mrs.  Crowell  had  asked  her  local  Vice-presidents  to  assist  her 
in  the  presentation.  These  women  were  dressed  in  costume  and 
carried  flags  to  represent  the  37  areas.  This  colorful  background 
reminded  us  that  we  are  brothers  and  sisters. 

Following  the  singing  of  hymn  469,  Mrs.  Weaver  presented  Mrs. 
E.  U.  Robinson  who  spoke  on  "My  Witness  in  the  World  Parish." 
She  reminded  us  that  we  are  inheritors  of  the  vision,  faith,  courage 
and  commitment  of  John  Wesley.  Mrs.  Robinson  said  in  part:  "Our 
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witness  begins  at  home  in  the  rearing  of  our  children;  in  the  com- 
munity in  which  we  live  as  we  know  the  ills,  hurts  and  hard  places 
in  our  communities  and  strive  to  relieve  them  ( somehow  the  home 
and  church  must  be  fanned  into  a  flame  of  interest  in  regard  to 
children  and  youth — preventing  mental  breakdown  is  part  of  my 
commission) — what  we  want  for  our  homes  and  communities  we 
want  for  the  homes  and  communities  around  the  world.  This 
witness  is  a  personal  one  and  we  become  witnesses  of  our  own 
accord — our  witness  is  to  the  truth  of  Jesus,  the  technique  of 
Jesus,  the  person  of  Jesus  and  the  life  of  Jesus.  The  test  of  this 
witness  is  'for  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it  .  .  .  but 
whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake,  the  same  shall  find  it.' 

"This  is  our  witness  in  a  world  parish — broken,  disturbed,  dis- 
traught, self-willed,  selfish — a  truth  that  saves  and  makes  free." 

After  necessary  announcements  the  conference  was  dismissed 
with  prayer  by  Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr. 

Friday  Morning 

Devotions:  Preceding  the  morning  session  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz 
conducted  her  second  devotion  service  in  the  chapel  using  "Con- 
tinuing Growth  and  Life"  as  her  topic. 

Conference  Session:  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  presided  over  the 
closing  session.  She  stated  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  confer- 
ence to  designate  two  alternates  as  jurisdiction  delegates.  It  was 
moved  by  Mrs.  McFarland,  seconded  and  carried:  "That  the  next 
two  highest  on  the  jurisdiction  ballot  be  our  alternates  to  the 
jurisdiction."  Mrs.  E.  L.  Rice  and  Mrs.  C  C.  Weaver  were  declared 
to  be  alternates. 

Bethlehem  Center:  Since  the  term  of  office  of  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Payne  and  Miss  Margaret  Gray  expires  in  1951  as  trustees  of  the 
Bethlehem  Center  it  was  necessary  to  elect  two  women  to  serve 
as  trustees.  Mrs.  R.  M.  Hauss  made  the  following  nomination  that 
was  approved:  "That  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  and  Miss  Margaret  Gray 
be  re-elected  as  trustees  of  the  Bethlehem  Center,  term  to  expire  in 
1954." 

Mrs.  Rupert  Crowell,  vice-president,  presided  during  above 
transaction  then  returned  the  gavel  to  Mrs.  Payne. 

Introductions:  Mrs.  T.  J.  Smart  of  Claremont,  Florida,  was 
introduced  to  the  conference  and  responded  with  greetings. 

Recommendations:  Mrs.  Payne  asked  for  any  discussion  of  the 
suggested  recommendations  for  all  lines  of  work.  Mrs.  David 
Smiley,  treasurer,  asked  that  the  recommendation  of  the  finance 
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department  be  changed  to  read  "That  the  pledge  to  the  division 
of  $110,000  instead  of  $100,000  as  printed  (according  to  action  ot 
executive  board)."  Mrs.  Smiley  moved  "That  all  recommendations 
be  accepted  as  printed  after  above  mentioned  connection  is  made/' 
This  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

Reports:  Mrs.  Harry  Hendrick,  secretary  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, made  her  report  and  told  of  the  17  girls  now  receiving 
scholarships  and  stated  that  $2,515  in  scholarship  funds  have  been 
sent  in  this  year.  (See  page  69  for  report  which  includes  names 
of  girls  receiving  scholarships.) 

Mrs.  Hendricks  presented  Ruth  Smith  of  our  conference  who 
is  a  deaconess  now  working  for  the  Woman's  Division  as  personnel 
worker.  Ruth  emphasized  the  need  of  workers  and  urged  all  to 
encourage  our  sons  and  daughters  because  "There's  a  Man  Out 
There." 

Loree  Harrill,  deaconess  now  serving  as  rural  worker  in  the 
Marion  District,  gave  a  report  of  her  work  on  the  Green  Valley 
charge.  ( See  page  67  for  report. ) 

Election  of  Officer:  The  executive  board  had  suggested  that 
an  associate  treasurer  be  elected  and  placed  in  training  to  become 
conference  treasurer.  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  chairman  of  the  Research 
committee,  made  the  following  motion  which  was  seconded  and 
carried:  "That  Miss  Una  Edwards  of  Cliff  side  be  our  associate 
treasurer." 

Resolutions  Committee:  Mrs.  Ralph  Sherrill  read  the  report 
of  the  Resolutions  committee  which  can  be  found  on  page  130. 

Credentials  Committee:  Mrs.  David  D.  Smiley,  chairman, 
read  the  report  of  the  Credentials  committee  and  stated  that  596 
had  registered.   See  page  130  for  details. 

Reports:  Mrs.  Mark  Goforth,  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  gave  her 
report  and  mentioned  the  goals  of  the  youth  department:  securing 
leadership,  increase  giving  and  encourage  personnel.  (See  page 
74  for  report. ) 

Mrs.  Goforth  introduced  Miss  Marion  Craig,  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  who  explained  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  its 
distribution  (82/2%  for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  12/2%  for 
General  Board  of  Education  and  5%  for  National  Conference  of 
Methodist  Youth. )  Miss  Craig  made  suggestions  as  to  ways  the 
local  societies  can  help  promote  and  encourage  youth  activities 
and  participation  and  closed  her  remarks  with  this  statement, 
"Youth  are  looking  to  YOU!" 
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Mrs.  Carl  King,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  gave  her  report  and 
reminded  us  that  "Our  colleges  need  the  students  and  our  students 
need  the  college — so  send  your  student  to  Methodist  colleges." 
(See  page  76  for  complete  report.) 

Mrs.  King  introduced  Miss  Helen  Terry,  director  of  Wesley 
Foundation  work  at  WCUNC,  Greensboro,  who  told  us  there  are 
five  times  as  many  Methodist  students  in  independent  colleges  as 
church  schools.  She  closed  her  remarks  with  this  true  statement, 
"Through  the  students  the  world  knows  the  Christian  of  tomorrow." 

Mrs.  King  presented  Miss  Mary  Ellen  Harrill,  director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  of  First  Methodist  Church  in  Salisbury,  who 
explained  the  service  projects  open  to  youth  (caravans,  counselors 
at  camp,  3-year  service  as  missionaries,  Lyle  Fellowship,  work 
camp  at  home  and  abroad.) 

Noon  Meditation:  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander  conducted  the 
closing  meditation  using  "Triumphant  Faith"  as  her  topic.  She  said 
in  part:  "The  thing  we  need  today  is  a  triumphant  faith  sufficient 
for  these  days  in  which  we  live." 

"Whom  do  men  say  that  I  am,  whom  do  you  say  that  I  am?"  .  .  . 
we  face  the  very  personal  answer  .  .  .  can  we  reply  'Thou  art  the 
Christ"?  The  answer  indicates  there  are  people  who  know  about 
Jesus  Christ  and  there  are  those  who  know  Him  with  a  deep 
personal  acquaintance  .  .  .  Have  we  read  the  tried  and  proved 
verses  recently  (I  know  verses)  .  .  .  Are  we  reciting  the  Apostles' 
Creed  or  expressing  victorious  faith  that  makes  us  realize  we  have 
fellowship,  friendship,  and  partnership  with  Christ  in  the  building 
of  the  Kingdom?  .  .  .  scientific  facts  cannot  sustain  when  dreams  are 
shattered  .  .  .  only  faith  can  meet  our  necessity  in  times  like  these. 
Faith  is  not  a  set  of  intellectual  rules  but  surrender  of  life  to  God 
in  submission  and  awareness  of  power  within  us  ...  a  Christian 
faith  will  change  your  entire  outlook  on  life  .  .  .  we  cannot  under- 
stand all  experiences  of  life  .  .  .  God  does  not  always  answer  our 
questions  but  He  always  answers  our  need  .  .  .

But  I  am  one 

I  cannot  do  everything 

But  I  can  do  something 

What  I  can  do  I  ought  to  do 

And  by  the  grace  of  God — 

I  will.

REPORTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

Reing  president  of  a  conference  is  like  being  the  mother  in  a  large  family, 
there  is  never  a  dull  moment,  there  is  never  anv  rest  and  the  unexpected 
always  happens.  The  unexpected  has  certainlv  happened  tonight,  when  I 
hove  to  be  speaker  for  the  evening.  This  is  really  amusing,  but  I  am  "pinch- 
hitting"  for  a  bishop.  No  one  could  ask  for  a  finer,  more  cooperative  person 
under  whom  to  work  than  Rishop  Harrell.  Two  years  ago  he  was  with  us 
at  High  Point  at  our  Annual  Conference  and  last  year  he  was  here  at  Junaluska 
and  had  accepted  our  invitation  to  be  here  tonight  but  recently  found  that 
this  would  conflict  with  some  meetings  he  felt  that  he  must  attend  in  the 
South  Carolina  Conference,  so  that  is  why  this  is  happening  to  vou  tonight. 
I  hope  the  bishop  will  find  the  idea  as  amusing  as  we  do. 

When  the  Advance  movement  of  our  Church  was  set  up  in  1948,  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  called  all  Division  officers,  the  staff, 
members  of  Roard  of  Missions,  iurisdiction  officers  and  conference  presidents 
to  meet  together  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  goals  that  were  set  for  us  were  so 
high  that  they  seemed  impossible  and  I  remember  with  amusement  now,  how 
the  conference  presidents  looked  at  each  other  in  dismay.  It  just  could  not  be 
done,  thev  said  to  each  other.  The  trouble  with  us  was,  that  for  the  moment, 
we  had  forgotten  just  who  we  were,  we  were  onlv  the  "higher  ups,"  (as  vou 
women  lauqhinglv  call  us)  and  we  had  overlooked  th<5  most  important  factor. 
That  was  the  individual  woman  in  the  local  society.  She  was  then,  and  always 
will  be,  "the  number  1  woman"  and  she  will  make  all  nlans  succeed  or  fail. 
This  Advance  plan  was  a  magnificent  one  and  the  local  woman  accepted  it. 
To  be  sure,  there  were  a  few  who  accepted  it  with  groans  but  by  far  the 
majority  accepted  it  with  grace.  Todav,  after  three  vears  of  working  on  the 
Advance,  it  is  amazing  to  see  what  that  "number  1  woman"  has  accomplished. 
With  her  as  the  foundation,  the  division  has  advanced  steadilv.  Some  phases 
have  not  advanced  as  rapidlv  as  others  but  there  has  been  a  real  forward 
movement  all  along  the  line. 

The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  has  done  well,  but  we  coidd  have 
done  better  so  I  think  it  will  be  wise  for  us  to  stop  and  take  stock.  For  Goal 
1,  on  organization,  we  have  organized  in  three  vears  a  total  of  118  societies, 
have  77  district  members,  and  more  than  8,000  new  members.  The  Weslevan 
Service  Guild  has  gained  23  units  and  650  new  members.  That  sounds  fine 
and  it  is,  but  I  have  a  deep  and  dark  secret  to  tell  you,  and  I  hope  it  will 
haunt  you  so  much  that  vou  will  not  be  able  to  sleep  until  vou  remedy  this 
defect.  We  still  have  more  than  200  unorganized  churches  in  our  conference. 

For  Goal  2,  studvine,  building,  giving  and  praying,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate 
our  work  here.  According  to  statistics  we  have  more  prayer  groups,  better 
study  classes  and  more  interest  in  Christian  Social  Relations  than  ever  before, 
but  here  we  could  be  better  than  we  think  for  who  can  ascertain  the  intangi- 
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bles?  There  is  the  fine,  cooperative  spirit  of  the  women,  their  eagerness  to 
learn,  their  spiritual  growth,  their  wider  interest  in  the  needs  of  mankind 
everywhere,  these  things  and  more,  show  that  the  women  are  keenly  aware  of 
and  alert  to  their  great  task. 

Goal  3,  recruiting  personnel,  shows  excellent  gains  in  three  years.  Your 
gifts  to  our  Conference  Scholarship  Fund  have  been  most  profitable.  Since 
1948,  14  girls  have  been  commissioned  under  the  Woman's  Division  and  5 
others  have  become  directors  of  religious  education  in  local  churches,  a  total 
of  19  girls  already  on  the  job.  This  coming  year  there  will  be  at  least  15 
more  who  will  need  our  scholarship  aid  and,  while  we  may  not  reach  our 
goal  of  32  workers  by  1952,  we  will  be  well  on  our  wav.  This  I  consider  our 
most  shining  accomplishment. 

Right  here,  I  want  to  remind  you  that  as  vou  work  for  recruits  for  full-time 
service,  you  also  owe  a  great  debt  to  all  youth.  They  are  a  frustrated  group, 
having  no  idea  what  the  future  holds  for  them.  Instead  they  had  the  right  to 
expect  to  grow  up  in  a  world  where  there  would  be  permanence  and  security 
which  is  so  necessary  for  the  wholesome  development  of  boys  and  girls.  Upon 
their  slender  shoulders  we  are  shoving  a  wild,  chaotic  world,  asking  them  to 
assume  responsibility  for  what  we  did  not  do.  No  wonder  so  many  have  the 
"oh  what's  the  use"  attitude.  We,  the  women,  from  whose  homes,  churches 
and  communities  they  come  must  make  it  our  business  to  try  to  build  into  them 
a  moral  and  spiritual  integrity  that  will  carry  them  unscathed  through  the 
business,  social  and  militant  world  in  which  they  will  have  to  live.  The  biggest 
school  in  the  world  is  the  home.  There  by  example  more  than  precept,  the 
children  are  trained  for  better  or  for  worse.  The  breaking  down  of  the  home 
is  the  most  tragic  thing  that  the  United  States  faces.  This  rising  tide  of 
juvenile  delinquency  is,  for  the  most  part,  the  direct  result  of  parental  delin- 
quency. This  fall  our  Church  will  start  a  special  program  and  study  on  the 
family.  The  textbook  that  the  women  will  use  is  "The  Family — a  Christian's 
Concern."  Let  us  participate  heartily  in  this  whole  program  of  our  Church  and 
in  our  own  homes  remember  to  use  what  one  woman,  who  had  reared  a  large, 
fine  family,  said,  "My  recipe  was  prayer,  patience,  plenty  of  it." 

Goal  4,  finances.  Money  has  a  way  of  speaking  for  itself.  In  these  days  of 
the  high  cost  of  living  which  is  really  the  "cost  of  high  living"  we  are  some- 
times money  conscious,  especially  when  it  is  not  there.  After  we  stretch  our 
allowance  to  try  to  pay  our  grocery  bill  we  are  like  the  little  boy  whose  teacher 
was  trying  to  teach  him  mental  arithmetic.  "Bobby,"  she  said,  "if  you  had 
$5.00  in  one  pocket  and  $7.50  in  another  pocket,  what  would  you  have?" 
As  quick  as  a  flash  Bobby  answered,  "I  would  have  on  somebody  else's 
clothes."

(A  little  short  of  one-half  million) 

That  is  not  bad,  but  our  giving  is  not  reaching  the  33%   and   15%   that 

was  asked  of  us  by  June  1,  1951.  We  will  have  to  give  much  more  generously 

if  we  come  up  with  that  plus  15%  more  asked  for  this  coming  year — ending 

June  1,  1952.  That  would  be  a  63%  increase  in  four  years. 

Each  year  the  money  we  have  collected  and  spent  for  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A. 
has  amounted  to  more  than  $200,000.  This,  of  course,  has  mostly  been  spent 
at  home  for  parsonages,  church  carpets  and  dozens  of  other  necessary  things. 
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Counting  the  money  sent  for  missions  and  the  amount  used  at  home,  you 
have  given  more  than  $1,200,000  in  these  three  years  of  Advance. 

Since  last  year  we  have  two  new  projects  in  our  conference  and  have  made 
a  change  in  one  already  established.  Last  September  we  employed  a  full-time 
counselor,  Marvin  Culbreth,  to  work  with  the  300  Methodist  students  enrolled 
at  Appalachian  Teachers  College,  Boone,  N.  C.  This  was  an  experiment,  as 
we  had  never  done  any  work  of  this  kind  before,  but  it  appears  to  have  been 
a  wise  venture.  The  Western  Carolina  Teachers  College,  Cullowhee,  which 
also  has  about  300  Methodist  students,  is  asking  for  some  assistance  there. 
The  opening  of  diis  work  will,  also,  depend  on  your  interest  and  generosity. 

In  Yancey  County,  in  the  Asheville  district,  we  have  a  new  rural  worker 
who  will  spend  most  of  her  time  in  working  with  the  youth  and  children. 
She  is  Miss  Margaret  Calbeck,  a  fine,  capable  young  woman,  and  I  am  sure 
our  work  there  Will  be  worth  while.  Sorry  she  can't  be  with  us. 

Our  deaconess,  Mrs.  Maggie  Campbell,  who  was  working  on  the  Green 
Valley-Creston  charge  in  Marion  District,  had  to  ask  for  a  leave  of  absence 
on  account  of  ill  health  and  Miss  Loree  Harrill  took  her  place.  Miss  Harrill 
will  speak  to  you  on  Fridav  morning. 

One  of  the  greatest  thrills  I  have  ever  experienced  came  to  me  last  Decem- 
ber at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa.,  when  three 
of  the  eight  girls  commissioned  as  deaconesses  were  from  our  conference. 
They  were  Loree  Harrill,  Mozelle  McCormack  and  Geraldine  Surratt.  Right 
now,  we  have  at  Scarritt  College  taking  a  special  course  for  home  missions 
work  two  more  girls  who  have  become  U.  S.-2's.  They  are  Frieda  Morgan 
and   Onita   Coston. 

A  new  home  mission  project  is  being  carried  out  bv  the  Methodist  churches 
of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  This  is  the  building  of  a  lovely 
stone  church  up  at  the  Cherokee  Reservation.  The  women  of  the  WSCS  have 
been  asked  to  furnish  the  kitchen.  About  $1,000  will  be  needed  for  this  and 
I  know  the  women  will  gladly  respond.  This  will  be  a  love  gift,  not  counted  on 
your  pledge  but  I  am  confident  that  each  society  will  want  to  share  in  this 
long  overdue  help  for  the  Cherokee  Indians.  As  I  bring  this  report  to  you  I 
want  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  presidents  of  the  local  societies. 
They  hold  a  place  of  great  responsibility  and  influence,  frequently  being  not 
only  the  president  of  the  WSCS  but  the  "leading  ladies"  of  their  churches 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  their  local  church  programs.  To  cheer  them  on  I 
want  to  tell  them  this  storv.  I  don't  vouch  for  it  being  true  but  it  ought  to 
be.  Two  little  girls  were  playing  together  and  as  children  sometimes  do,  they 
were  bragging  about  how  smart  their  mothers  were.  Said  the  first  little  girl, 
"My  mother  is  very  smart.  She  is  the  president  of  the  Woman's  Club  and  she 
knows  and  makes  speeches  about  all  the  important  things  that  happen." 

"Pshaw,  that's  nothing,"  said  the  second  child.  "My  mother  is  president  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  she  makes  all  the  things  happen 
that  your  mother  makes  speeches  about." 

The  Methodist  women  do  make  a  lot  of  things  happen.  Personally,  I  have 
always  felt  much  pride  in  being  a  Methodist  woman.  As  a  child  I  learned 
that  old  jingle,  "I'm  a  Methodist  born,  I'm  a  Methodist  bred,  And  when  I  die, 
I'm  a  Methodist  dead." 

I  hope  I  never  make  the  mistake  one  preacher  did  in  quoting  it.  He  said, 
"I'm  a  Methodist  born,  I'm  a  Methodist  bred.  When  I  die,  I'm  just  another 
dead  Methodist." 

Beieng  "just  anodier  dead  Methodist"  isn't  going  to  help  the  cause  of 
Christianity  very  much.  Of  course  most  of  us  have  at  some  time  seen  where 
a  "respectable  funeral"  helped  a  local  situation.  I  hope  it  can  never  be  said 
of  a  Methodist  woman  what  two  ministers  said  about  a  Methodist  man.  Both 
ministers  had  served  the  same  church,  the  older  man  about  10  years  prior  to 
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the  younger.  One  day  when  they  met,  the  younger  man  said,  "Did  you  know 
that  Brother  So-and-So  died  last  week?"  to  which  the  older  man  replied, 
"You  mean  you  buried  him  last  week.  He  was  dead  when  I  was  his  pastor  10 
years  ago."  _ ,  J  md 

Bishop  Arthur  Moore  says  that  what  each  Methodist  needs  is  "a  warm 
heart,  a  trained  mind  and  a  world  vision."  Do  we  have  it?  If  we  have,  that 
means  that  more  precious  to  us  than  material  things  are  things  of  the  spirit, 
such  as  faitii,  love,  courage,  a  fellowship  with  Christ  and  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility toward  all  mankind;  that  we  have  learned  to  focus  our  efforts  on  the 
Christian  way  of  life  and  have  quit  dividing  our  energy,  loyalty  and  talents 
widi  so  many  secular  things.  In  these  days  of  uncertainty  and  insecurity,  we 
have  mapped  out  for  ourselves  a  definite  goal,  a  creative  and  Christ-directed 
pathway  in  which  we  can  walk  in  peace  and  security.  The  stewardship  of  our 
time,  talents  and  money  must  be  very  real.  Time  is  said  to  be  tire  most 
democratic  thing  in  the  world  (everybody  has  the  same  24  hours  a  day),  but 
when  we  use  our  time  for  the  Lord,  we  have  more  time.  Never  refuse  to  work 
for  the  Kingdom  because  you  lack  time;  somehow  you  will  have  the  time. 
Bishop  Newell  Booth  wrote  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  African  Advocate  about 
an  East  Portuguese  chief.  This  man  had  become  a  Christian  and  only  those 
who  work  with  the  converts  in  Africa  know  how  difficult  it  is  for  them  to  five 
a  truly  Christian  life.  Not  in  any  way  would  this  man  compromise  with  the 
evil  around  him.  With  great  care  and  efficiency  he  did  the  work  for  his  gov- 
ernment and  fulfilled  all  the  duties  to  his  tribe  but  he  spent  much  time  in 
Christian  service.  When  Bishop  Booth  asked  him  about  this  he  replied 
simply,  "These  diings  for  my  government  and  my  tribe  I  do,  being  sent.  But 
the  Christian  things,  I  do,  not  being  sent  but  because  I  love  God.  We,  as 
Christian  women  have  our  duties  to  perform  in  our  homes  and  communities, 
but  we  also  will  have  time  for  these  Christian  deeds,  if  not  being  sent,  but 
because  we  love  God. 

One  remarkable  thing  about  the  dedication  of  our  talent  is  that  our  talent 
and  abilities  will  multiply.  If  we  are  timid  and  afraid  we  have  only  to  re- 
member the  story  of  the  little  boy  who  helped  to  feed  the  5,000  because  he 
laid  all  that  he  had  in  the  hands  of  die  Master.  A  one-talented  woman,  with 
the  aid  of  die  Lord  can  accomplish  much  more  than  a  five-talented  woman 
who  thinks  she  is  smart  enough  to  "carry  on"  alone.  As  we  give  our  money  for 
die  extension  of  the  Kingdom,  we  grow  richer  and  richer.  1  think  often  of  the 
courageous  women  who  started  our  mission  work  and  how  rich  they  are 
today.  Their  small,  consecrated  gifts  started  a  great  movement  that  now  literal- 
ly reaches  to  "the  ends  of  the  earth."  One  of  these  small  gifts,  of  the  earlv 
days  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  die  former  M.  E.  Church, 
South,  has  touched  my  life  and  I  am  most  grateful  for  it.  A  small  band  of 
women,  with  a  world  vision,  decided  drey  must  start  a  school  in  China.  One 
woman  had  no  money  so  she  gave  one  of  her  most  cherished  possessions,  a 
beautiful  pin  with  two  large  earrings  to  match.  The  woman  set  the  price  on 
these  and  my  mother  bought  them.  She  had  the  earrings  made  into  pins,  also, 
and  gave  the  three  pins  to  her  three  daughters,  telling  us  the  story  of  the 
woman's  sacrificial  gift.  It  was  subtle  missionary  propaganda!  I  rarely  looked 
at  that  pin  of  mine  widiout  thinking  of  that  woman's  love  of  missions.  How 
much  influence  these  pins  really  had,  I  do  not  know,  but  there  must  have 
been  some  sort  of  charm  about  them  for  my  mother  had  been  president  of 
one  of  the  first  societies  organized  in  South  Carolina  and  was  a  most  loyal 
worker,  and  we  could  not  have  lived  with  her  without  catching  some  of  her 
enthusiasm  and  missionary  zeal.  The  daughters  have  tried  to  keep  with  her 
faith,  one  was  a  missionary  and  the  other  two  have  worked  within  the  local 
church  and  by  some  queer  turn  of  fate  have  each  served  as  conference 
officers  within  their  respective  conferences.  But  that  of  course  was  what  one 
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would  call  a  by-product.  The  money  for  the  pins  went  to  China  to  help  with 
a  school  from  which  some  of  tire  finest  Christian  leaders  have  come.  Today 
in  heaven  that  woman  who  gave  die  jewelry  and  whose  name  I  do  not  even 
know,  beomes  richer  and  richer  as  she  looks  into  the  future  and  sees  that  diese 
fine  Chinese  women  from  diis  school  diat  she  helped,  will  "remain  faithful 
unto  deadi"  if  need  be,  bending  all  of  their  energies  to  redeem  China  and 
lead  her  in  die  way  of  Christ. 

We  are  so  tired  of  hearing  dirough  newspapers,  radio,  television,  etc., 
about  die  strife,  confusion,  and  even  die  ultimate  destruction  of  diis  old  world 
that  we  have  become  callous  and  indifferent.  But  being  callous  and  indifferent 
does  not  settle  our  problems,  they  are  still  confronting  us.  Dr.  Frank  Laubach 
says,  "Just  as  science,  driven  by  desperate  necessity  has  pushed  ahead  500 
years,  so  we,  die  Christians,  are  driven  by  desperate  necessity  to  push  our 
spiritual  level  ahead  500  years."  Another  writer  says,  "During  the  next  50 
years  we  must  come  to  grips  with  diese  questions:  Can  we  harness  science 
and  the  atom  bomb  to  moral  and  peaceful  ends?  Can  we  meet  die  social, 
economic  and  political  upsurge  of  one  and  a  half  billion  underprivileged 
peoples  of  Asia,  Africa  and  elsewhere,  in  a  helpful,  healing  way?  Can  we 
face  die  challenge  of  world  communism  in  a  democratic  way,  without  losing 
our  freedom  at  home  Do  we  as  Christians  have  the  courage  to  face  die 
trudi  about  ourselves,  to  purify  our  minds  and  hearts  and  bear  witness  to 
Christ  and  his  church,  at  any  cost?" 

In  the  United  States  we  have  a  great  discrepancy,  (which  all  dioughtful 
Christians  cannot  fail  to  see),  between  our  missionary  programs  and  our 
military  efforts.  A  storv  is  told  of  a  minister  and  a  fighter  pilot  playing  golf 
together  when  a  jet  plane  zipped  across  the  sky.  "How  fast  is  it  going?" 
asked  die  preacher.  "About  500  miles  an  hour,"  was  the  answer.  Then  a 
slower  plane  droned  over.  "What  is  that  and  how  fast  is  it  going?"  The  pilot 
replied,  "That  is  one  of  the  old  boats  we  use  for  rescue  at  sea.  It's  going 
about  150."  Then  he  added,  "Silly,  isn't  it?  If  you  are  going  to  kill  someone 
you  go  500  miles  an  hour  but  if  you  are  going  to  save  a  life,  you  go  150." 
When  we  think  of  die  billions  being  spent  for  our  war  efforts  and  the  few 
millions  for  missions  we  realize  that  as  a  nation  we  are  going  far  faster  than 
500  for  destruction  and  far,  far  less  dian  150  for  the  only  way  in  which  peace 
can  come  to  the  world. 

A  charming  story  is  told  of  General  Eisenhower  in  "Crusade  for  Europe." 
As  he  was  planning  to  send  his  army  across  the  Rhine  river,  he  walked  up 
the  road  watching  his  troops  and  was  greatly  pleased  widi  their  high  morale. 
But  he  spotted  one  boy  who  looked  pale  and  depressed  and  stopped  to  speak 
to  him.  "Son,  how  do  you  feel?"  he  asked.  The  boy  replied,  "Sir,  I  am  very 
nervous.  I  was  wounded  two  months  ago  and  diis  is  my  first  day  back."  The 
General  said  kindly,  "Then  that's  two  of  us  who  are  nervous.  I  am  nervous, 
too.  But  I  know  I  have  die  men,  guns  and  planes,  all  equipment  necessary 
to  bring  this  off  successfully.  Come,  let  us  walk  up  together."  So  side  by  side 
the  private  and  die  great  general  walked  up  to  the  front  together.  The  world 
desperately  needs  our  prayers,  our  service  and  our  gifts  and  we  must  go  on, 
redoubling  our  efforts. 

One  of  the  greatest  blessings  and  privileges  of  Christianity  is  that  though 
we  have  many  and  very  great  problems  to  face  we  do  not  have  to  face  them 
alone.  We,  too,  have  a  great  leader  who  says  to  each  of  us,  "Come,  let  us 
walk  up  togedier." 

VICE-PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 
Mrs.  Rupert  Crowell 
The  duties  of  the  vice-president  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  are  four-fold:   (1)  Assist  the  president;   (2)  promote  special  member- 
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ships;   (3)  present  the  World  Federation   of  Methodist  Women,   (4)   serve   as 
chairman  of  the  Program  committee. 

Again  we  come  to  the  time  when  we  begin  to  take  stock  of  our  achieve- 
ments and  failures. 

In  the  field  of  special  memberships  we  are  happy  to  report  an  increase 
over  last  year  to  the  amount  of  $90U — our  total  tor  the  year  being  $8,725. 
Let  us  set  as  our  goal  for  1951-52,  $10,000 — an  increase  of  $1,275. 

The  World  Federation  of  Metiiodist  Women  has  been  presented  at  meet- 
ings of  more  societies  dian  ever  before,  and  it  bcomes  increasingly  more  in- 
teresting as  the  articles  concerning  the  different  units  appear  in  The  Methodist 
Woman.  World  peace,  at  present,  is  the  main  objective  of  die  Federation  and 
United  Methodist  women  have  a  great  opportunity  in  helping  to  achieve  this 
objective. 

Planning  for  die  monthly  programs  is  still  the  number  one  responsibility 
of  die  vice-president.  An  adequate  evaluation  of  progress  in  this  field  is 
difficult  and  it  is  impossible  to  get  a  true  picture  from  report  blanks.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  active  Program  committees  and  for  die 
last  two  quarters  many  more  societies  have  reported  action  growing  out  of 
piograms  and  studies.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  diat  definite  progress  is 
being  made  in  planning  and  presenting  programs. . 

If  vice-presidents  and  Program  committees  could  think  of  program  planning 
as  opening  doors  to  a  new  world  of  understanding  and  action  how  rapid 
would  be  die  advance  in  our  church! 

What  a  world  of  imagination  is  centered  about  what  is  behind  a  closed 
door!  L,et  us  make  use  or  die  vast  amount  of  resources  which  are  available 
to  us  in  planning  an  effective  program  and  action  campaign — first  our  program 
and  worship  booklets;  World  Outlook  and  Mediodist  Woman  leaflets,  many 
of  them  free;  books  on  worship  and  special  subjects;  current  papers  and 
periodicals;  outside  speakers;  ana  missionaries.  These  will  all  open  doors  lead- 
ing into  many  a  place  of  interest  and  wonder,  and  opening  out  into  life's  every 
experience.  The  doors  of  our  minds  should  be  ever  open — or  at  least  left 
unlocked — to  let  people,  knowledge,  and  the  trudi  of  dungs  in.  Open  doors 
lead  us  into  many  nelds  of  service  of  which  we  learn  wlien  we  open  our 
minds  to  knowledge. 

"Healdi  in  a  Rural  Community"  was  reported  as  the  program  of  greatest 
value  for  diis  year.  The  majority  of  our  societies  are  in  rural  areas  or  small 
towns,  which  accounted  for  this  choice.

To  build  a  Heaven,  to  mold  and  make 
New  Edens.  Ours  is  the  stuff  sublime 
To  build  Eternity  in  Time!" 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  PROMOTION 
Mrs.  T.  V.  Goode 

The  emphasis  for  1951-52  for  the  YVSCS  is  "The  Advance — My  Concern." 

In  this  final  year  of  die  Quadrennial  Advance,  may  every  Methodist  woman 
keep  die  four  goals  of  the  Advance  ever  in  her  thinking.  They  are,  briefly, 
"Every  Mediodist  woman  a  member  of  die  WSCS  or  die  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild."  "Every  Methodist  woman  studying,  praying  and  giving."  "1,000  new 
missionaries  and  odier  Christian  workers."  "Increase  in  giving." 

During  the  second  vear  of  the  Advance  many  societies  were  organized, 
therefore  it  has  become  increasingly  hard  to  find  groups  of  women  ready 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  WSCS.  But  through  our  ever  watchful  district 
secretaries  of  Promotion  some  hav  ebeen  organized  and  many  district  members 
have  been  added  to  die  fist,  making  charge  organization  possible. 

Two  districts  are  100%  organized  in  charges  now. 

In  membership  several  churches  are  100%  and  many  are  working  toward 
this  goal.  Three  districts  were  100"  reporting.  Many  societies  were  100% 
reporting  all  four  quarters  of  the  year. 

Increase  in  membership  this  year  has  largely  been  made  through  the 
Encourager  plan.  We  have  received  so  many  letters  telling  us  how  it  was 
enjoyed  by  die  women.  So  much  has  been  accomplished  through  the  two  visita- 
tion plans  we  have  had;  die  Caravans  and  Encourager  visitations.  This  year 
as  each  of  you  know,  we  are  launching  still  another  visitation  plan.  It  is  called 
die  Progressive  visitation  and  is  for  members  of  the  church. 

We  realize  that  through  the  evangelistic  efforts  of  the  church  many 
diousands  of  new  members  have  come  into  the  church.  Bishop  Ledder  has 
written  to  the  WSCS  praising  them  for  their  help  in  this  movement  and  to 
suy  their  continued  help  is  so  much  needed.  These  new  members  will  be  a 
most  important  part  of  the  Progressive  visitation  plan.  Every  president  has 
received  materials  giving  detailed  information  of  how  you  go  about  carrying 
out  this  plan.  Great  importance  is  attached  to  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
president,  secretary  of  Promotion  and  membership  chairman.  A  good  member- 
ship chairman  is  imperative.  She  should  be  able  to  furnish  a  complete  fist  of 
die  women  of  the  church  at  the  first  meeting  convened  by  the  president,  who 
with  the  secretary  of  Promotion  and  membership  chairman  will  name  finks  on 
geographical  basis  and  will  assign  hostesses.  I  would  like  to  say  that  a  good 
hostess  talk  can  be  based  on  the  "Purpose"  of  the  WSCS  and  our  desire  to 
meet  the  needs  of  2,118  missionaries,  223  schools,  38  hospitals  and  972  other 
projects  in  26  countries  of  Europe,  North  America,  Asia,  Africa,  and  South 
America.  Some  help  in  carrying  out  the  plans  of  this  visitation  will  be  given 
in  the  September  Methodist  Woman.  There  will  be  a  skit  which  will  be  of 
help  and  should  be  largely  used.  There  will  also  be  a  page,  "I  Believe  in 
Belonging"  which  you  may  cut  in  sections  and  can  be  used  by  a  link  mem- 
ber at  her  link  meeting.  There  are  two  free  leaflets  which  will  help,  "Lift 
Thou  Thy  World,"  and  "How  Wide  Are  Our  Hearts?"  Membership  is  of  such 
importance  and  so  much  depends  on  your  efforts.  As  we  look  to  this  new  pro- 
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motional  plan  we  will  see  that  it  is  even  more  vital  than  the  others.  So, 
women,  NOW  is  the  time,  don't  wait  till  next  week. 

We  wish  to  increase  onr  efforts  to  make  every  church  an  organized 
church,  so  if  there  is  an  unorganized  church  near  you  please  assist  your  sub- 
district  chairman  and  your  district  secretary  of  Promotion  in  getting  ONE 
interested  woman  to  become  a  district  member. 

There  has  been  good  increase  in  finances  this  year.  Also  good  attendance 
at  study  classes,  officers  training  days,  leadership  training  schools  and  clinics, 
district  and  sub-district  meeting,  which  speaks  for  interested,  consecrated, 
Christian  women.  May  I  beg  that  you  never  let  up  in  your  efforts  but  that 
you  send  more  women  to  Greensboro  College,  August  31-September  8,  to  the 
School  of  Missions,  and  that  you  put  on  more  study  groups  in  your  local 
society  than  ever  before,  because  informed  women  will  work  and  give,  and 
pray.

3.  That  every  society  make  use  of  the  "Atlas  Plan."  And  every  member  be 
given  an  Atlas  pledge  envelope  and  be  urged  to  use  it  throughout  the  year. 
And  that  the  women  in  the  local  society  be  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
the  local  society  in  relation  to  the  whole  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service. 

4.  That  we  strive  for  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  a  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  or  a  "district  member"  in  even7  church. 

5.  That  Officers'  Training  Davs  be  stressed  in  local  societies  and  at  sub- 
district  meetings  and  that  every  officer  receive  a  copy  of  the  April  Methodist 
Woman  which  contains  the  officers'  letter  file. 

6.  That  during  the  year  1951-52,  the  last  year  of  the  Advance  Quadren- 
nium,  we  endeavor  to  reach  all  goals,  thus  leaving  a  worthy  heritage  for  the 
incoming  quadrennium. 

7.  That  "larger  gifts"  be  sought  from  individuals  with  the  understanding 
that  these  receive  no  pledge  credit. 

8.  That  we  still  use  our  theme  of  last  year,  "Christian  Faith  For  a  World 
in  Revolution"  because  of  world  conditions  hoping  that  our  societies  of 
Christian  women  may  in  some  way  have  influence  on  this  chaotic  world. 

9.  That  each  member  of  the  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  have  as 
her  watchword,  "The  World  Is  My  Parish." 

Knowing  that  our  responsibility  is  great  and  realizing  the  need  of  prayer 
by  every  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  and  the  "district  members"  let  us  enter  into  a  daily  fellowship 
of  prayer.  Including  in  these  pravers  the  leaders  of  our  nation,  the  leaders  of 
other  nations,  our  missionaries  and  nationals  abroad,  and  those  who  suffer 
because  of  war. 

Mav  we  also  prav  that  we  may  help  to  build  a  World  Christian  Commun- 
ity and  that  the  Glorv  of  God  may  shine  through  a  confused  world  and 
bring  peace  in  His  time.

INTRODUCTION— PROMOTION  SECRETARY  SKIT 

Though  the  word  "Joint"  has  been  removed  from  the  name  of  our  Division, 
the  General  Section  and  the  Woman's  Section  are  really  a  Joint  Division — 
united  in  our  planning  and  working  together. 

Our  Advance  program  the  second  year  of  the  quadrennium  was  based  on 
the  words  of  Isaiah,  "Widen  the  place  for  your  tent,  spare  not  your  canvas, 
stretch  it  out,  lengthen  your  ropes,  drive  in  your  pegs."  Especially  do  we 
emphasize  "drive  in  the  tent  pegs." 

If  a  tent  is  to  be  secure  and  firm,  it  must  be  anchored  well.  Especially 
is  this  true  in  time  of  storm  when  the  winds  and  the  hurricanes  threaten  the 
stability  of  the  tent.  The  world  is  in  a  time  of  revolution  when  the  storms  are 
very  great.  Many  destructive  winds  of  huricane  strength  are  sweeping  across 
the  world.  In  a  world  like  this,  the  church  must  be  firm  and  stable.  It  must 
drive  in  its  pegs! 

The  Discipline  states  that  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation  is  to 
inform,  cultivate,  and  educate  along  missionary  lines.  And  its  focus  is  the 
local  church.  Here  we  must  drive  in  the  tent  pegs.  Firm  missionary  support 
will  not  result  unless  there  is  concern  for  others,  and  concern  will  not  ensue 
unless  there  is  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  needs  and  problems  of 
others.  The  Division  must  help  the  local  church  to  see  this  work  which  is  in 
revolution  and  to  act  adequately. 

How  are  we  doing  this?  Today  we  have  a  representative  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  I  shall  interview  her  as  to  how  the  objectives, 
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the  plans,  and  the  helps  are  being  channeled  from  the  Division  of  Education 
and  Cultivation  to  the  local  church — and  the  effects  of  these  plans. 

Our  local  representative  is  Mrs.  Carl  Underwood,  President  of  the 
Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  of  Broad  Street  Methodist  Church, 
Statesville,  N.  C.  I  shall  ask  her  some  leading  questions,  and  she  will  report 
to  you. 

QUESTION:  Mrs.  Underwood,  as  you  know,  in  celebration  of  our  10th 
anniversarv  as  a  WSCS  this  vear  we  planned  birthdav  parties  in  which  one 
societv  would  visit  another.  The  visiting  societies  were  called  "Encourager 
Societies."  Did  vou  follow  this  plan,  and  what  were  the  results? 

ANSWER:  Yes,  Mrs.  Goode,  our  society  was  hostess  to  the  Rose  Chapel 
group  on  October  2nd.  Thev  are  a  small  societv,  and  their  president  has  since 
confided  to  me  that  thev  were  reluctant  to  come  to  our  larger  group.  We  soon 
removed  anv  qualms  from  their  minds,  and  that  first  visit  to  our  general 
meeting  followed  bv  a  fellowship  tea  for  them  and  our  new  members  merely 
paved  the  wav  for  a  friendship  that  has  grown  stronger  month  bv  month. 
They  have  attended  two  of  our  Mission  Studv  classes,  and  we  always  send 
them  invitations  to  anvthing  special  we  have. 

We  visited  Center  church  on  the  Hiddenite  charge,  where  the  society 
numbered  onlv  17.  Thirtv  minutes  before  our  group  was  expected,  the  road  to 
their  church  was  closed.  But  bv  the  time  we  arrived  there,  thev  had  a  lovelv 
worship  center  set  up  in  a  most  attractive  countrv  home  and  were  complete 
masters  of  the  situation.  Their  program  was  well-planned  and  well-presented, 
and  their  hospitalitv  was  boundless.  Around  the  tea  table  we  were  not  a  city 
group  encouraging  a  rural  group — but  all  members  of  one  band,  all  working 
together.  We  went  to  encourage,  but  came  awav  encouraged  bv  what  17 
interested,  consecrated  women  are  doing. 

QUESTION:  The  second  of  our  Advance  goals  calls  for  every  member 
"studving,  building,  praving,  giving."  What  is  vour  Societv  doing  to  help 
the  members  be  concerned  about  sharing  the  gospel? 

ANSWER:  1.  We  have  100%  of  our  officers  and  secretaries  subscribing  to 
The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

2.  We  provide  a  copv  of  the  Guide  to  everv  member  of  the  executive 
committee,  obtain  handbooks  for  everv  secretarv,  and  urge  everv  officer  to 
secure  all  material  suggested  for  her  department. 

3.  We  send  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  to  shut-ins  who 
do  not  subscribe. 

4.  We  urge  attendance  at  all  zone  and  district  meetings. 

5.  We  hold  officers  training  classes. 

6.  We  urge  careful  studv  of,  complete  compliance  with,  and  filing  of  all 
correspondence  from  district  and  conference  officers. 

7.  We  send  our  secretarv  of  Missionarv  Education  to  the  School  of 
Missions. 

8.  We  have   four   splendid  mission   studies: 

a.  To  these  we  invite  all  local  and  nearbv  rural  societies. 

b.  One  of  these  we  have  with  the  Weslevan  Service  Guild. 

c.  We  lend  our  Mission  Studv  books  to  rural  societies  and  to  smaller 
local  churches — one  set  this  past  year  was  used  bv  four  different  groups. 

d.  A  group  from  our  society  headed  bv  our  secretarv  of  Missionary 
Education  put  on  a  mission  studv  for  several  rural  societies. 

e.  We  always  take  some  action  after  each  mission  studv. 

9.  Our  secretarv  of  Youth  and  Missionarv7  Personnel  worked  with  our 
pastor  and  presented  "Missionarv  Challenge  to  Youth"  at  three  Sunday 
night  services,  bringing: 
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a.  Miss  Lelia  Turtle  who  presented  China. 

b.  Mr.  John  Wesley  Clay  who  talked  on  Brazil, 
e.  Miss  Mary  Ellen  Harrell. 

10.  This  year  we  have  put  an  especial  emphasis  on  knowledge  concerning 
projects  of  the  Division.  I  personally  read  from  cover  to  cover  with  pencil 
in  hand  every  issue  of  The  Methodist  Woman,  World  Outlook,  and  the 
N.  C.  Christian  Advocate. 

a.  As  I  study  these,  I  make  notations  for  my  various  secretaries,  have  them 
present  these  situations  and  needs  to  the  society,  and  ask  the  society  to  take 
action  on  these. 

b.  Especially  am  I  on  the  alert  for  information  concerning  institutions  and 
projects  to  which  we  are  contributing. 

(1)  Our  Supplv  secretary  and  our  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  bring 
these  reports  from  time  to  time. 

c.  We  keep  the  society  abreast  with  latest  current  news: 

(1)  Monthly  we  report  on  the  Korean  situation  and  have  sent  relief  there. 

(2)  We  bring  latest  news  on  tthe  India  Wheat  Bill,  and  at  our  last  district 
meeting  we  wired  our  senator  urging  immediate  passage  of  this  bill. 

d.  We  present  the  church  supported  projects — aid  to  the  Cherokee  Indians, 
Western  N.  C.  Conference  Brotherhood,  Aid  to  our  N.  C.  Methodist  Colleges, 
S60.00  for  bicycle  to  pastor  in  India,  etc. 

11.  Ou  executive  board  is  an  intercessory  group.  Ninety-one  other  circle 
members  have  signed  cards  agreeing  to  join  with  us  at  noon  each  day  in 
silent  praver  for  peace. 

12.  We  have  a  praver  group  at  the  altar  each  Wednesday  morning. 
Mrs.  Goode,   I'm  sorry  to  have   given  such  a  lengthy  answer  to  this  one 

question,  but  while  we  have  met  all  Advance  goals  this  year,  we  have  put 
our  particular  emphasis  on  this  one.  We  know  that  when  we  reach  out  beyond 
ourselves,  it  broadens  our  horizons  as  we  become  conscious  of  the  needs  of 
others.  We  feel  that  what  we  know  is  our  responsibility  and  our  opportunity. 

QUESTION:  Do  you  have  a  Guild,  and  what  contact  does  your  society 
have  with  the  Guild? 

ANSWER:  It  so  happens  that  the  president  of  the  W.S.G.  is  one  of  my 
best  friends  and  an  across-the-street  neighbor;  so  we  are  each  well-informed 
concerning  the  work  of  both  organizations. 

i .   This  past  year  we  had  a  joint  memorial  service  for  our  lost  members. 

2.  We  have  a  joint  night  meeting  with  them  in  July  when  they  present 
the  program. 

3.  We  put  on  one  of  our  mission  studies  jointly. 

4.  I  always  report  on  their  accomplishments  at  our  general  meeting. 

5.  They  have  duties  for  June  and  July  and  help  out  when  called  on  at 
other  times. 

6.  They  attend  our  executive  committee  meetings  when  possible  and 
send  reports  to  these  meetings. 

7.  When  I  meet  with  the  new  members  we  take  into  the  church,  I  turn 
over  to  the  W.S.G.  the  names  of  all  ladies  who  prefer  a  night  circle. 

QUESTION:  Does  vour  society  do  anything  to  keep  the  students  in  touch 
with  an  actively  interested  in  the  church? 

ANSWER:  This  is  a  vital  part  of  our  program,  as  we  have  a  junior 
college  within  a  block  of  our  church. 

1.  Our  secretary  of  Student  Work  secures  names  of  all  Methodist  students 
as  soon  as  they  are  registered. 

2.  As  soon  as  possible  after  school  opens,  we  have  an  informal  party  for 
these  and  introduce  them  to  our  group  their  age  and  to  our  church  staff. 
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3.  We  have  a  College  Fellowship  Class  in  our  church  school. 

4.  This  group  presented  a  play  at  a  recent  evening  service. 

5.  We  use  several  of  these  in  our  choir. 

6.  We  recently  invited  them  and  their  dates  to  attend  a  game  as  our  guests 
— then  had  the  makings  for  refreshments  ready  and  turned  them  loose  in  the 
kitchen  of  a  lovely  home  to  spread  their  own  sandwiches,  slice  their  own 
cake,  etc.,  along  with  a  group  of  our  church  folks  their  age.  Later  they 
watched  television. 

As  for  our  students  away  from  home: 

1.  We  send  out  Student  Information  Cards. 

2.  We  mail  them  the  Upper  Room  and  inspirational  material  along  with 
the  church  bulletins. 

3.  We  have  a  student  dinner  welcoming  them  home  in  June. 

4.  We  observe  Student  Recognition  Day. 

QUESTION:  Do  you  have  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work?  Does  she  help 
tire  boys  and  girls  in  your  church  realize  that  little  children  the  world  over 
are  the  children  of  one  Heavenly  Father? 

ANSWER:  Our  Children's  Secretary  is  an  active  worker  in  the  church 
school  and  promotes  missionary  education  in  the  groups.  At  present  she  is 
studying  and  promoting  suggestions  which  came  out  of  the  White  House  Con- 
ference. 

QUESTION:  Mrs.  Underwood,  perhaps  you  have  realized  that  I  have  been 
asking  you  really  how  your  society  is  meeting  the  Advance  goals  of  the 
WSCS.  We  haven't  touched  on  the  financial  one — the  increase  in  funds.  Has 
your  society  been  able  to  meet  diese  objectives?  If  so,  how? 

ANSWER:  Mrs.  Goode,  I  am  delighted  to  say  we  have  met  every  financial 
demand — both  as  a  society  and  as  six  individual  circles. 
Our  Finance  Committee  prepares  a  budget  very  carefully: 

1.  We  study  our  past  year's  budget — see  where  we  have  deficits  and  sur- 
pluses in  each  item  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  We  dien  adjust  each  item  in  the  new  budget. 

3.  We  have  previously  studied  Conference  askings,  and  include  these  in 
our  budget. 

4.  We  list  conference  and  local  separately,  the  balance  usually  being  local 
Vs  and  conference   %. 

5.  This  year  we  included  $10  per  circle  to  meet  incidental  expenses  such 
as  vacation  Bible  school  refreshments,  cards,  etc.,  and  are  asking  that  no 
special  collections  be  taken  at  the  circle  meetings. 

6.  The  entire  budget  is  divided  among  the  circles. 

7.  Circle  leaders  are  given  copies  of  the  budget. 

8.  The  circle  leaders  and  treasurers  meet  with  the  president  and  conference 
treasurer  after  the  first  general  meeting  and  have  each  item  of  the  budget 
carefully  explained. 

9.  Each  circle  assumes  full  responsibility  for  its  quota  and  raises  it.  It  is 
just  an  accepted  fact  that  that  amount  has  to  be  raised  somehow  during  the 
year — if  not  by  pledges,  then  by  serving  dinners,  having  bake  sales,  selling 
extract,  etc. 

10.  At  our  general  meeting  each  month  every  circle  reports  the  amount 
pledged  and  die  amount  paid — in  an  effort  to  avoid  last  minute  rush. 

The  Emergency  Fund  was  explained  at  the  general  meeting  and  was 
collected  at  the  two  following  circle  meetings  to  allow  any  who  were  absent 
the  first  month  to  pay  the  second  month. 

Final  Result:  I'll  admit  I  heard  quite  a  bit  of  rumbling  and  grumbling 
about  how  on  earth  they  would  ever  raise  that  increased  amount,  but  refused 
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to  be  disturbed  at  all  by  this  explosion  of  steam.  I  know  my  women — and 
they  measured  up  as  I  had  known  they  would: 

a.  They  not  only  raised  their  quotas,  but  one  circle  gave  its  leader  a 
Special  Life  Membership;  one  circle  gave  three  Special  Baby  Memberships  to 
babies  born  during  the  year  to  members  of  that  circle;  and  every  circle  over- 
paid their   pledge. 

Hint:  I  will  drop  this  hint:  A  treasurer  with  the  tenacity  of  a  bulldog  is  an 
asset. 

QUESTION:  Mrs.  Underwood,  you  have  reported  to  us  somewhat  in 
detail  as  to  the  activities  and  accomplishments  of  the  WSCS  in  your  church. 
Do  you  want  to  say  a  closing  word  as  to  the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  the 
local  church  to  advance  in  this  day  of  crisis  and  opportunity. 

ANSWER:  Christianity  to  be  real  must  be  personal  and  local.  We  must 
interpret  an  awareness  of  the  needs  of  others  as  God's  direct  call  to  us.  As 
we  help  others  grow  a  little,  we  find  that  we  have  grown  a  great  deal.  As 
we  deepen  our  faith  in  God,  we  find  encouragement  that  we  can  do  the  job. 
A  new  strength  comes  to  us  as  individuals  and  as  a  society  as  we  study  and 
work  together  with  God.  We  are  all  members  of  one  body  in  Christ,  and 
the  membership  of  each  one  is  important. 

Conclusion: 

Mrs.  Underwood  has  represented  the  one  and  a  half  million  women  in 
the  WSCS.  This  typical  Methodist  Woman,  as  she  has  told  of  her  church  and 
her  society,  has  shown  us  that  to  strengthen  the  home  base  is  to  help  to  meet 
these  revolutionary  times.  We  must  "drive  in  the  pegs"  to  nurture  a  great  mis- 
sionary enterprise.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  FINANCES 

The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  W.S.C.S.  and  W.S.G.  shall  pledge 
to  the  division  for  the  year  $110,000. 

The  goal  of  the  Advance  asked  for  means  that  each  society  will  have  made 
the  33%  per  cent  for  the  first  two  years,  the  15  per  cent  in  the  third  year — ■ 
just  ended,  and  the  15  per  cent  advance  in  this  final  year.  We  feel  the  urgency 
of  and  we  recommend  meeting  this  goal  in  order  to  maintain  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Division.  We  know  that  new  roof — that  addition  to  an  over-crowded 
building— that  helper  to  relieve  an  overworked  staff — that  yes  instead  of  no  to 
an  eager  student-applicant;  these  and  hundreds  more  needs  depend  for  fulfill- 
ment on  us. 

Please  send  treasurer's  remittance  to  conference  treasurer  one  month 
ahead  of  the  report  of  other  officers.  Quarters  for  finances  end  the  first  day  of 
August,  November,  February  and  May. 
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REPORT  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 
Mrs.  H.  G.  Allen 

The  purpose  of  Missionary  Education  is  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
membership  of  the  society;  to  bring  them  to  an  understanding  of  local,  national 
and  international  situations;  and  to  lead  them  into  intelligent  concerted  action 
with  an  ultimate  goal  of  world  brotherhood.  The  four  approved  study  courses 
for  this  year  have  been  unusually  stimulating  in  helping  us  to  attain  this  goal. 

As  a  result  of  the  study  on  worship  many  church  sanctuaries  have  been 
made  more  attractive  and  worshipful,  and  many  people  have  learned  how  to 
worship.  One  woman  said,  "I  will  never  go  to  church  again  and  sit  through  a 
service  passively  and  negligently  but  will  endeavor  to  .open  my  heart  and  soul 
to  God's  presence."  Many  prayer  groups  were  formed  and  devotional  books 
were  added  to  libraries. 

The  study  of  the  Near  East  brought  a  better  understanding  and  apprecia- 
tion of  Moslems.  Many  societies  sent  contributions  for  work  in  the  various 
countries. 

"A  Christian's  Vocation"  brought  one  society  "face  to  face  with  the  fact 
that  we  can  be  of  real  service  by  doing  all  we  possibly  can  to  give  our  young 
people  entertainment,  instruction  and  recreation  through  our  church  program." 

A  large  city  society  reported:  "Our  study  course  on  'Toward  a  Christian 
Community'  was  one  of  the  most  beneficial  we  have  ever  had.  As  a  result  it  is 
the  very  definite  hope  that  our  society  will  be  the  impetus  in  a  movement 
toward  establishing  a  mission  church."  Many  city  societies  visited  rural 
churches  and  shared  their  studies  with  them.  Some  gave  hymnals;  others  gave 
money.  One  society  gave  $50  to  a  rural  recreational  center.  Several  rural 
societies  reported  better  cooperation  of  various  organizations  in  their  com- 
munities. 

Union  classes  with  from  two  to  ten  societies  participating  were  highly 
successful.  It  requires  months  of  planning  for  a  study  of  this  type,  but  the 
results  are  well  worth  the  effort. 

Many  enjoyed  the  cooperative  studies.  These  are  helpful  because  teachers 
at  the  leadership  schools  are  highly  trained. 

During  this  yar  we  have  had  1,548  approved  studies  with  27,623  women 
attending.  195  jurisdictional  classes  have  been  held  and  134  special  studies 
with  1,631  women  attending.  We  are  proud  of  this  record  but  in  the  year 
ahead  let  us  try  to  have  more  and  better  study  classes.  Conditions  that  exist  in. 
the  world  call  attention  to  the  need  for  more  spiritual  power  and  a  better 
understanding  among  all  peoples  of  all  lands  and  races.  There  is  no  way  of 
estimating  how  many  attitudes  may  be  changed  or  how  many  lives  may  be 
touched  as  a  result  of  these  studies.  Let  us  think  of  them  as  an  opportunity 
to  learn  how  to  be  more  effective  Christians.

b.  The  number  of  approved  studies  until  the  goal  of  one  each  quarter 
is  reached,  with  action  growing  out  of  each  of  these.

3.  That  at  least  one  study  be  planned,  at  a  time  convenient  for  the  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild  members  to  attend. 

4.  That  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  serve  on  the 
finance  committee  and  seek  to  raise  the  level  of  giving  for  the  individuals 
through  special  emphasis  on  the  needs. 

5.  That  each  local  secretary  strive  to  create  right  attitudes  toward  studv 
classes,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  keep  all  informed  as  to  the  needs  of  man- 
kind. 

6.  That  each  local  society,  where  possible,  join  with  a  society  that  has  not 
previously  had  a  study,  for  at  least  one  of  the  Approved  Studies  in  1951. 

7.  That  special  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  use  of  Cooperative  Studies. 
( See  pages  18  and  19  in  Handbook. ) 

8.  That  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  promote  attend- 
ance at  the  district  Educational  Seminars  and  the  School  of  Missions  and 
Christian  Service  at  Greensboro  College,  September  2-7,  1951. 
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9.  That  the  following  courses  for  1951-1952  be  approved: 

(a)  Churches  for  Our  Country's  Needs,  by  Truman  Douglas. 

(b)  Latin  America,  by  George  P.  Howard. 

( c )  The  Family — A  Christian's   Concern — five  people   contributed  to  this 
text. 

(d)  The  Book  of  Acts. 

(e)  Pastors'  Church-Wide  Study. 


STANDARD  FOR  EFFICIENCY   (OR  CONFERENCE)   CLASSES 

1.  Time,  preferably  six  hours — maximum  period,  twelve  weeks. 

2.  A  leader  or  teacher  equipped  through  advance  preparation  for  the  class. 

3.  Assigned  reading  from  approved  text  or  major  supplementary  material. 

4.  Definite  Christian  service  resulting  from  the  stud}'. 

Standard  for  Jurisdiction  Classes 

1.  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  for  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the  list 
recommended  for  tiiat  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service  for  the  current  year. 

2.  SUPPLEMENTARY  MATERIAL  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class  to 
enrich  die  studv  of  die  text. 

3.  NUMBER  OF  CLASS  SESSIONS  shall  be  at  least  four.  No  two  sessions 
shall  be  on  die  same  day. 

4.  LENGTH  OF  A  CLASS  SESSION  shall  be  at  least  one  hour  for  a  six- 
session  class  and  one  hour  and  a  half  for  a  four-session  class,  with  a  min- 
imum total  of  six  hours  for  any  course. 

5.  ONE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to  six  weeks 
study  is  highly  desirable. 

6.  AN  AVERAGE  of  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the  class 
sessions. 

7.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  THE  APPROVED  TEXT,  make  outside  prepa- 
ration and  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments  shall 
be  given  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be  reading  from  supple- 
mentary materials,  research,  cooperative  activities,  etc.,  that  require  addi- 
tional outside  preparations.  This  and  some  residts  of  the  study  may  be 
reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 

8.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as 
most  successful  in  stimulating  group  stud  and  participation.  The  lecture 
mediod  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may  seem  desirable. 
(See  free  leaflet:  Ways  of  Conducting  Successful  Classes.) 

9.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  die  work  by  consecration  to  the  task, 
by  sufficient  educational  background  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every  op- 
portunity for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as  Special 
Studv  and  Preparation,  of  attending  Educational  Conferences,  Pastor's 
Schools,  Leadership  Schools.  Training  Courses,  Schools  of  Missions  or  Edu- 
cational Seminars. 

10.  A  REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  conference  secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  on  the  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall  examine  it, 
and  if  the  requirements  are  met,  she  will  issue  a  recognition  card  for  work 
meeting  the  required  standard. 
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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  SERVICE 

Miss  Lilian  Walker 

As  we  review  the  world's  needs  today,  the  question  comes  to  us,  "Who  is 
sufficient  for  these  things?" — and  the  answer  comes,  "Certainly  we  are  not, 
but  our  sufficiency  is  of  God."  World  Peace,  freedom  and  justice  for  mankind 
are  not  achieved  by  indifferent  Christians. 

Human  hope  is  perilously  near  being  no  more  than  a  feeble  reminder 
that  we  may  have  another  World  War.  Nowhere  on  earth  is  there  any  con- 
fidence that  the  people  have  set  their  feet  on  the  road  to  peace.  There  is  a 
sense  of  being  caught  in  a  stampede  toward  destruction — fear  of  the  atomic 
bomb. 

The  Kingdom  of  God  cannot  come  on  earth  unless  Christians  live  "ac- 
cording to  the  power  that  worketh  in  us." 

Often  times  we  are  impatient  to  see  tangible  results  of  our  work  in  the 
Kingdom.  We  must  first  of  all  take  time  to  be  trained  of  Him,  disciplined  by 
Him,  strengthened  by  Him  and  "run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  before 
us,"  looking  unto  Him,  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith. 

As  we  come  to  know  God's  children  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  their 
longings,  their  fears,  their  achievements,  we  will  find  that  regardless  of  differ- 
ence in  civilization,  culture,  color  or  religion  we  are  all  children  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  and  should  have  a  burning  desire  to  help  those  less  fortunate 
than  we. 

Practicallv  all  of  our  missionaries  in  China  and  Korea  have  been  called 
home.  Several  were  captured  and  we  have  no  word  as  to  their  whereabouts. 
Of  those  who  have  arrived  in  America  some  are  studying  the  language  of  an- 
other country  and  will  be  assigned  later.  Several  are  already  on  other  fields. 
Dr.  Martin  plans  to  remain  in  the  United  States  in  private  practice.  Never- 
theless, the  work  must  be  carried  on,  not  only  in  the  foreign  field  but  in  the 
home  field  as  well. 

You  will  be  happv  to  know  that  Miss  Evelyn  Strader  has  been  made 
principal  of  the  school  in  which  she  taught — she  is  in  India.  And  so  in  taking 
projects  you  are  building  in  some  other  country  to  carry  out  a  particular  piece 
of  Christian  work  there,  in  preaching  the  gospel,  building  a  church,  a  school 
or  hospital  and  ministering  in  the  name  of  Christ  to  the  needs  of  the  people 
of  the  world.  You  are  doing  a  job  that  couldn't  be  done  without  you.  Only 
the  power  of  God,  which  is  the  Gospel,  can  save  the  world.  Rut  how  shall 
they  preach  except  they  be  sent?  Your  giving  for  projects  sends  new  mission- 
aries into  the  world  and  raise  up  native  evangelists  in  everv  land.  The  world 
will  never  become  Christian  unless  you  make  it  so. 

I  congratulate  each  society  that  has  a  project.  There  is  no  more  challenging 
means  of  raising  money  than  through  missionary  projects,  because  of  the  per- 
sonal appeal  which  definite  projects  provide. 

Let  us  grow  in  knowledge  and  love  for  others.  As  each  individual  ad- 
vances in  her  vision  of  the  needs  and  then  does  something  about  it,  so  in  pro- 
portion will  we  see  the  accomplishment  made  until  every  society  will  want 
to  assume  a  missionary  project,  a  salary,  a  scholarship,  or  maintenance  of  an 
institution.  Let  us  work  while  it  is  dav — the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can 
work.  What  a  challenge!  Let  us  accept  it. 

I  have  sent  out  many  letters  received  from  our  jurisdiction  secretary  of 
Foreign  and  Home  Work.  The  letters  are  full  of  information  from  our  mission- 
aries and  deaconesses.  They  are  interesting  and  should  be  a  big  help  to  each 
one  who  receives  them.  Please  pass  thm  to  other  members  of  your  society. 
Let  us  plan  to  have  more  projects  in  1952.  A  few  days  ago  I  received  word 
from  our  jurisdiction  secretary  of  Foreign  Work  that  the  salary  of  a  mission- 
ary as  of  June  the  first  will  be  $1,800.  Let  us  not  forget  this,  our  missionaries 
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are  doing  the  work  we  cannot  do  and  often  time  they  divide  their  salary  with 
the  native  workers.  Our  blessed  Lord  said  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

Home  Work

they  like. 

2.  That  the  distribution  of  the  material  ( letters )  sent  out  by  the  conference 
secretary  from  the  jurisdiction  secretary  of  Home  Work  be  read  at  the  general 
meetings  and  discussed.  In  this  way  more  persons  will  become  better  acquaint- 
ed with  our  work. 

3.  That  we  contact  workers  in  our  conference,  our  deaconesses  and  home 
missionaries  both  active  and  retired  and  invite  them  to  visit  local  societies. 

Foreign  Work 

1.  That  the  Study  and  Action  committee  in  each  local  society  endeavor 
to  create  interest  in  missions  to  inspire  additional  gifts  above  the  regular  pledge 
for  special  missionary  projects  within  the  appropriations,  and  to  give  informa- 
tion concerning  their  projects  to  those  who  have  taken  them  or  refer  the 
patrons  to  the  conference  secretarv  of  Missionary  Projects. 

2.  That  no  project  be  discontinued  at  this  critical  time.  Missionaries  in 
Korean  and  China  are  being  sent  to  other  fields  and  they  need  our  support 
and  prayer  more  than  ever. 

3.  That  all  newsletters  from  missionaries  sent  by  the  conference  secretary 
from  the  jurisdiction  secretary  of  foreign  work  be  read  at  the  general  meetings 
for  information  to  the  members. 

God  desires  that  all  of  His  children  should  have  a  chance  to  hear  and 
receive  the  Gospel.  May  we  do  our  part  in  spreading  the  Gospel  by  taking  a 
project.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL 
Mrs.  Harry  Hendrick 

This  is  Friday  morning  and  the  last  session  of  our  conference.  I  realize 
that  although  you  are  still  here  physically,  mentally  you  are  already  at  home 
planning  the  evening  meal.  Well,  so  am  I  but  let's  forget  the  roast  and  salad 
for  a  little  longer  and  think  about  another  part  of  our  work  in  God's  Kingdom 

One  nice  thing  about  coming  so  near  the  end  of  the  program  is  the  fact 
that  almost  every  preceding  speaker  has  helped  make  my  report.  But  Mrs. 
Robinson  said  yesterday  it  was  a  good  thing  to  have  repitition  about  im- 
portant things.  And  certainly  Missionary  Personnel  work  is  important. 

It  was  my  great  privilege  to  attend  the  Cleveland  Assembly  a  year  ago  last 
April  and  one  of  the  highlights  of  that  Assembly  was  seeing  the  missionaries 
and  deaconesses  who  were  presented  to  us  at  one  of  the  sessions.  As  they 
walked  across  that  stage,  gave  their  names,  their  station  and  the  years  they 
had  served,  there  was  a  radiance  in  their  faces  that  only  unselfish  service  for 
others  ever  etches  on  human  faces.  When  one  of  our  speakers  this  week 
spoke  about  "coin  of  the  realm"  I  could  not  help  but  think  of  the  wonderful 
funds  these  servants  of  our  Lord  have  in  the  Bank  of  Heaven. 

You  do  not  need  me  to  remind  you  again  of  the  conditions  facing  our 
young  people  today.  You  listen  to  your  radios  and  read  your  newspapers  and 
are  just  as  heartsick  as  I,  over  the  appalling  revelations  of  the  prevalence  of 
drug  addiction  among  junior  and  senior  high  school  vouths  in  some  of  our 
large  eastern  cities.  We  hope  and  pray  that  no  such  conditions  exist  in  our 
own  fair  state. 

However,  last  night  when  Mrs.  Robinson  called  our  attention  to  the 
increasing  number  of  children  born  out  of  wedlock,  I  recalled  that  at  the 
last  general  meeting  of  our  own  Society,  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Guild 
brought  an  appeal  from  the  social  worker  at  our  hospital  for  a  baby  bed.  She 
needed  this  bed  for  a  fourteen-year-old  girl  who  had  had  a  babv  out  of 
wedlock  and  would  have  no  place  to  put  the  babv  when  she  returned  to  her 
parents'  home. 

You  may  ask  me  what  all  this  has  to  do  with  Missionary  Personnel.  What 
I  am  trying  to  stress  is  that  sense  of  immediacy  that  Mrs.  Robinson  impressed 
upon  us  last  night.  The  time  for  us  to  help  our  young  people  is  N-O-W. 

The  foundation  for  Missionary  Personnel  work  in  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  had  been  so  well  laid  by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  and  Mrs. 
C.  N.  Clark  that  it  was  with  a  deep  sense  of  humility  that  I  began  trying 
to  do  this  work  just  one  year  ago.  There  is  a  thrill  and  a  challenge  about  work- 
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ing  with  youth  and  there  are  also  problems — some  humorous,   some  decidely 
otherwise. 

The  other  day  Mrs.  Shelley  took  you  on  a  whirlwind  tour  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  world  as  she  lifted  up  Supply  Work.  We  of  Missionary 
Personnel  could  also  take  you  to  several  foreign  countries  and  many  places  in 
the  United  States  and  find  our  own  western  North  Carolina  girls  serving  ably  at 
each  place  we  stopped.  If  we  should  go  to  India  there  we  would  find  Evelyn 
Strader,  Jane  Stentz  and  Betty  Johnson,  just  to  mention  one  foreign  country. 
When  Miss  Walker  gave  her  report  yesterday  afternoon,  she  told  you  that 
Evelyn  Strader  had  been  made  principal  of  the  school  in  India  where  she 
is  working.  That  exemplifies  the  type  of  leadership  we  send  out  from  western 
North  Carolina. 

You  remember  that  Mrs.  Payne  told  you  about  attending  the  commission- 
ing of  the  deaconesses  at  Buck  Hill  Falls  last  December  and  that  out  of  eight 
girls  commissioned  three  were  our  girls.  Geraldine  Surratt  is  at  a  Children's 
Home  in  Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  and  seems  very  happy  in  her  work.  Mozelle 
McCormick  has  been  appointed  as  rural  worker  in  the  South  Georgia  Con- 
ference and  Loree  Harrill,  who  will  soon  speak  to  you,  is  our  newly  appointed 
rural  worker  in  the  Marion  District. 

We  have  had  seventeen  girls  using  Study  Grants  this  year.  Louise  Smith 
is  at  Scarritt  College;  Betty  Rice  has  one  more  year  at  National  College  for 
Christian  Workers,  Kansas  City;  Martha  Ann  Eury,  Freida  Morgan,  Mary 
Patelidas  and  Peggy  Jean  Thomason  all  graduated  from  Greensboro  College 
this  year.  Martha  Ann  has  been  appointed  voluntary  secretary  of  Religious 
Education  for  the  summer  at  the  Methodist  Church  in  Boone;  Peggy  Jean 
will  begin  as  director  of  Religious  Education  at  Henderson,  July  1st.  Freida 
Morgan  has  been  accepted  as  a  U.  S.-2  and  is  in  training  in  Scarritt  College, 
as  is  also  Onita  Coston,  who  at  one  time  was  one  of  our  Study  Grant  girls. 
Colleen  Grant  has  one  more  year  at  Greensboro. 

Despite  serious  illness  in  my  home,  it  was  possible  for  me  to  attend 
baccalaureate  services  at  Pfeiffer  College.  Edith  Harper,  Betty  Jean  Lewis 
and  Ruth  Madison  graduated  this  year  and  are  eagerly  looking  forward  to 
entering  High  Point  College  this  fall.  Betty  Jean  was  leaving  in  a  few  days  to 
go  caravanning  in  Pennsylvania  and  was  thrilled  about  that.  Martha  Queen 
has  one  more  year  at  Paine  College  and  Ethel  Mae  Chavis  has  two  more 
four  girls  during  this  next  school  year. 

Emma  Neal  Hazel  has  another  year  at  Bennett  College.  Romenia  Ford 
has  one  more  yearat  Paine  College  and  Ethel  Mae  Chavis  has  two  more 
years  at  Paine.  Wednesday  afternoon  you  heard  Miss  McCarter  say  how 
glad  she  was  to  have  the  help  of  Romenia  Ford  at  the  Bethlehem  Center 
in  Charlotte  this  summer.  Florence  Livingston  has  two  more  years  at  Vashti. 

Helping  these  worthy  young  people  secure  an  education  has  been  made 
possible  through  the  scholarships  given  by  the  women  of  this  conference. 
The  fund  received  this  year  amounts  to  $2,515.  Now  if  we  are  to  keep  out 
of  the  red,  we  must  do  better  than  this.  Because  some  of  you  do  not  have 
your  meetings  during  the  summer,  I  shall  not  get  out  a  letter  just  now  but, 
come  September,  you'll  be  hearing  from  me. 

Since  coming  on  these  grounds,  your  conference  Missionary  Personnel 
committee  has  approved  the  applications  of  two  girls  for  Pfeiffer  and  one 
for  her  senior  year  in  Greensboro  College.  Other  girls  have  made  inquiries  but 
at  this  date  have  not  filed  formal  applications. 

Although  the  Woman's  Division  Advance  asks  for  only  1,000  new  mission- 
aires,  deaconesses,  and  other  full-time  workers,  it  is  estimated  that  in  the  next 
four  years  the  Methodist  Church  will  need  5,000  ministers,  1,600  educators, 
and  10,800  doctors,  nurses  and  technicians  on  the  mission  field.  Our  quota  for 
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1948-1952  was  32.  We  have  sent  14.  Can  we  find  18  more  girls  during  this 
year  of  1951-52? 

During  the  last  two  weeks  of  October,  1950,  it  was  my  pleasant  duty  to 
itinerate  Miss  Margaret  Briggs  through  the  colleges  of  western  North  Caro- 
lina. Miss  Briggs  was  Missionary  Personnel  worker  for  the  Woman's  Division 
and  worked  in  colleges  throughout  the  United  States.  As  she  is  to  be  married 
this  month,  Miss  Briggs  has  resigned  her  position.  In  looking  for  a  capable  per- 
son to  continue  this  very  important  work,  the  choice  of  the  Woman's  Division 
fell  upon  one  of  our  girls  and  I  am  very  happy  to  announce  to  you  now  that 
Ruth  Smith  is  the  new  Missionary  Personnel  worker  for  the  Woman's  Division. 

I  do  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  district  secretaries  of  Missionary 
Personnel,  also  of  the  district  presidents  and  secretaries  of  Promotion.  But 
won't  each  of  you  prayerfully  survey  your  own  church,  vour  own  community, 
for  fine  alert  young  people  who  are  willing  to  give  themselves  to  full-time 
Christian  service?  And  while  we  are  surveying  the  field  for  youth,  let's  not 
forget  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members.  Here  are  many  women,  already 
possessed  of  training  and  skill,  who  would  make  wonderful  workers  in  our 
Lord's  vineyard. 

It  is  discouraging  that  there  are  so  few  committees  on  Missionary  Person- 
nel in  the  local  churches.  I  hope  before  another  year  has  passed  we  may 
have  a  committee  of  Missionary  Personnel  in  each  local  church.  For  the  organ- 
izing of  this  committee,  read  pages  42  and  43  of  your  Guide. 

It  would  seem  fitting  to  close  this  report  with  this  thought  from  Dr.  S.  H. 
Liljestrand:  "The  Church  was  born  of  witnessing  near  and  far;  it  therefore  be- 
gan as  a  missionary  organization.  There  is  no  reason  for  its  being  anything  else 
today.  'Go,'  said  the  Master  (to  the  byways  and  highways,  go  everywhere,  to 
rural  and  urban  abodes  of  men),  'to  the  uttermost  parts.'  The  measure  of  a 
church  is  its  witnessing — the  making  of  the  missionary  enterprise.  The  world's 
peace  depends  on  it." 


RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    MISSIONARY   PERSONNEL 

At  this  time  of  world  crisis  The  Methodist  Church  is  facing  an  almost 
tragic  shortage  of  qualified  personnel.  That  we  may  work  toward  our  goals 
in  Missionary  Personnel  we  offer  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  a  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  be  in  every  local  church. 
This  committee  shall  consist  of  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  who  shall  be 
chairman,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  representative  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the 
local  pastor,  and  the  superintendent  or  one  adult  leader  of  the  Youth  Division 
of  the  Church  School.  Should  there  be  no  youth  secretarv,  the  president  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  acts  as  such. 

2.  That  this  committee  shall  cooperate  with  the  leaders  of  the  youth  in 
the  church;  acquaint  them  with  the  missionary  program  and  its  needs;  show 
them  the  unlimited  opportunities  for  service  as  ministers,  missionaries,  deacon- 
esses at  home  and  abroad;  counsel  with  them  as  to  qualifications  for  service, 
physical,  educational,  religious  and  various  types  of  work  where  recruits  are 
needed. 

3.  That  there  shall  be  leadership  training  for  district  secretaries  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel. 

4.  That  jurisdictional,  conference  and  district  personnel  secretaries  be  sub- 
scribers to  Motive  and  Concern. 

5.  That  wherever  possible,  itinerating  missionaries  and  deaconesses  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  meet  with  men  and  women  interested  in  Christian 
service,  both  on  and  off  campuses. 
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6.  That  each  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  pray  for  the  youth  of  the  church  and  help  secure 
qualified  workers. 

7.  That  we  seek  to  overcome  the  opposition  some  parents  feels  toward  Life 
Service  for  their  children. 

8.  That  Missionary  Personnel  be  emphasized  in  the  local  church  on  special 
days,  or  by  some  suitable  item  in  the  bulletin. 

9.  That  societies  and  individuals  continue  to  contribute  to  the  Conference 
Student  Fund,  which  fund  will  make  possible  to  those  students  using  Confer- 
ence Study  Grants,  the  completion  of  their  senior  college  education. 

10.  That  gifts  and  "Scarritt  College  Associates"  be  secured  for  the  purpose 
of  making  available  to  our  volunteer  Scarritt  scholarships  for  advanced  training. 

11.  That  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  join  with  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  securing  funds  for  the  Conference  Student  Fund  and 
"Scarritt  Associate  Memberships."

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 
Mrs.  S.  A.  Rhyne 

We  would  like  for  this  year's  report  to  be  an  appreciation  of  the  work  of 
the  district  and  local  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  in  our  conference.  The 
658  local  secretaries  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  in  each  of 
the  556  local  churches  reporting  on  children's  work,  seem  to  know  about  the 
plan  of  The  Methodist  Church  for  the  missionary  education  of  children  and 
have  tried  to  keep  their  local  society  informed  about  the  children  in  their 
church.  Many  are  using  their  opportunities  to  serve  as  the  secretary  of 
Children's  Work  in  their  local  societies  along  with  working  regularly  in  the 
children's  division  of  the  church  school.  These  local  secretaries  are  offering 
leadership  and  guidance  as  thev  work  and  plan  with  the  other  church  school 
teachers  in  their  council  meetings  for  additional  sessions.  Under  their  capable 
leadership  we  have  had  additional  sessions  held  in  194  local  churches  and  the 
total  offerings  from  these  additional  sessions  has  amounted  to   $566.62. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  ten  district  secretaries  of  Children's  Work 
for  the  special  efforts  they  have  made  in  visiting  local  churches,  attending 
district  and  sub-district  meetings  and  giving  special  helps  and  materials  to 
the  local  secretaries.  These  district  secretaries  have  been  regular  and  prompt 
in  collecting  the  quarterly  reports  and  forwarding  them  on  to  your  conference 
secretary.  Through  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  local  and  district  secretaries  of 
Children's  Work  our  conference  has  been  able  to  take  its  place  among  other 
conferences  who  are  at  the  head  of  the  Division's  Children's  Work. 

We  are  grateful  that  The  Methodist  Church  is  working  with  increasing 
effect  to  make  the  basic  objectives  of  missionary  education  become  real  in 
the  lives  of  children  now  in  our  church  schools,  and  that  the  children's 
understanding  of  the  meaning  of  one  Father  has  grown  and  their  experiences 
of  friendly  contacts  with  members  of  the  world  family  have  increased. 

We  appreciate  the  fine  leadership  of  Mrs.  W.  R.  Reid,  conference  director 
of  Children's  Work,  and  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  her  district  directors  for 
the  helpful  Workshop  on  Children's  Work,  recently  held  at  Pfeiffer  College. 
Manv  of  our  district  and  local  secretaries  attended  and  shared  in  the  discus- 
sions of  the  better  ways  of  leading  boys  and  girls  in  Christian  growth. 

The  current  emphases  in  missionary  education  that  have  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  boys  and  girls  during  the  past  twelve  months  have  been 
based  on  the  following  studies:  "Japan,"  "Migrant  Children"  and  "The  Church 
in  Town  and  Country."  Through  the  units  of  study  on  Japan,  the  children 
learned  that  the  Christian  Church  is  endeavoring  to  serve  the  Japanese  people 
through  kindergartens,  schools,  Sunday  schools  and  social  centers.  As  a  result 
of  dieir  studv  many  gift  packages  have  been  sent  to  schools  and  missionaries 
working  with  Japanese  children.  We  are  happy  that  our  children  have  been 
so  led  that  they  have  had  an  active  share  in  the  work  that  the  church  is 
trying  to  do  in  Japan. 

The  children  found  "Sandy  and  Mr.  Jalopy"  and  "Blueberry  Acres"  interest- 
ing studies  of  migrant  people  in  the  United  States  and  learned  how  dependent 
the  people  are  upon  the  labor  of  these  migrant  families  who  follow  the  crops. 
Many  gifts  were  sent  to  the  children  in  Migrant  Centers,  in  our  own  and 
surrounding  states. 

We  feel  that  from  the  study  of  "The  Church  in  Town  and  Country,"  our 
boys  and  girls  have  realized  the  place  the  church  should  hold  in  a  community 
if  they  are  to  carry  out  the  Christian  teachings  of  brotherhood  and  neighbor- 
liness.  They  have  discovered  that  The  Methodist  Church  helps  people  in  town 
and  country  to  have  churches  at  many  places  and  that  they  may  have  a  part 
in  helping  new  churches  to  grow.  Gifts  have  been  sent  by  our  boys  and  girls 
to  new  churches  and  rural  churches  that  had  need  for  extra  equipment. 
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Our  Cherokee  Indian  people  in  western  North  Carolina  are  building  a  new 
church  and  our  boys  and  girls  are  sharing  with  these  Indian  children.  They 
have  given  a  memorial  window  for  the  new  church,  in  memory  of  Uncle 
Shen  George,  a  beloved  Indian  who  taught  in  their  Sunday  school  at  Giger's 
church  for  many  years.  The  children  have  sent  $703.75  this  year  to  help  pro- 
vide materials  and  equipment  for  the  vacation  church  school  and  summer 
recreation  program  at  Cherokee,  and  a  Christmas  gift  and  treat  was  sent  for 
each  Indian  who  attended  the  church  school. 

We  are  encouraged  that  our  bovs  and  girls  have  participated  in  sharing 
gifts  with  other  children  around  the  world.  Gifts  of  food,  clothing,  Bibles, 
toys  and  pictures  have  been  sent  to  Japan,  Africa,  Korea,  migrant  camps, 
Cherokee  Indians,  Bethlehem  Centers  within  our  conference,  McCarty  Com- 
munity Center  at  Cedartown,  Georgia,  The  Children's  Home  and  needy 
families  in  their  local  communities. 

Many  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  and  other  teachers  have  expressed 
their  concern  for  children  for  they  feel  that  the  "future  of  the  church  and 
the  spread  of  the  Christian  gospel  around  the  world  are  dependent  upon  what 
happens  to  boys  and  girls."  Therefore,  thev  are  undertaking  to  guide  children 
to  have  vital  experience  in  Christian  faith,  in  understanding  the  life  and 
teachings  of  Jesus;  in  discovering  the  Bible;  in  a  Christian  interpretation  of 
the  universe;   in  Christian   attitudes   and   conduct  and   in  world  brotherhood. 

Today's  concern  is  for  a  better  ivorld.  We,  as  members  of  the  Woman's 
for  boys  and  girls  in  the  world  today.  Remembering  that  into  our  hands  have 
challenging  opportunitv  as  we  work  together  to  provide  Christian  training 
for  boys  and  girls  in  the  wo  rid  today.  Remembering  that  into  our  hands  have 
been  entrusted  the  leadership  of  the  next  half-century,  and  that  our  concern 
is  for  the  welfare  of  evervone  in  the  family  of  God.

RECOMMENDATIONS— CHILDREN'S   WORK 

Leadership 
We  recommend: 

Securing  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  each  local  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  who  is  a  worker  in  the  Children's  Division  of  the  Church 
School,  and  who  will  earnestly  strive  to  work  toward  the  objectives  to  help 
children  grow  in  "Christian  nurture"  at  home,  at  church,  and  in  the  com- 
munity, which  now  extends  from  the  child's  home  to  every  country  in  the 
world. 

1.  That  a  qualified  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  elected  as  soon  as 
possible  by  every  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

The  nomination  of  this  secretary  should  be  made  after  consultation  with 
the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  in  the  church  school  or  with  teachers  of 
children  where  there  is  not  an  active  council. 

To  help  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  become  better  equipped  for  the 
work  before  them,  we  recommend: 

2.  That  the  secretaries  attend  an  Officer's  Training  Dav  conducted  by  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  district  or  in  the  local  church. 

Literature 

To  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  have  pre- 
sented the  current  missionary  materials  for  children,  as  a  part  of  the  total  pro- 
gram of  missionary  education,  in  conference  schools  and  in  the  educational 
seminars,  we  want  to  express  appreciation,  and,  we  recommend: 

3.  That  provision  be  made  during  1951  for  this  fine  service  to  be  continued, 
and  for  the  children's  missionary  materials  to  be  presented  and  displayed  by 
Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of  Missionarv  Education  and  Service  at 
conference  schools,  and  at  all  educational  seminars. 

We  are  grateful  to  believe  that  the  inclusion  of  "the  World  Friendship 
Bulletin"  for  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  in  the  Methodist  Woman  is  bring- 
ing about  a  better  understanding  of  the  church's  work  with  children  among 
the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

However,  since  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  among  jurisdiction  and  con- 
ference secretaries  that  there  are  many  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  in  the 
local  church  who  "do  not  see"  the  Methodist  Woman,  we  recommend: 

4.  That  whenever  necessary,  the  president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  use  as  a  clipsheet  each  month  a  copy 
of  the  Methodist  Woman,  giving  to  the  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  the 
section  that  pertains  to  their  work.  ("The  World  Friendship  Bulletin"  appears 
in  the  Methodist  Woman  for  December,  March,  June  and  September;  articles 
on  Children's  Work  appear  in  other  issues. ) 

Family  Life 
We  recommend: 

5.  That  secretaries  of  Children's  Work,  in  harmony  with  the  policies  and 
plans  of  the  Woman's  Society,  help  promote  the  study  for  1951-1952  on  "the 
Family — a   Christian's   Concern." 
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6.  That  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  follow  plans  for  the  Conference 
( National  Conference  on  Family  Life  of  The  Methodist  Church,  to  be  held 
in  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  October  12-14,  1951)  as  they  are  published  in  the 
Church  Press,  and  that  they  cooperate  in  its  promotion  according  to  the  policies 
developed  bv  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  other  agencies 
in  the  church  concerned  with  family  life. 

Co-operation  in  Child  Welfare 

Because  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  carrying  out  the  recommendations  of  the 
White  House  Conference  on  the  well-being  and  welfare  of  children  and  youth, 
we  recommend: 

7.  That  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  become  familiar  at  once  with  the 
findings  of  the  White  House  Conference  as  published  in  "The  Survey"  for 
January  1951.  (Reprints  of  these  Findings  may  be  ordered  from  Literature 
Headquarters,  420  Plum  Street,  Cincinnati  2,  Ohio,  at  15  cents  per  copy. ) 

In  line  with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  in  the  interest  of  a  unified  com- 
munity approach  to  child  welfare,  we  recommend: 

8.  That  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  be  alert  to  suggest  that  ample  time 
be  given  to  present  the  Findings  of  the  White  House  Conference  at  local, 
district,  and  conference  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
during  the  winter  and  spring  months,  with  the  purpose  of  putting  the  Findings 
into  definite  action. 

We  recommend: 

9.  That    as   opportunity   permits,    secretaries    work   through   interdenomina- 
tional and  inter-faith  church  channels  to  accomplish  the  same  purpose. 

Christian  World  Mindedness 

10.  That  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  study  the  organization  and  work 
of  the  United  Nations,  according  to  the  plans  of  the  Woman's  Society,  and 
that  they  lend  their  whole-hearted  support  to  its  program  for  world  peace, 
unity  and  justice. 

Thus,  secretaries  will  be  better  prepared,  together  with  other  teachers  in 
the  church  school,  to  guide  bovs  and  girls  in  the  ways  of  living  that  will  lead 
to   friendship   and   brotherhood   among   all   people. 


REPORT  OF  YOUTH  WORK 

Mrs.  Mark  Goforth 


The  work  of  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship  in  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  moves  steadilv  forward,  increases  appearing  in 
all  phases  of  the  work.  It  is  good  to  look  back  over  the  months  and  measure 
this  progress:  more  study  groups,  more  World  Friendship  groups,  more  giving 
to  MYFund.  This  year  our  conference  is  third  among  the  seventeen  conferences 
of  our  jurisdiction  in  amount  sent  to  the  Youth  Fund. 

But  through  closer  and  more  intelligent  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
W.S.C.S.  through  our  local  secretaries  of  Youth  Work,  we  can  really  do  much 
to  deepen  the  interest  in  missions  and  world  friendship  and  thereby  give  our 
youth  a  greater  feeling  of  responsibility  for  meeting  the  needs  of  our  great 
missionary  undertakings  at  home  and  abroad. 

Therefore,  I  would  like  to  add  to  this  report  a  prayer  for  all  local  secre- 
taries of  Youth  Work  to  read  and  study  carefully  the  following  recommenda- 
tions. Keep  them  where  you  can  turn  to  them  from  time  to  time,  build  your 
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work  around  them.  Study  the  page  for  you  in  The  Methodist  Woman  and  the 
youth  work  pages  of  your  Guide. 

Let  us  work  side  by  side  with  our  youth,  challenging  them  to  meet  the 
unmet  needs  lying  all  around  us.  We  are  told  that  the  Youth  Division  is  the 
only  age  group  in  our  church  school  that  shows  a  decrease  in  enrollment.  We 
can  do  something  about  this.  Youth  loves  to  face  responsibility  and  we  can 
have  a  report  giving  a  truer  picture  of  youth  work  in  our  conference 
another  year.  May  God  bless  you  as  you  undertake  greater  things  in  the 
Master's  name. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  YOUTH  WORK 
We  recommend: 

The  four-point  Advance  in  Missions  for  Youth; 

1.  Leadership 

a.  A  commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship  in  every  MYF. 

b.  A  secretarv  for  Youth  Work  in  every  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

2.  Study 

a.  A  definite  plan  for  the  use  of  missionary  units  appearing  in  the  youth 
periodicals. 

b.  Time  given  for  study  of  Joint  Committee  Missionary  Education  materials. 

c.  A  World  Friendship  Group  of  Girls  wherever  practical  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

3.  Giving 

Every  member  in  even-  MYF  contributing: 

a.  To  the  MYFund,  youth's  main  emphasis  in  the  Missions  advance 
program.  MYF  groups  as  such  should  not  be  asked  to  or  take  on  specials. 

b.  To  World  Service  through  fourth  Sundav  offering  and  general  church 
benevolences. 

c.  To  relieving  the  world's  suffering  bv  giving  through  M.C.O.R. 

4.  Personnel 

a.  Acquaint  the  finest  youth  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  for  mission 
service. 

b.  Strive  to  make  active  the  Missionary  Personnel  committee  in  every 
church. 

In  order  to  implement  these  goals — 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  adult  adviser  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship  be  elected 
according  to  the  new  plan,  as  follows: 

a.  The  nominating  committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  shall  consult  with 
the  council  of  the  MYF  before  making  nominations  for  the  secretarv  of  Youth 
Work. 

b.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  then  be  elected  by  the  Woman's 
Society. 

c.  Upon  confirmation  of  the  Council  of  the  MYF,  the  secretarv  of  Youth 
Work  shall  be  advisor  to  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship. 

2.  That  the  conference  secretaries  have  an  annual  planning  conference 
with  the  district  secretaries,  and  the  district  secretaries  in  small  groups  with 
the  local  secretaries. 

3.  That  the  J.C.M.E.  materials  be  presented  at  district,  zone  and  seminar 
meetings. 
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4.  That  the  MYFund  map  be  on  display  at  district  Missionary  Institutes 
and  in  the  local  societies  when  the  secretary  makes  her  report  on  the  fund. 

5.  That  the  conference  and  district  secretaries  work  cooperatively  with  the 
conference  and  district  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  and  with  the  An- 
nual Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Vocations. 

6.  That  we  urge  the  use  of  and  assist  in  securing  missionaries  and  nationals 
for  local,  sub-district,  and  conference  vouth  meetings,  and  for  camps  and 
assemblies. 


REPORT  OF  STUDENT  SECRETARY 
Mrs.  Carl  H.  King 

The  emphasis  on  student  work  during  this  year  should  give  impetus  to 
this  phase  of  activity  through  the  years.  A  workshop  for  secretaries  of  Student 
Work  at  the  School  of  Missions,  with  Miss  Dorothy  Nyland  of  New  York, 
give  opportunity  for  sharing  of  experiences  and  setting  of  goals.  Student  work 
had  a  place  in  the  fall  seminar  in  several  districts  and  in  district  meetings  this 
spring.  The  work  on  the  college  campus  has  new  leadership  on  all  except  one 
campus. 

The  Methodist  Student  Movement  has  an  annual  session  including  both  the 
North  Carolina  and  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conferences.  It  met  this 
year  at  First  Methodist  Church  in  High  Point.  A  snowy  week-end  cut  down 
attendance,   but  those   who   came   called   it   an   excellent   conference. 

The  outstanding  accomplishment  of  the  vear  was  the  beginning  of  work 
among  Methodist  students  at  Boone,  under  the  guidance  of  Marvin  Culbreth 
as  part-time  director  of  student  work  at  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College. 

In  the  local  church,  we  have  more  secretaries  of  Student  Work  elected 
in  societies.  More  of  these  are  reporting  activities  among  students,  keeping 
contact  with  them  while  in  college,  first  sending  the  blue  cards  of  introduction 
ahead  of  them,  then  sending  letters,  cards,  church  bulletins,  subscriptions  to 
'"Motive,"  "Power,"  "Concern"  or  other  student  periodicals.  When  the  students 
from  the  local  church  return  for  vacations,  more  secretaries  report  breakfasts, 
luncheons,  banquets,  teas,  parties,  and  social  gatherings.  Opportunities  for 
youth  service  in  the  church  and  the  world  must  be  presented  to  these  students 
encouraging  them  to  use  their  talents  in  choir,  vacation  church  school  summer 
camps,  assemblies,  vouth  caravans,  work  camps,  and  enlistment  in  the  three- 
vear  programs  now  allowed  under  the  Board  of  Missions. 

One  of  our  students  is  now  in  Japan  as  a  J-3  two  are  in  India  as  I-3's.  In 
1950  the  call  was  for  L.A.-3's  to  Latin  America.  In  1951  the  call  is  for  A-3's 
for  Africa.  U.S.-2's  is  the  plan  for  service  in  the  United  States  and  territories  of 
Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico.  Onita  Costen  and  Frieda  Morgan,  two  of  the 
girls  to  whom  you  awarded  a  study  grant  have  volunteered  for  this  service. 

Three  observances  in  the  local  church  come  in  this  department:  Student 
Recognition  Dav  in  December,  Race  Relations  Day  in  February  the  Methodist 
Student  Dav  in  June  (this  offering  goes  to  the  National  Methodist  Scholarship 
Fund). 

According  to  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Friendly  Relations  among 
Foreign  Students  we  have  over  29,000  forei^?  students  in  the  states.  Three 
hundred  forty-three  of  these  are  in  North  Carolina.  Not  all  of  these  are  Chris- 
tian students.  As  we  play  with  our  own  boys  and  girls  from  our  own  homes 
that  their  higher  education  may  be  Christian,  let  us  not  neglect  those  from 
bevond  our  borders.  May  we  show  these  students  the  highest  and  best  in  our 
culture. 
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Do  you  think  it  is  not  important?  May  I  remind  you  that  the  very  name 
of  our  church  comes  from  the  appelation  given  in  derision  to  a  small  group 
of  students  going  about  the  halls  of  Oxford,  spending  their  time  in  such  a  way 
as  to  make  a  lasting  impression  on  their  fellow  students  and  on  posterity. 
These  Methodists! 

Let  every  society  of  the  W.S.C.S.  have  a  part  in  this  adventure. 


RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR   STUDENT  WORK 

As  we  place  our  major  emphasis  on  recruiting  youth  for  world  need,  we 
recommend: 

1.  That  local  and  district  secretaries  obtain  and  use  materials  available  to 
insure  an  understanding  of  the  work.

d.  Christian  vocational  leaflets  and  information  about  service  projects 

e.  The  student  publications 
Motive,  the  monthly  magazine 
Power,  the  quarterly  devotions  booklet 

Concern,  the  bi-monthly  newspaper 

2.  That  we  learn  of  scholarships  available  in  our  colleges  that  worthv 
students  may  have  help  when  needed. 

3.  That  we  pay  special  attention  to  the  foreign  students  among  us. 

4.  That  we  keep  in  touch  with  the  J-3's,  I-3's,  L.A.-3's  and  A-3's  in  the 
foreign  field  and  the  U.S.-2's  at  home. 

5.  That  all  secretaries  of  student  work  take  advantage  of  every  oppor- 
tunitv  to  enlist  students  for  full-time  Christian  service.  That  campus  secretaries 
make  available  to  the  conference  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  the  names 
of  such  students. 

6.  That  we  provide  for  each  Methodist  Student  Center  within  our  confer- 
ence a  library  of  books  on  World  Missions  to  be  selected  from  the  student  list 
on  World  Christian  Community  in  consultation  with  the  student  director  of 
each  center;  these  books  to  be  secured  from  the  local  societies. 

7.  That  in  view  of  the  enlarged  military  program  each  local  society  be 
urged  to  keep  in  contact  with  the  vouth  from  their  church  who  are  in  service. 

8.  That  we  promote  observance  of  Student  Recognition  Day  in  December 
and  Methodist  Student  Day  in  June. 

These  are  effective  ways  of  keeping  the  student  aware  of  the  church  and 
the  church  aware  of  the  student.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

General 

Since  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications  are  educators,  not  just 
salesladies,  and  since  our  literature  is  a  means  whereby  a  message  is  carried, 
even  unto  the  most  isolated  sections,  or  is  as  a  missionary  to  those  to  whom 
missionaries  are  not  sent,  we  recommend  that: 

1.  The  Research  Committee,  on  every  level,  carefully  select  the  woman 
who  is  to  serve  as  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  choosing  one  who  is 
intelligent,  alert,  dependable  and  enthusiastic  about  the  literature  and  publica- 
tions of  the  Woman's  Division. 

2.  All  secretaries  familiarize  themselves  with  the  literature  and  publications 
of  the  Woman's  Division  and  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation  and 
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be  ready  at  all  times  to  suggest  the  most  helpful   material  for  officers,  com- 
mittees, programs,  study  courses,  etc. 

3.  On  all  levels,  literature  be  ordered  and  distributed  by  the  secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications. 

4.  Secretaries  work  closely  with  vice-presidents  in  program  building. 

Conference 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible  a  training  day  be  held  for  the  dis- 
trict secretaries,  and  that  frequent  contacts  be  made  with  them  giving  sug- 
gestions for  promotion  of  the  work. 

2.  That  well  in  advance  of  the  Conference  School  of  Missions,  the  secretary 
begin  assembling  resource  materials  to  be  used  during  the  school  in  connection 
with  the  current  study  topics. 

District 

1.  That  as  early  as  possible  in  the  year  a  training  day  be  held  for  the  local 
secretaries  and  that  the  district  secretary  make  a  special  effort  to 

( 1 )  see  that  a  secretary  is  elected  in  every  society;  ( 2 )  keep  a  correct 
list  of  the  local  secretaries;  (3)  secure  quarterly  reports  from  every  society  in 
her  district. 

2.  That  the  secretary  work  closely  with  the  district  Study  and  Action  com- 
mittee, especially  at  times  of  Educational  Seminars,  etc. 

Local 

1.  That  the  secretary  assume  her  duty  as  an  active  member  of  the  program 
committee. 

2.  Working  to  secure  at  least  one  new  combination  subscription  each 
quarter  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook.  Beginning  June  1,  1951, 
the  Certificate  of  Award  for  the  33  V3  percent  increase  in  these  subscriptions 
will  again  be  offered. 

3.  That  some  officer  in  each  society  using  the  modified  plan  be  designated 
to  send  the  quarterly  report  to  the  district  secretary. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF   SPIRITUAL  LIFE 
Mrs.  Frank  Little 

In  a  recent  broadcast  a  news  commentator  said  the  greatest  menace 
in  our  country  was  nervous  tension.  He  said  more  people  were  hospitalized 
patients  from  tiiat  cause  alone  than  from  any  other  disease.  We  can  all  agree 
that  the  headlines  in  the  paper  have  been  distressing  as  we  go  from  one 
crisis  to  another.  But  it  is  just  here  that  the  work  and  effort  of  the  Spiritual 
Life  committee  finds  its  greatest  challenge.  It  is  our  aim  to  develop  the  inner 
life  of  the  spirit  which  will  give  us  strength  and  courage  for  die  living  of 
diese  days.  It  seeks  to  bring  faith  that  this  IS  Our  Father  s  World — that  He  is 
Ruler  yet. 

Wre  believe  the  very  seriousness  of  the  world's  situation  is  making  people, 
who  never  gave  it  much  thought  before  realize  that  material  wealth,  possessions 
and  knowledge  are  not  die  answer  to  our  deepest  needs. 

There  have  been  some  encouraging  headlines,  too;  more  people  are 
buying  and  reading  the  Bible  and  devotional  literature.  More  people  are 
joining  the  church;  yet  the  need  is  still  great  in  the  Call  to  Spiritual  Advance, 
as  Dr.  Laubaeh  calls  it. 
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If  we  were  to  sum  up  the  year  in  this  department  in  one  sentence,  it 
would  be  "A  Call  to  Prayer."  It  has  come  from  many  sources — from  the 
bishops  of  die  Southeastern  Jurisdiction;  from  Mrs.  Frank  Brooks,  our  Division 
president;  Mrs.  E.  B.  White  our  Division  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  The  most 
unusual  one  was  from  Dr.  Frank  Laubach  and  Glenn  Clark  who  have  set  up 
a  peace  embassy  in  Washington,  and  they  sent  out  a  call  for  Christians  to 
join  the  Prayer  Force  instead  of  the  Air  Force.  Then  a  call  came  from  The 
Laymen's  Movement,  asking  diat  we  not  only  pray  but  also  write  to  delegates 
to  the  United  Nations  that  we  believed  in  them  and  would  uphold  them 
in  our  prayers.  If  you  are  not  familiar  widi  die  work  of  The  Laymen's  Move- 
ment, a  fine  story  about  it  is  in  the  June  issue  of  The  American  Magazine. 
It's  one  of  the  encouraging  trends  of  our  times  and  it  is  the  task  of  diis  depart- 
ment to  be  aware  of  and  participate  in  all  such  worthwhile  movements.  Then 
as  an  outgrowth  of  our  School  of  Missions  last  September,  we  had  Governor 
Kerr  Scott  recommend  a  Day  of  Prayer  for  Peace  in  North  Carolina.  We 
cannot  say  too  much  in  appreciation  of  die  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate 
tor  its  help  in  printing  these  calls.  It  happened  several  times  during  die  year 
that  diere  wasn  t  enough  time  to  send  die  request  through  die  regular  chan- 
nels of  our  Woman's  Page  or  by  letter  and  the  Advocate  has  each  time  given 
us  space.  We  appreciate  it  deeply  and  we  urge  you  all  to  subscribe  and 
read  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  so  you  may  know  the  needs  of  our 
work  and  keep  up-to-date  on  these  many  requests. 

Our  conference  led  our  jurisdiction  in  the  Fellowship  of  Intercession  by 
almost  100%.  We  led  in  four  other  ways  by  a  narrow  margin.  We  are  pleased 
widi  this  response  and  yet  compared  to  our  membership,  it  is  still  far  from 
what  we  could  do.  I  believe  our  women  are  praying — how  could  we  help  it 
in  a  time  like  this — but  some  of  you  haven't  let  us  know  about  it.  One  of 
our  largest  districts  hasn't  reported  one  single  person  diat  has  signed  the 
Fellowship  of  Intercession  Card.  It  is  not  nuniDers  we  are  after  but  the 
encouragement  it  gives  to  our  leaders  to  know  we  are  backing  diem  widi 
our  prayers. 

Our  year's  work  began  with  the  preparation  for  our  School  of  Missions 
by  attending  die  Jurisdiction  School.  Ihen  in  September  our  own  School 
ot  Missions,  begimiing  with  the  retareat  led  by  Mrs.  A.  P.  Pettijohn,  sister  of 
our  own  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  whom  you  have  all  heard  and  loved.  Her  sister 
has  inherited  die  same  talent  for  leading  in  a  deeply  inspirational  way.  The 
retreat  was  based  on  the  three  requests  of  the  disciples  to  die  Master,  "Show 
us  die  Father,"  "Teach  us  to  Pray,'  "Increase  our  laidi,"  and  closed  with  the 
demands  of  discipleship.  It  was  a  wonderful  experience  for  die  55  from  our 
conference  who  attended.  This  year  our  retreat  will  be  led  by  Miss  Juanita 
Brown.  I  trust  many  of  you  will  take  advantage  of  diis  opportunity  of  hearing 
one  of  our  editors.  Once  you  attend  a  retreat  you  will  realize  how  much  you 
have  needed  just  such  an  experience.  The  bishops  are  calling  all  Methodists 
to  make  this  a  holy  year  and  attending  our  retreat  would  make  a  wonderful 
start. 

The  text  "Corporate  Worship"  was  a  most  helpful  book.  It  was  taught 
at  the  Greensboro  School  of  Missions  by  Mrs.  E.  I.  Terry.  Again  this  year 
Mrs.  Terry  will  teach  the  study  in  the  Book  of  Acts.  Her  class  in  Raleigh  for 
the  Guild  was  written  up  in  The  Methodist  Woman  so  you  may  know  she  is 
an  excellent  teacher.  With  die  emphasis  we've  had  on  evangelism  the  new 
study  in  Acts  will  be  most  timely. 

We  took  part  in  5  seminars  taught  7  study  classes  took  part  in  2  district 
meetings,  4  Quiet  Day  services,  2  Guild  services  and  1  stewardship  service  and 
1  of  dedication.  We  sent  a  delegate  to  the  first  Conference  on  Evangelism  to 
which  women  were  invited.  We  attended  the  board  meeting  at  Pfeiffer  and 
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have   sent   out   one   or   more   cards   and   letters    each   quarter   to   the   district 
secretaries,  who  have  reported  100%  each  quarter. 

One  hundred  one  from  our  conference  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at 
Greensboro  College.  This  will  be  a  wonderful  opportunity  available  this  year, 
too,  so  we  hope  to  see  you  all  there. 

Our  goals  are  still  Quiet  Day  Services  during  Lent  and  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and  Self-Denial  Family  Worship,  The  Fellowship  of  Intercession,  Stewardship 
and  Prayer  Groups,  the  latter  having  special  emphasis.  Then,  too,  we  urge  the 
use  of  the  Prayer  Calendar  and  devotional  literature.  You  can  help  in  reaching 
all   these   goals.   You  have   made   this   year's   progress   possible.   We   feel   the 
groundwork  for  diis  department  has  been  laid  by  die  inspiring  leadership  of 
your  former   secretaries  of  Spiritual   Life.   We   want  to   continue   to   develop 
along  spiritual  lines,  knowing  die  whole  fabric  of  our  work  is  woven  on  the 
loom  of  prayer.  It's  tiie  spiritual  emphasis  that  makes  the  W.S.C.S.  different 
from  other  women's  organizations.  Undergird  your  meetings,  your  plans,  your 
programs  to  the  glory  of  God — in  His  Name  and  for  His  Service. 
There's  a  holy,  high  vocation  needing  workers  everywhere, 
'Tis  die  highest  form  of  service,  'tis  the  ministry  of  prayer. 
Come  and  join  the  Intercessors,  laurels  dien  some  day  you'll  wear, 
For  there  is  not  higher  service  than  the  ministry  of  prayer. 


RECOMMENDATIONS— SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

These  recommendations  are  presented  with  the  sincere  belief  that  if  the 
members  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  earnestly  tried 
to  make  them  effective  in  their  own  lives  and  in  the  program  of  the  local 
socity,  they  would  be  making  a  worthwhile  contribution  toward  World  Peace 
and  the  spiritual  awakening  which  is  so  needed  in  the  world. 
Therefore  we  recommend: 

1.  That  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
pledge  anew  to  pray  daily  for  die  delegates  to  the  United  Nations  and  all 
those  in  official  leadership  around  the  world  in  whose  hands  rests  the  decisions 
that  will  bring  peace  or  war. 

2.  That  increased  use  of  the  Fellowship  of  Intercession  Card  will  help  in 
accomplishing  this  goal.* 

3.  That  our  women  gather  in  small  groups  regularly  to  pray  for  those  in 
sorrow  and  in  special  need  of  help  and  to  share  together  those  spiritual  ex- 
periences which  will  strengthen  their  own  Christian  faith  and  will  help  others. 

4.  That  renewed  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  value  of  Quiet  Days,  re- 
treats and  prayer  vigils  in  conference,  district  and  local  societies. 

5.  That  we  strive  for  a  complete  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and 
Self-Denial  which  includes  a  Quiet  Day,  a  program  meeting  and  daily  prayer 
for  the  work  of  our  missionaries  and  deaconesses. 

6.  That  we  urge  our  women  to  participate  in  the  Bible  Study  planned  for 
this  year. 

7.  That  we  cooperate  fully  with  the  Committee  on  Membership  and 
Evangelism  in  all  plans  that  will  strengthen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church. 

8.  That  we  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Spiritual  Life  secretaries,  the  find- 
ings of  the  White  House  conference,  in  order  that  they  may  give  in  coopera- 
tion with  other  officers  in  the  society,  special   study  and   implementation   to

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those  emphases  relating  to  the  development  of  the  child  and  the  stabilizing  of 
home  life.f 

9.  That  we  make  the  most  possible  nse  of  the  literature  available,  and  as 
the  spiritual  life  cultivation  page  found  in  The  Methodist  Woman  and  the  new 
material  available  listed  on  the  back  page  from  time  to  time.  Also  read  the 
W.S.C.S.  page  in  the  N.  C.  Christian  Advocate. 

10.  That  as  far  as  possible  the  Spiritual  Life  secretaries  meet  with  other 
officers  for  prayer  before  each  regular  meeting. 


REPORT  OF  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 
Mrs.  C.  M.  Waggoner 


In  beginning  this  report  I  wish  to  diank  thus  publicly  the  district  secretaries 
who  channel  our  information  and  plans  to  the  local  secretaries  and  the  local 
secretaries  who  are  trying  hard  to  serve  well  in  an  office  not  yet  too  well 
defined.  Whatever  progress  has  been  made  in  this  department  is  due  to  the 
splendid  cooperation  and  constant  effort  of  the  district  and  local  society 
secretaries. 

Our  annual  statistical  report  did  show  that  progress  has  been  made  in  all 
phases  of  our  work.  The  weakest  point  is  the  lack  of  adequate  reporting. 
About  one-half  of  our  local  secretaries  send  in  the  required  number  of  reports, 
and  two  district  secretaries  failed  to  send  in  their  annual  reports.  Because  of 
this  our  statistical  reports  never  present  a  true  picture. 

We  continue  to  set  up  something  definite  for  the  secretaries  to  do  beside 
the  plans  outlined  in  the  Handbook. 

The  first  two  quarters  of  this  past  year  we  continued  work  on  a  Status 
of  Women  Information  Blank,  sent  to  all  local  societies  early  in  1950.  A  copy 
is  attached. 

From  the  reports  on  these  blanks  we  can  draw  the  following  conclusions: 

A  large  majority  of  Methodist  Church  women  belong  to  the  W.S.C.S.  or  the 
W.S.G.  There  is,  however,  a  challenging  number  yet  to  be  interested. 

A  lesser  percentage  of  our  Methodist  women,  but  a  goodly  number,  belong 
to  P.T.A.  organizations  and  to  women's  clubs,  and  this  is  good.  A  woman 
should  have  diversified  interests,  so  long  as  she  puts  first  things  first. 

This  questionnaire  included  the  number  of  women  holding  official  church 
positions  and  we  find  she  counts  about  one-sixth  on  the  board  of  stewards, 
but  holds  few  other  official  positions.  Not  nearly  enough  of  our  sex  are  being 
elected  as  delegates  to  annual  and  general  conferences. 

The  questionnaire  also  asks  for  the  number  of  women  holding  political 
offices,  and  we  find  practically  none  of  our  Methodist  women  active  politically 
(this  includes  election  officials,  city  and  county  offices). 

Very,  very  few  of  our  women  are  engaged  in  full-time  Christian  service. 

The  number  rises  interestingly,  however,  when  we  count  those  teaching 
in   Sunday  school  and  engaged  in  other  local  church  work. 

The  general  conclusion  I  would  draw  from  the  answers  to  this  question- 
naire is  that  our  women  are  doing  much  to  promote  the  work  of  die  church 
and  the  welfare  of  their  communities,  but  that  they  have  too  little  official 
representation  in  either  the  church  or  the  community.  So  here  is  a  field  where 
secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  have  an  opportunity  to  work  diligently  to 
produce  some  effective  results. 

Another  project  promoted  by  this  department  during  the  year  was  the 
sending  of  a  letter  to  all  ministers  and  all  presidents  of  local  W.S.C.S.  inform- 


jReprints  of  Findings  of  White  House  Conference,  above  address,  price  15c, 
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ing  them  of  the  positions  women  should  fill  in  the  church  official  organization, 
as  outlined  by  the  Methodist  Discipline.  If  the  presidents  of  local  societies  will 
urge  representation  of  women  on  committees  and  boards  of  the  local  church  as 
indicated  by  this  letter,  our  representation  by  women  will  be  greatly  increased 
by  the  end  of  another  year. 

As  requested  by  the  Division,  this  department  assisted  in  the  project 
"National  Citizens'  Roll  Call  of  Methodist  Women." 

While  the  work  of  the  department  Status  of  Women  is  still  rather  indefinite, 
and  we  receive  few  instructions  from  our  superior  officers,  we  feel  our  local 
societies  are  beginning  to  realize  there  is  a  necessity  for  a  secretary  to  be 
appointed  and  a  work  for  her  to  do.  We  shall  continue  to  attempt  some 
constructive  piece  of  work  each  quarter  and  with  the  help  of  our  district 
and  local  secretaries  we  know  results  will  be  had. 

I  urge  each  society  to  elect  a  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  and  give  her 
the  place  that  is  rightfully  hers  in  the  society  and  on  its  programs.  And  let 
the  society  encourage  the  secretary  to  promote  and  carrv  out  successfully  each 
project  that  the  conference  and  district  secretaries  ask  her  to  undertake.  And 
will  the  local  presidents  please  make  it  their  particular  responsibility  to  see 
that  the  local  secretary  reports  to  the  district  secretary  quarterly. 

I  thank  the  conference  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  the 
secretarv  of  Status  of  Women,  and  pledge  my  full  support  to  its  entire  program 
for  the  new  vear.

RECOMMENDATIONS— STATUS  OF  WOMEN 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  each  local  society  elect  a  Status  of  Women  Secretary  who  will  feel 
the  responsibility  of  her  office  and  who  will  study  ways  in  which  the  women 
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of  her  church  and  community  may  serve  in  places  of  leadership  in  church  and 
community; 

2.  That  each  secretary  keep  an  up-to-date  survey  of  all  women  in  her 
church.  Use  the  "Service  Activity  Cards"  (available  at  Literature  Head- 
quarters) giving  the  names,  addresses,  telephone  numbers,  talents,  training, 
experience  in  church  and  community  work,  with  comments  as  to  potential 
qualities  of  leadership.  These  cards  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  pastor, 
W.S.C.S.  president  and  research  committee  in  order  that  we  may  conserve 
and  utilize  the  full  woman  power  for  the  church  and  society. 

8.  That  the  secretary  have  a  few  moments  at  each  meeting  of  the  W.S.C.S. 
to  report  on  the  work  of  the  women  of  the  local  societv,  the  district  and  confer- 
ence societies,  the  Division,  and  any  outstanding  achievement  of  women  in 
the  world  at  large; 

4.  That  the  secretary  have  one  program  at  least  during  the  year  devoted  to 
the  status  of  women. 

5.  That  the  report  blanks  in  the  record  book  of  the  local  society  be  filled 
in  quarterly  and  sent  to  District  Status  of  Women; 

6.  That  each  secretary  provide  herself  with  and  study  diligently  the  Hand- 
book, Guide,  Discipline  of  Methodist  Church,  The  Methodist  Woman,  World 
Outlook,  current  literature  pertaining  to  Status  of  Women,  visual  aids  and 
books  recommended  for  study  in  her  department.  Among  these  the  Revised 
Interim  Report  of  "The  Life  and  Work  of  Women  in  the  Church,"  and  "Wom- 
en in  American  Church  Life" — can  be  secured  from  Literature  Headquarters. 

7.  That  the  committee  on  Status  of  Women  work  with  the  Personnel  com- 
mittee, headed  by  the  youth  secretaries  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  in  inter- 
esting and  recruiting  well  qualified  women  for  immediate  full-time  service. 

8.  That  the  committee  on  Status  of  Women  work  with  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  Student  and  Youth  secretaries,  on  plans  for  attracting,  recruiting  and 
training  young  women  now  in  college  for  volunteer  service  in  the  local 
churches; 

9.  That  the  local  Status  of  Women  secretary  nominate  during  the  year  at 
least  one  qualified  woman  to  a  general  board  or  committee  in  the  local  church; 

10.  That  each  secretary  enlist  her  society  in  supporting  at  least  one  com- 
munity project  for  the  betterment  of  women  or  children,  and  support  at  least 
one  piece  of  federal  or  state  legislation  for  the  betterment  of  women,  or 
children; 

11.  That  each  secretary  attend  all  district  and  conference  meetings  and 
seminars  that  she  may  keep  abreast  of  the  work  of  the  W.S.C.S.  as  it  pertains 
particularly  to  her  department; 

12.  That  each  district  secretary  meet  at  least  once  a  year  with  the  local 
secretaries  of  her  district  to  explain  current  projects  and  present  plans.

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 
Mrs.  Cicero  Groome 

Reports  from  the  ten  districts  reveal  progress  having  been  made  in  the 
department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  this 
past  year.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  reports,  quarterly. 

In  1949  the  conference  committee  adopted  a  three-year  program,  "All 
Action  Local,"  with  the  district  secretaries  assuming  certain  responsibilities 
in  developing  this  program  through  personal  contact  with  all  local  secretaries 
in  their  respective  districts  before  the  end  of  the  three-year  period.  This  is 
going  forward  with  splendid  results. 
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The  district  secretaries  have  done  an  excellent  job  in  promoting  the 
program  of  the  department   in  the  district  meetings. 

The  general  housekeeping  of  church  properties  has  been  superbly  perform- 
ed. The  National  Citizen's  Roll  Call  has  awakened  in  us  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility to  Christian  citizenship,  and  there  has  been  much  action  taken  to 
produce  results.  "Words  and  Action,"  have  found  their  place  in  the  legisla- 
tive program,  on  liquor  control,  on  die  state  level  and  the  local  level.  The 
Midcentury  White  House  Conference  on  Children  and  Youth  has  been 
presented  with  great  interest,  looking  forward  to  implementing  the  findings 
into  our  program. 

The  approved  study,  "The  Christian's  Vocation,"  has  been  conducted  in 
all  districts.  The  study  of  "Human  Rights"  has  been  urged.  Some  of  the  dis- 
tricts have  done  outstanding  work  in  "Human  Relations,"  and  there  has 
been   splendid  cooperation   in   Race   Relations. 

World  conditions  have  made  us  conscious  of  a  greater  responsibility  to 
another  emphasis  of  the  department;  the  United  Nations.  Realizing  that  the 
success  of  this  organization  will  play  a  most  important  part  in  attaining  that 
peace  we  all  so  much  desire,  there  is  a  constant  request  for  materials  that 
will  give  information  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  organization;  that  there 
may  be  ways  in  which  it  can  be  supported. 

The  sharing  with  our  brothers  less  fortunate  than  we,  has  been  a  greater 
blessing  to  us  than  to  the  recipient.  This  has  been  done,  liberally. 

May  we  never  grow  weary  in  Sharing,  Serving  and  Praying;. 

The  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
is  aware  of  the  vital  part  we  must  contribute  to  a  better  world.  The  effective- 
ness will  only  come  through  our  daily  living  of  justice,  righteousness,  love 
and  mercy.  This  is  our  earnest  desire,  God  being  our  helper. 


SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

Conference  Activities 
We  recommend: 

1.  Approved  continued  support  of  federal  legislation-ECA-Marshall  Plan- 
Federal  Aid  to  Education. 

2.  The  continued  support  of  state  legislation  presented  at  the  Annual  Con- 
ference of  1950. 

3.  That  the  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  the  secretary  of  Youth 
Work  and  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  promoting  the  emphasis  on  the  "Findings"  from  the  White  House  confer- 
ence, and  all  Methodist  women  acquaint  themselves  with  the  follow-up 
materials  and  cooperate  fully  in  the  plans  of  the  state  and  local  communities 
for  constructive  implementation. 

4.  That  we  emphasize  and  support  the  United  Nations  with  renewed  vigor; 
and  that  all  Methodists  assume  responsibility  for  seeing  that  communities  in 
which  they  live  are  "United  Nations  conscious." 

5.  That  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  utilize  all  church  literature 
as  source  for  suggestions  on  alcohol  education. 

6.  The  continued  support  of  the  program  of  the  Division  on  National 
Citizen's  Roll  Call  for  Methodist  women. 

7.  That  we  undertake  to  examine  the  rights  of  all  peoples  in  local  com- 
munities in  the  light  of  the  International  Declaration  of  Human  Rights,  and 
that  the  local  societies  work  for  the  basic  rights  at  home  as  well  as  abroad. 

That  we  start  with  our  own  church  for  the  study. 
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Local  Church  Activities 

1.  That  we  examine  opportunities  within  our  churches  for  older  members 
to  enjoy  a  full,  useful — if  restricted — life,  and  make  specific  plans  for  them  to 
have  direct  contact  with  church  activities. 

2.  That  we  work  definitely  toward  having  local  church  parsonages  meet 
the  housing  standards  of  the  communitv. 

Methods  of  Accomplishing  the  Program 

1.  That  district  secretaries  make  specific  plans  to  have  The  Methodist 
Woman,  World  Outlook,  and  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  in  the 
hands  of  every  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations — when  possible,  have  the 
free  literature  as  well  as  the  Handbook,  sent  to  new  secretaries. 

2.  That  district  and  local  secretaries  attend  at  least  one  training  project 
each  year. 

3.  That  district  and  local  secretaries  be  urged  to  pass  on  complete  files  and 
information  to  their  successors. 

4.  That  the  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  in  cooperation  with 
the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  Spiritual  Life,  review 
the  goals  of  the  Advance,  and  promote  these  goals  throughout  the  entire 
Methodist  Church. 

5.  That  each  district  Study  and  Action  committee  in  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  that  overlaps  the  conference  or  area  of  the  Central 
Jurisdiction,  contact  same  to  discover  the  training  opportunities  that  are  already 
provided,  and  cooperate  with  them  through  sharing  leadership,  money,  etc.,  to 
make  training  available  where  the  help  is  needed. 

6.  Encouraging  a  united  approach  to  the  solution  of  community  problems 
where  churches  of  both  jurisdictions  are  located. 


REPORT  OF  EDITOR  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  PAGE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE

The  service  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate 
gives  to  its  readers  falls  under  two  heads:  Promoting  and  reporting  the  work 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
in  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference. 

In  promoting  the  work  the  Woman's  Page  is  used  extensively,  but  there 
are  possibilities  along  diis  line  not  yet  explored.  For  instance  there  are  only 
two  departments  that  request  a  full  page  for  the  promotion  of  that  particular 
work — the  Supply  department  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities.  The  page  is  open  to  secretaries  for  the  asking,  or  where  one  secre- 
tary might  not  have  enough  material  for  an  entire  page,  two  secretaries  who 
work  closely  together — such  as  Youth  and  Student —  could  arrange  a  page 
together. 

Pastors  over  the  conference  say  they  get  the  best  over-all  picture  of  the 
women's  work  from  the  Woman's  Page  and  we  depend  on  the  pastors  to 
help  organize  the  work.  In  presenting  any  phase  of  the  work,  explanations 
should  be  clear  and  concise  and  free  from  complicated  terms,  in  order  that 
there  be  no  confusion  for  the  average  person.  In  promoting,  we  should  be  a 
step  ahead  all  along  the  line. 

The  trend  in  reporting,  both  in  newspaper  work  and  religious  journals,  has 
been  stepped  up  so  in  the  past  few  years  that  we  often  see  the   statement, 
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"This  is  what  is  going  to  happen  today,"  rather  than  "This  is  what  happened 
yesterday,"  and  newspapers  refuse  to  take  any  material  which  is  more  than 
24  hours  old.  With  onr  present  set-up  it  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  adhere 
to  any  such  rules,  but  it  would  be  more  interesting  to  our  readers  if  reports 
could  be  printed  not  more  than  a  week  after  the  events  occur. 

When  we  increase  our  subscriptions  to  the  Advocate  another  4,000 — it 
stands  now  at  17,000 — we  can  have  a  page  each  week  and  come  more  nearly 
to  conforming  to  the  modern  way  of  promoting  and  reporting. 

Another  duty  has  been  added  to  this  office — that  of  representing  the  con- 
ference in  Public  Relations  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  This  requires 
advance  material  regarding  coming  events  of  religious  importance  in  the 
newspapers. 

Still  another  duty  is  representing  the  conference  on  the  Migrant  committee 
in  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  This  also  requires  reporting  to 
newspapers   and  promoting  the  Migrant   work  in  the   two  conferences. 


REPORT  OF  SUPPLY  WORK 
Mrs.  Ira  C.  Shelley 


As  I  hastily  glance  oved  last  year's  record  of  Supply  Work  I  am  reminded 
of  the  day  that  Jesus  and  his  friends  took  themselves  to  the  other  side  of  the 
lake  to  rest,  and  as  they  came  to  the  place  where  they  had  chosen  they  were 
confronted  with  the  multitude.  What  a  surprise  to  that  weary  group  of  men! 
What  did  they  do?  The  record  says  they  went  about  healing  and  teaching 
until  eventide,  then  the  disciples  came  to  the  Master  saying,  "It  is  late,  there 
is  no  food,  no  stores,  the  people  are  hungry,  send  them  away." 

You  recall  how  Phillip  and  Andrew  were  appointed  the  Christian  Social 
Relations  Committee  to  go  out  and  search  for  food  for  tiieir  fellowmen? 
Phillip  looked  the  situation  over  and  came  back  saying,  "Lord,  there  are  so 
many  people  out  there  to  be  fed,  there  are  no  stores,  no  food,  let's  let  them 
go  home  and  look  after  themselves,"  but  Andrew,  the  quiet  one,  just  could 
not  come  back  and  face  the  Master  after  such  a  wonderful  day,  saying,  "No 
cne  has  anything  to  offer  thee."  So  he  came  saying,  "Lord,  it  is  like  Phillip 
said,  there  are  many  people,  they  are  hungry  and  all  I  could  find  was  one  little 
boy  with  his  lunch.  What  can  you  do  with  that?" 

Jesus  took  the  litle  boy's  lunch,  all  he  had,  just  a  little  bit,  and  fed  the 
multitude. 

Last  year,  as  I  received  the  askings  for  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference  I  looked  them  over.  I  realized  women  had  so  many  calls,  I  felt 
almost  like  Phillip  as  I  heard  the  call  for  $1,000  for  China,  Japan,  India,  and 
Pakistan,  $650.00  for  Africa,  $150  for  Constantine  Station  and  much  more  for 
Latin  America,  Mexico,  Poland,  Malaya  and  the  Philippines,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  needs  of  our  home  institutions  such  as  sheets,  towels,  pillow  cases, 
china,  silverware,  canned  fruits  and  juices,  cash  for  our  rural  worker  and 
cash  for  furnishings  in  Bragg  Hall  at  Scarritt  College.  Do  you  wonder  I  felt 
like  Phillip?  Then  I  thought  of  Andrew.  We  had  so  much  and  if  each 
of  us  shared  just  a  little  and  gave  it  to  Christ  because  we  cared  he  would 
take  our  gifts  as  he  did  the  little  boy's  lunch  and  heal  the  sick,  help  the 
teachers  keep  our  schools  open,  help  the  nurses  and  doctors  in  our  hospitals. 
He  truly  performed  miracles  with  our  gifts  this  past  year.  Now  I  am  not 
sure  that  we  are  exactly  like  the  little  boy,  in  that  we  gave  all  we  had.  All  I 
know  is  that  we  gave  $19,791.68  in  cash  and  value  and  He  took  what  we 
offered  Him  and  was  able  to  do  great  and  wonderful  things  with  it.  We  have 
already  heard  how  Miss  Marion  Walker  in  the  Philippines  was  about  to  lose 
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hope  because  she  had  spent  her  salary  and  all  the  family  could  earn  on  the 
cooperate  garden  because  she  had  taken  in  too  many  war  orphans.  Then  the 
gift  from  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  came  and  she  wrote,  "I  knew 
then  my  work  was  God's  plan."  She  told  how  they  took  the  money  and 
bought  a  mimeograph  machine  and  made  money  to  buv  sick  little  David  a 
new  set  of  store  teeth;  now  his  health  is  restored.  Another  war  orphan,  Lila, 
has  volunteered  her  services  for  full-time  Christian  service  provided  she 
can  get  the  training  and  die  mimeograph  machine  will  make  it  possible.  The 
letter  from  Miss  Baird  came  thanking  this  conference  for  the  Chevrolet  that 
had  taken  her  over  10,000  miles  each  year,  preaching,  teaching,  and  loving 
people  as  our  representative.  Other  letters  such  as  the  one  from  Miss  Bost 
telling  how  just  a  little  shortening  and  baking  powder  enabled  the  girls  in 
our  home  economic  department  of  Kwassui  College,  Nagasaki,  Japan,  to 
make  over  8700  last  fall  at  a  bazaar. 

The  Weslevan  Service  Guild  sent  $3,295.47  in  cash  for  the  maintenance  of 
several  teachers  on  our  colleges  overseas.  Thev  also  sent  gifts  of  cash  and 
materials  to  the  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Winston-Salem  and  Charlotte  and 
spent  over  S600  for  the  fine  religious  reading  room  at  Pfeiffer  College  so  that 
our  boys  and  girls  there  could  have  a  reem  designated  for  them  to  go  to  read 
and  studv  for  the  facing  of  these  turbulent  davs. 

The  children  also  shared  in  gifts  to  the  Cherokee  Indians  and  migrants  and 
sent  love  gifts  across  the  seas  to  other  children.  The  total  amount  of  the 
supply  giving  of  the  children  of  this  conference  was  82,091.09. 

Words  of  appreciation  are  due  the  Asheville  District  for  meeting  the 
emergencv  request  for  an  electric  refrigerator  for  Pfeiffer  College  faculty 
members  and  a  drinking  fountain  for  one  of  the  dormitories. 

Well,  we  cannot  spend  too  much  time  thinking  on  what  we  have  done, 
onlv  time  to  be  grateful  to  God  for  giving  us  gifts  to  share  and  hearts  and 
minds  that  care.  There  is  another  multitude  awaiting  our  attention.  We  shall 
not  pretend  to  seek  a  place  to  rest,  but  let  us  go  to  faraway  Africa,  visit 
Miss  Lorena  Kellev  and  leave  81,000  at  Lodjo  Station;  on  to  Mary  Johnston 
Hospital  in  the  Philippines  and  take  sheets,  blankets,  etc.,  and  on  to  Malaya 
where  we  have  a  school  that  needs  monev  to  buy  equipment  for  the  home 
economics  department.  Hasten  to  Latin  Americca.  to  Porto  Allegra  to  our 
college  there  and  leave  8500  for  more  equipment.  Dare  we  mention  going  to 
Korea?  Our  boys  are  going,  many  to  stay.  The  Koreans  need  everything, 
food,  clothes,  supplies,  cash,  love  and  sympathy.  We  could  not  take  too 
much  there.  Go  to  China0  It's  too  late  to  go  there,  that's  why  I  say  "Hurry," 
don't  let  anv  more  doors  be  closed  in  our  face.  We'll  just  send  81,000  in  cash 
so  that  the  missionaries  can  be  taken  care  of  and  have  monev  readv  when  the 
opportunity  presents  itself  again.  Wouldn't  you  like  to  go  to  Japan,  see  what 
has  happened  to  the  gifts  of  shortening  and  baking  powder?  They  want  us 
to  send  81,000  there  to  help  buv  pianos  for  our  schools  that  were  destroyed 
in  1945.  We  also  have  work  in  the  homeland,  right  here  in  our  own  state:  Allen 
High  School,  the  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Charlotte  and  Winston-Salem,  Pfeiffer 
Junior  College,  Bennett  College,  Bragg  Hall  at  Scarritt  College  and  St.  Mark's 
Community  Center  in  New  Orleans.  All  of  these  institutions  are  looking  to  us 
for  gifts  of  love  and  cash  this  coming  vear.  Mav  I  urge  you  to  heed  the  calls 
to  these  institutions  before  you  do  anything  else  in  vour  local  society  for  these 
are  your  responsibilities  and  if  you  don't  do  something  about  them,  no  one 
else  will.  As  the  division  studied  these  needs  they  thought  of  the  W.N.C. 
Conference  and  its  many  blessings  and  felt  we  would  be  like  Andrew  and 
come  saying,  "Here  is  a  little  bit,  Lord.  What  can  you  do  with  it?"  It's  lots 
of  fun  to  watch  God  work,  but  it's  more  fun  to  help  God  work. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS— SUPPLY  WORK 
We  recommend: 

1.  The  election  of  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work  in  every  local  church. 
Where  the  society  is  very  small,  this  work  may  be  designated  as  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  ( See  Guide,  page 
60.)' 

2.  The  secretary  is  expected  to  lead  her  society  into  full  participation  in 
the  conference  program  of  Supply  Work  through: 

a.  Education  of  the  society  to  an  appreciation  of  the  urgency  of  Supply 
Work,  especially  today  when  the  services  of  our  institutions  at  home  and  abroad 
are  in  greater  demand  than  ever  before. 

b.  The  extensive  use  of  leaflets  and  publications  in  recognition  of  the 
opportunity  which  we  have  through  the  Supply  Department  to  help  in  emer- 
gency situations. 

c.  An  adequate  financial  provision  for  Supply  Work  be  set  up  in  the  regular 
budget  of  the  W.S.C.S. 

d.  Education  as  to  types  of  Supply  giving,  namely:  cash,  both  directed 
and  undirected  for  home  and  foreign  institutions  and  workers;  and  new  supplies 
to  be  sent  when  and  where  directed  by  the  district  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

e.  Careful  attention  to  the  ways  of  doing  Supply  Work,  namely:  all  cash  for 
Supply  Work  to  go  through  regular  channels;  and  all  boxes  of  supplies  to  be 
sent  with  shipment  of  goods  blank  to  the  assigned  institutions. 

3.  All  Supply  Work  done  by  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
(whether  by  the  society  as  a  whole,  by  circles,  or  bv  individuals)  and  all 
Supply  Work  done  by  the  Weslevan  Service  Guilds,  the  Youth  and  Children's 
Groups  are  to  be  reported  through  the  society  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  each 
quarter  on  time. 

4.  A  file  of  promotional  materials,  copies  of  quarterly  and  annual  reports, 
and  all  vital  correspondence  should  be  kept  on  hand  for  information,  and  should 
be  passed  on  to  the  successor  in  office. 

5.  Each  society  should  know  and  help  in  attaining: 

a.  The  advance  goal — a  large  increase  in  all  phases  of  Supply  giving. 

( 1 )  Each  society  doing  some  Supply  Work  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  field 
according  to  the  asking  of  district  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  each  quarter. 

(2)  Mailing  reports  on  time  to  the  district  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 
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DISTRICT  REPORTS 
ASHEVILLE  DISTRICT 

The  work  of  the  Asheville  District  has  advanced  this  past  year  and  it  is 
the  consensus  of  opinion  that  more  progress  has  been  made  in  the  spiritual 
life  and  Christian  social  relations  than  any  other.  We  have  gained  in  member- 
ship. Two  new  societies  have  been  organized — Riverview  and  Rosman.  Pastors 
of  all  unorganized  churches  have  been  written  in  regard  to  organizing  these 
churches  or  at  least  securing  district  members.  The  pastors  have  cooperated 
beautifully,  and  it  is  our  hope  and  prayer  that  during  the  next  year  we  will 
be  able  to  show  more  advance  along  this  line. 

The  zone  leaders  did  a  splendid  job  of  outlining  the  visitation  program 
and  while  we  are  not  100%  at  this  time,  it  has  been  a  wonderful  experience 
and  many  societies  have  asked  that  we  continue  it  in  our  program  for  next 
year. 

Even  though  our  district  officers  have  had  more  reports  this  year  than 
ever  before,  we  still  hear  by  the  "grapevine"  that  much  more  is  being  done 
than  is   reported. 

A  most  inspiring  district  meeting  was  held  with  Weaverville  as  hostess. 
We  had  the  pleasure  of  having  four  of  our  conference  officers  with  us. 
We  do  not  have  the  exact  figures  on  the  total  pledged  for  this  district,  but 
believe  that  a  great  number  of  our  societies  increased  their  giving  by  15%, 
as  asked. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  individual  visitation,  since  we  are  positive 
that  it  is  the  best  plan  of  enrolling  every  Methodist  woman  as  a  member 
of  the  Woman's   Society   of   Christian   Service. 

St.  Paul's  in  Asheville  has  100%  subscription  to  The  Methodist  Woman. 
This  society  has  been  presented  with  a  certificate  of  honor  in  this  connection. 

We  feel  that  it  is  a  privilege  to  be  a  member  of  the  largest  and  most 
active   woman's   organization   in  the   world.

CHARLOTTE  DISTRICT 

As  we  review  the  work  of  the  past  year  in  the  Charlotte  District,  we 
realize  how  true  it  is  that  busy  days  pass  quickly.  Each  quarter  has  slipped 
by  rapidly,  highlighted  by   its   particular  activity. 

Many  societies  took  advantage  of  the  summer  days  of  the  first  quarter 
to  get  organized  and  come  closer  together  at  picnics  and  other  outdoor 
gatherings. 

The  first  of  September  found  many  at  Greensboro  College  for  the  Retreat 
and  Conference  School  of  Missions.  The  influence  of  the  school  has  stimulated 
more  interest  in  study,  which  is  in  part,  at  least,  responsible  for  the  more  than 
80%  who  are  reported  attending  study  classes  the  past  year. 

The  conference  and  district  officers  began  early  in  the  year  sending  out 
letters  to  the  local  societies.  Thus  the  women  have  become  better  informed 
about  the  work,  and  possess  a  more  thorough  knowledge  as  to  how  it  should 
be  carried  on. 

Our  district  superintendent  and  the  pastors  have  cooperated  with  us,  and 
three  new  societies  and  two  new  guilds  have  been  organized  this  year.  The 
societies  are:  Shiloh,  Mt.  Carmel,  and  Trinity-Midway.  The  guilds  are  Fair- 
view  and  Lilesville.  This  makes  83  societies  and  21  guilds,  with  a  total  mem- 
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bership  of  5,343.   We  have  two   district  members.   The   society  at   Marvin   is 
100%  in  membership. 

The  visitation  program  material  was  sent  out  early  in  September,  and  the 
women  immediately  got  busy.  Sixty-two  societies  completed  this  program,  and 
many  enthusiastic  reports  were  received.  As  a  result  of  the  visitation,  prayer 
groups  were  organized,  combined  study  classes  held,  and  increased  interest 
among  young  people  reported. 

The  seminar  was  held  at  Dilworth  Church,  Charlotte,  in  October.  We 
had  three  conference  officers  and  all  district  officers  present.  There  was  a 
large  attendance  from  all  over  the  district,  and  a  profitable  day  was  spent 
together. 

In  February,  the  Missionary  Convocation  was  held  at  First  Church,  Char- 
lotte. On  this  occasion  our  president,  Mrs.  George  W.  Dooley,  presented  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  president  and  secretary 
of  Promotion  have  accepted  all  invitations,  and  have  visited  throughout  the 
district. 

The  three  sub-district  meetings  were  held  this  spring  at  Weddington,  Big 
Spring  and  Morven.  Excellent  programs  were  prepared  by  the  sub-district 
chairmen,  and  we  were  pleased  with  the  attendance  of  more  than  400  women. 
Mrs.  Payne  attended  our  meeting  at  Big  Spring,  and  her  presence  was  an 
inspiration  to  all. 

A  missionary  just  home  from  China  said  yesterday  that  if  we,  in  America, 
wish  to  keep  the  things  we  hold  so  dear,  we  must  share  more  with  other 
countries.  Our  prayer  is  that,  remembering  "The  World  Is  My  Parish"  each 
woman  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  will  strive  during  the 
coming  year  to  increase  the  giving  of  her  time,  her  prayers,  and  her  gifts 
toward  the  building  of  a  world  Christian   community.

GASTONIA  DISTBICT 

We  feel  very  humble  as  we  come  to  write  a  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  Gastonia  District  for  the  year 
1950-1951.  Words  cannot  adequately  tell  of  the  prayers,  the  loyalty,  the 
sacrifices  and  the  work  that  the  women  in  the  local  societies  have  done.  We, 
as  well  as  all  of  the  district  officers,  have  greatly  appreciated  the  contacts  that 
we  have  had  with  the  local  societies  and  have  been  impressed  with  the  con- 
secration of  the  women  to  the  work.  The  district  officers  have  been  untiring 
in  their  efforts  to  promote  each  phase  of  the  work.  The  sub-district  leaders 
have  worked  especially  hard  in  an  effort  to  secure  new  societies  and  new 
members.  The  district  superintendent  has  been  interested  and  helpful  in 
assisting  in  the  promotion  of  the  work,  and  the  ministers  and  their  wives  very 
diligent  in  helping  us  carry  on  the  work.  We  are  exceedingly  fortunate  to 
have  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison,  jurisdiction  secretary  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Payne,  conference  president,  and  Mrs.  R.  M.  Hauss,  recording  secretary,  live 
within  the  bounds  of  our  district,  and  they  have  increasingly  filled  us  with 
inspiration  and  information,  and  have  given  much  time  to  visiting,  teaching 
and  in  many  ways  promoting  the  work  of  the  W.S.C.S.  in  the  district. 

One  of  our  goals  was  to  completely  organize  the  district.  We  were  not 
quite  successful  in  this  but  we  did  organize  four  new  societies:  Hoey 
Memorial,  West  Cramerton,  Macedonia,  and  Bethel,  South  Fork.  We  also 
secured  district  members  at  David's  Chapel  and  Big  Hill.  By  boundary 
changes   we   received   two    new   societies,    Maiden    and    May's    Chapel,    who 
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have   contributed  in   many   ways  to   the   progress   made   this   year   and   have 
inspired  us  by  their  loyalty  and  interest  in  their  work. 

A  goodly  number  attended  the  School  of  Missions  in  Greensboro,  a 
splendid  seminar  was  held  in  the  fall,  and  the  chain  visitation  program 
proved  very  helpful  and  popular.  We  did  not  quite  complete  the  chain,  but 
feel  that  results  from  the  visiting  will  continue  to  show  fruit  in  the  years  that 
are  ahead. 

In  the  spring  an  attractive  booklet,  "Light  Bearer,"  was  mailed  to  each 
president.  This  was  composed  of  letters  from  each  district  officer,  and  addi- 
tional letters  were  included  in  the  packet  to  be  distributed  among  the  various 
officers  in  each  society.  This  has  aided  greatly  in  getting  important  informa- 
tion to  the  local  societies. 

We  did  not  have  a  district  meeting,  but  held  three  sub-district  meetings: 
Dallas,  Lander's  Chapel  and  Kadesh.  Excellent  programs  were  given  and  the 
attendance  was  fine  at  each  meeting.  Group  meetings  of  instruction  to  new 
officers  were  held  in  connection  -with  these  meetings,  too.  At  the  meeting  at 
Kadesh,  the  district  presented  Mrs.  L.  E.  McQuinn,  secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life,  an  honorary  membership  and  Mrs.  Cleo  Finger,  secretary  of  Status  of 
Women,   and  Mrs.   D.   L.   Stubbs,  Jr.,  recording  secretary,   life  memberships. 

Statistical  reports  show  that  we  closed  the  year  with  86  societies,  15 
guilds,  with  a  total  membership  of  3,807.  The  financial  report  was  most  grati- 
fying, and  all  of  us  look  forward  to  greater  achievements  in  the  year  that 
is  ahead,  praying  that  Christ  will  daily  lead  us  into  new  avenues  of  service 
and  a  closer  walk  with  Him.

GREENSBOBO  DISTBICT 

One  of  the  most  profound  thinkers  America  ever  produced  was  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson  who  once  said:  "Neither  you  nor  the  world  know  what  you 
can  do  until  you  try." 

During  the  past  year  we  have  worked  very  hard  toward  the  goal  of 
100%  reporting  and  for  the  third  consecutive  quarter  we  have  attained  that 
goal — not  by  our  efforts  but  through  the  fine  co-operative  spirit  of  84  secre- 
taries of  Promotion  who  have  graciously  stood  by  us  in  this  challenging  work. 

Seven  hundred  and  eighty-four  new  members  have  been  added  through  the 
efforts  of  interested  women.  The  "progressive  visitation"  plan  has  been  well 
received,  while  83  societies  have  completed  their  "chain  visitation"  meetings. 
We  have  had  wonderful  reports  from  these  meetings,  the  fine  spirit  of  in- 
spiration and  co-operation  much  in  evidence. 

All  86  societies  are  observing  the  goal  chart.  One  new  society  was  or- 
ganized at  Joyner  Memorial  on  May  6,  1951,  with  17  charter  members.  We 
had  an  increase  of  1,401  women  taking  the  study  courses,  several  societies 
reported  entire  membership  attending  all  study  courses.  We  are  greatly  en- 
couraged by  the  increased  number  of  subscribers  to  both  The  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook  with  a  total  of  768   and  419,  respectively. 

Sixty-four  special  memberships  and  five  honorary  baby  memberships  were 
given.  One  executive  meeting  was  held.  The  fall  seminar  held  in  Wesley 
Memorial  on  October  10,  1950,  was  well  represented  by  169  interested 
members  from  45  churches. 

Our  district  meeting  was  held  May  15,  1951,  in  Lindsev  Street  Church, 
Reidsville,  with  274  present  from   58   churches. 

Mrs.  Carl  King  gave  an  inspiring  message  and  each  district  officer  was 
given  die  opportunity  to  present  her  work.  One  hundred  and  seventeen  guest 
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speakers   brought   messages   of   faith   and   inspiration    to    all    societies    during 
the  year. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  for  the  increased  interest  in  so  many  phases  of 
the  work  that  heretofore  were  passed  up  with  indifference.  This  district  has 

The  Greensboro  District  (churches  and  societies)  is  sponsoring  Betty  Jo 
Benfield  as  our  youthful  delegate  to  the  European  Caravan  this  summer.  She 
is  only  17  years  old,  yet  graduated  from  high  school  this  spring  with  high 
honors  and  a  fine  scholastic  record.  She  is  planning  to  enter  Greensboro  College 
this  fall  to  prepare  for  full-time  religious  work.  We  are  expecting  great  tilings 
from  Betty. 

We  are  holding  rallies  on  all  charges  this  year,  the  primary  purpose  has 
been  to  promote  interest  and  support  for  better  planning  in  each  society. 

Sub-district  meetings  have  been  planned  and  we  are  anticipating  renewed 
activity  in  the  work  as  the  result. 

Mrs.  Clay  Phillippi,  Summerfield,  has  been  elected  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications  and  Mrs.  Max  Tucker,  Greensboro,  has  been  appointed  Guild 
Secretary   for   1951-52. 

For  the  Week  of  Prayer  $1,304.15  was  contributed,  a  substantial  increase 
over  1950.  Nearly  $2,000  was  channeled  through  Supplies;  $4,440.00  was 
contributed  for  mission  specials. 

Over  1,500  pieces  of  literature  has  been  mailed  out  to  various  officers  in 
each  society  this  past  year.  Gifts  for  Miss  Bost  and  cash  for  Bibles  were  out- 
standing activities.  We  have  worked  together  with  a  real  purpose  in  mind: 
to  give  a  well  rounded  program  of  devotion  service  and  religious  emphasis. 
Through  each  channel,  by  the  efforts  of  our  faithful  secretaries,  we  have 
advanced  with  the  fervent  prayer  that  our  ladders  of  advance  will  be  long 
enough  to  reach  every  Methodist  woman  in  the  Greensboro  District.  Per- 
haps it  is  not  a  new  plan  we  need  but  a  new  passion;  not  a  new  program  but 
a  new  purpose;  not  a  new  trend  but  a  deeper  trust;  not  new  developments 
but  deep  determination   ( anon ) .

How  can  a  report  record  the  real  advances  of  intangible  things?  It  would 
be  impossible  to  give  an  accurate  report  in  every  field  of  our  work.

Our  district  conference  was  held  at  Glenwood  Church  on  May  12  witii 
the  greatest  interest  and  best  spirit  ever  shown  at  our  district  meetings.  Two 
deaconesses,  Mattie  Lou  Summey  and  Loree  Harrill,  who  went  out  from 
Marion  District,  were  present  and  made  inspirational  talks.  Miss  Summey 
is  teaching  at  Spartanburg  Junior  College,  Miss  Harrill  is  our  rural  worker 
in  Marion  District.  It  was  a  joy  to  have  these  young  women  tell  of  their  work 
which  provided  a  stimulus  for  Missionary  Personnel  department.  With  Mrs. 
C.  V.  Lael,  chairman,  we  are  launching  out  on  a  campaign  to  create  a  keen 
awareness  of  the  Missionary  Personnel  needs.  Our  district  hopes  to  meet 
this  Third  Goal  before  the  end  of  this  quadrennium. 
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Mrs.  James  H.  Councill,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  in  addition  to  other 
duties  has  actively  assisted  in  the  Methodist  Student  Movement  on  the  campus 
of  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  at  Boone.  Much  has  been  done  in  a 
material  way  there,  the  societies  in  the  district  having  contributed  funds  to 
help  purchase  equipment  which  is  used  by  Marvin  Culbreth,  director,  who 
is  sponsored  by  the  Conference.  We  are  grateful  to  our  conference  president 
for  her  efforts  in  making  this  possible. 

Our  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  Frank  Payne,  reports  much  activity  in 
the  World  Friendship  groups.  The  women  of  our  societies  are  assisting  fi- 
nancially and  otherwise  as  the  youth  attend  group  meetings  and  assemblies. 

Mrs.  Ralph  Harbison,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  reports  a  lively  in- 
terest in  the  mission  program  of  the  church  as  children  participate  in  classes 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Miss 
Willard  Powers,  has  kept  the  local  societies  informed  of  the  activities  for 
this  department  and  local  action  has  been  the  result,  as  well  as  surveys  hav- 
ing been  made  following  study  classes. 

Although  Mrs.  Henry  Giles  has  served  less  than  a  year  as  secretary  of 
Supply  Work,  the  results  under  her  leadership  have  been  most  gratifying. 
The  time  and  effort  she  gave  to  packing  and  mailing  the  "District  Shower" 
to  Miss  Ethel  Bost  in  Japan  was  surely  a  labor  of  love. 

We  are  working  hard  to  reach  the  goal  of  "every  officer  in  the  local  society 
a  subscriber  to  The  Methodist  Woman."  To  this  end  and  to  better  acquaint 
the  women  with  available  materials,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Phillips,  secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications,  has  had  fine  displays  of  literature  at  all  district  meetings. 

Under  the  direction  and  planning  of  Mrs.  L.  C.  Johnston,  secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  a  well  attended  seminar  was  held.  Each  of 
the  approved  studies  of  the  year  was  presented. 

Through  our  secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  Mrs.  J.  Harvey  Greenlee, 
the  women  are  being  alerted  to  greater  activities  in  the  church  as  citizens 
and  leaders. 

Mrs.  J.  F.  Jonas,  vice-president,  has  given  time  and  talent  stressing  the 
importance  of  better  programs,  more  life  memberships,  and  the  availability  of 
more  information  on  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women. 

Sub-district  leaders  have  held  interesting  and  informative  meetings.  A  fine 
spirit  of  comradeship  has  developed  through  chain  visitation,  and  we  anticipate 
a  closer  relationship  among  the  members  as  we  continue  progressive  visitation. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  one  new  unit  this  year.  They  are  doing 
a  fine  work  reaching  the  business  and  professional  women. 

The  encouragement  and  support  of  Rev.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  district  superin- 
tendent, and  Mrs.  Hoyle  have  been  invaluable  in  promoting  the  work.  With- 
out them  our  district  would  have  been  poorer,  indeed.

SALISBURY  DISTRICT 

During  this  past  year  Salisbury  District  became  100%  organized  in 
charges  with  81  W.S.C.S.  and  16  W.S.G.  groups  and  3  district  members.  Zion 
on  the  Pfeiffer  charge  and  Parkway,  East  Albemarle,  were  organized.  New 
guilds  were  the  No.  2  guild  at  Midway,  Kannapolis,  one  at  First  Church, 
China  Grove,  and  a  very  new  one  at  Long  Street,  East  Spencer. 

The  W.S.C.S.  gained  328  new  members  with  a  total  of  4,117.  The  W.S.G. 
gained  89  new  members  with  a  total  of  408.  The  total  gain  of  417  members 
plus  3  district  members  resulted  in  a  net  total  of  4,528  members. 
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To  meet  the  increased  needs  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad  our 
district  pledged  $3,500  above  the  amount  we  gave  last  year.  Because  we  are 
100%  organized  this  means  that  each  society  will  need  to  organize  new  circles 
or  guilds  or  use  other  methods  to  get  every  woman  in  the  church  a  member 
of  the  W.S.C.S.  or  W.S.G.  We'll  need  to  work  for  a  greater  depth  of  spiritual 
experience  which  will  lead  to  sacrificial  giving  to  meet  these  great  needs  in 
the  fields  of  Christian  service.  The  Week  of  Prayer  observed  by  61  societies 
netted  $964.14  for  missions. 

Thirty-nine  missionary  speakers  helped  the  many  leaders  in  mission  studies 
with  a  total  of  3,471  women  enrolled  during  the  year.  Still,  many  of  our  rural 
groups  did  not  meet  this  goal  of  education.  Several  circuits  with  four  churches 
each  had  inspiring  leaders  in  their  pastors'  wives,  resulting  in  circuit  study 
groups  with  all  churches  participating. 

We  had  six  groups  with  all  officers  taking  The  Methodist  Woman  and  two 
with  all  taking  World  Outlook.  Our  last  quarter  showed  a  good  increase  in 
magazine   subscriptions   and  in  use   of  the   work   suggestions. 

For  three  quarters  of  the  year  we  were  100%  in  reporting  and  only  four 
delinquent  groups  kept  us  from  having  100%  for  the  whole  year.  We  have 
one  W.S.C.S.  which  is  100%  in  membership. 

Our  encourager  visitation  was  finished  by  the  middle  of  January  except 
for  two  groups  which  had  their  birthday  parties  later.  Many  fine  experiences 
in  Christian  fellowship  resulted  from  these  visits. 

Central  Church,  Concord,  entertained  the  women  of  the  district  for  both 
the  fall  educational  seminar  and  the  spring  district  meeting.  Fine  programs 
and  careful  planning  resulted  in  large  attendance  with  342  registered  at  the 
district  meeting.

of  the  W.S.C.S.  plus  the  267  W.S.G.  members  who  have  used  their  hands 
to  carry  on  the  work.  It  is  with  a  sense  of  deepest  appreciation  and  the 
knowledge  that  each  hand  no  matter  how  small  the  deed  or  large  has  con- 
tributed to  the  writing  of  this   record.  To   each  of  you,   we   say  thank  you! 

One  year  ago,  we  had  80  societies,  9  W.S.G.  and  7  district  members. 
The  hands  have  changed  even  though  the  number  is  about  the  same.  We  lost 
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two  societies,  Maiden  and  Mays  Chapel,  to  the  Gastonia  District;  also,  we 
had  reorganized  Nathan's  Creek  but  before  we  could  count  it  the  Winston- 
Salem  District  inherited  it  because  of  boundary  changes  of  districts.  Two  new 
societies  were  organized,  Marvin  and  Bethel,  Statesville,  so  we  still  have  a 
total  of  80  W.S.C.S.  The  Rose  Chapel  W.S.G.  went  into  the  W.S.C.S.  and  a 
new  W.S.G.  was  organized  at  Central  Church,  Mooresville,  giving  us  a  total 
of  9  W.S.G.  We  have  added  two  district  members,  making  us  nine.

Sherrill,  district  secretary  of  Promotion;  Mrs.  Joe  D.  Thompson,  secretary  of 
Student  Work;  Mrs.  N.  F.  Howard,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities;  and  Mrs.  W.  F.  Gaddy,  secretary  of  Missionary 
Personnel. 

The  seminar  was  held  at  Central  Church,  Mooresville,  on  September  14. 
The  theme  for  the  day:  We  seek  Him  together.  Conference  officers,  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Payne,  Mrs.  Cicero  Groome  and  Miss  Lillian  Walker,  added  much  to  the  day 
with  their  knowledge  and  inspiration.  Mrs.  John  B.  Steele,  district  secretary  of 
Missionary  Education,  made  the  introductory  remarks  and  presented  one  of  the 
mission  study  books. 

In  October,  5  sub-district  meetings  were  held  at  the  following  churches; 
Moravian  Falls;  Bethel,  Hickory;  Olin;  Rocky  Mount;  and  Williamson  Chapel 
with  a  good  attendance  at  each.

THOMASVILLE  DISTRICT 

As  we  reach  the  end  of  another  year  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  in  the  Thomasville  District,  we  are  proud  of  what  we  find. 

There  has  been  a  definite  show  of  interest  throughout  the  entire  district. 
This  has  been  shown  by  the  many  inquiries  for  help  and  advice  from  the 
women  in  the  local  societies.  More  and  more,  all  the  offices  are  being  filled, 
and  a  more  general  interest  is  shown  in  all  activities  and  projects. 

Two  new  societies  have  been  added,  Mt.  Olive  on  the  Farmington  charge, 
and  Staley  on  the  Liberty  Circuit.  We  are  proud  of  these  societies  and  glad 
to  have  them  added  to  our  membership. 

Two  executive  meetings  have  been  held,  one  at  Thomasville  and  one  at 
Lexington.  These  were  well  attended  and  the  district  officers  seemed  anxious 
to  work  together  for  the  benefit  of  all. 

Five  women  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at  Greensboro  College  in 
September.  As  a  result,  we  were  able  to  conduct  our  seminar  without  calling 
for  help  outside  the  district.  Since  our  district  covers  so  much  territory,  it  is 
sometimes  hard  to  get  a  good  attendance  at  all  meetings,  especially  when  they 
come  rather  close  together.  We  decided  to  combine  our  educational  seminar 
with  the  sub-district  meetings.  They  were  a  wonderful  success,  with  more 
than  double  the  usual  attendance.  As  a  result  our  study  classes  have  in- 
creased greatly,  with  many  societies  having  one  for  the  first  time.  Our  district 
meeting  was  held  at  Cooleemee  on  April  27,  with  297  attending.  We  had 
three  conference  officers  present:  Mrs.  Frank  Little,  Mrs.  Ira  Shelley,  and 
Mrs.  Carl  King.  In  addition  to  hearing  from  these  officers  regarding  their 
field  of  work,  Mrs.  Little  conducted  the  noontime  devotional,  and  Mrs. 
Shelley  talked  about  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 

In  the  10th  anniversaiy  visitation  program,  91  societies  have  completed 
their  visits.  Many  favorable  comments  have  come  from  this  part  of  the 
program. 

Eleven  life  memberships  have  been  given  this  year,  with  the  district  having 
honored  the  secretary  of  Promotion  and  the  secretary  of  Supply  Work  with 
fife  memberships.  One  baby  membership  was  given.  The  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  is  leading  the  conference  in  all  but  one  field,  and  is  taking  second  place 
there.  We  are  proud  of  our  employed  women. 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  were  given  a  page  in  the  special  Thomasville  District  edition  of  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate.  The  secretary  of  Promotion  acted  as 
woman's  editor  for  the  special  issue. 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  work  for  this  year  has  been  done  in  Supply 
Work  and  Spiritual  Life.  $1,596.86  has  been  given  for  Cash  Supply  and 
$1,327.31  for  Value.  Many  more  societies  have  reported  observing  the  Week 
of  Prayer,  with  the  offerings  being  $1,150.56.  In  comparing  our  year's  work 
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with  that  of  last  year  we  find  that  gains  have  been  made  in  nearly  every 
field.  The  advancements  in  all  projects  cannot  be  given  here,  but  since  we  do 
see  a  real  Advancement  we  are  given  hope  and  courage  to  face  a  new  year 
and  the  work  it  holds  for  us  to  do.

WAYNESVILLE   DISTRICT 

The  work  of  the  W.S.C.S.  of  the  Waynesville  District  is  now  history,  and 
I  believe  we  have  a  right  to  look  with  pride  upon  our  accomplishments.  We 
organized  two  new  societies  and  secured  three  new  district  members,  which 
makes  our  district  100%  organized.  However,  several  of  our  societies  need 
strengthening,  and  strengthening  and  cultivation  will  be  our  theme  another 
year.  There  has  been  growth  all  along  the  line — in  membership,  in  subscrip- 
tions to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  attention  given  to  the 
requests  for  supplies  and  a  general  increase  in  giving.  The  desire  among  the 
women  to  do  better  work  is  evidenced  by  their  frequent  requests  for  more 
information  pertaining  to  their  respective  jobs. 

Seven  life  memberships  were  given  this  year. 

Our  study  program  reached  many  women  in  the  district.  Twelve  hundred 
and  fifty-five  were  enrolled  in  various  classes.  The  outgrowth  of  one  of  these, 
a  jurisdictional  class  in  which  ten  churches  in  a  community  cooperated,  was 
to  send  $21  to  Dr.  Glora  Wysnor,  the  author  of  The  Near  East  Panorama. 
She,  in  turn,  sent  the  money  to  Dr.  Laubach  to  be  used  in  his  literacy 
campaign  in  the  Near  East. 

In  the  visitation  program,  three  out  of  four  of  our  zone  chairmen  re- 
ported 100%.  Another  year  we  hope  to  make  the  progressive  visitation  100%. 

The  district  officers  are  distressed  at  the  indifference  existing  in  many 
societies  of  the  district  toward  the  matter  of  reporting.  Another  year  we  hope 
to  make  each  officer  realize  that  reports  are  necessary;  for  by  them  our 
progress  is  measured;  and  that  they  should  be  sent  in  on  time. 

As  we   face  the  new  year   it   is   our   prayer   that   all   Methodist  women 
everywhere  may  feel  constrained  to  give  of  their  best  to   their  Master.

WINSTON-SALEM  DISTRICT 

It  is  a  great  honor  and  privilege  to  be  associated  with  so  many  fine 
women  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

During  the  year  1950-51  the  Winston-Salem  District  has  done  splendid 
work  in  all  departments,  due  to  the  efforts  of  conference  and  district  officers, 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the  local  societies. 

Two  new  societies  have  been  added  to  our  roll,  making  a  total  of  86.  The 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  had  two  new  organizations,  losing  one,  making 
their  total  18. 

The  membership  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  combined  was  4,306,  with  a  total  of  305  new 
members.  The  records  also  show  more  societies  reporting,  and  more  working 
toward  the  Advance  Goals. 

All  of  the  meetings  scheduled  for  the  year  were  held.  The  educational 
seminar  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Clay,  with  141  enthusi- 
astic members  attending,  met  at  Centenary  church,  Winston-Salem,  Septem- 
ber 29,  1951.  The  four  approved  studies  for  the  year,  and  different  phases 
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of   the   work   correlated   to   the   studies,    were   presented   by    conference    and 
district  officers,  and  local  members. 

Quite  a  number  of  our  women  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at  Greens- 
boro College,  thereby  gaining  a  clearer  knowledge  of  the  four  studies,  and 
the  program  work  for  the  year.  Three  thousand  forty-six  members  enrolled  in 
the  153  study  classes  that  were  held.  There  was  an  improvement  in  the  quali- 
ty of  classes  held.  In  all  there  were  25  jurisdictional  classes,  some  societies 
holding  a  jurisdictional  class  for  the  first  time. 

Forty-eight  societies  were  represented  at  the  four  sub-district  meetings, 
with  an  attendance  of  313  members.  At  this  time  all  of  the  district  officers  pre- 
sented their  work,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  Mrs.  Sam  Beck,  using  a 
clever  "true-false"  quiz  to  highlight  her  work. 

The  annual  district  meeting  was  held  at  Elkin,  May  17,  1951,  with  a 
record  attendance  of  272  members.  At  this  time  die  district  was  re-districted, 
retaining  the  four  sub-districts,  but  making  the  divisions  more  equal.  Numerous 
contributions  of  food  supplies  were  taken  to  this  meeting,  to  be  sent  to  Miss 
Ethel  Bost,  to  use  in  her  work  among  the  Japanese. 

More  dian  30,000  coupons  were  sent  to  Bethlehem  Center  to  help 
complete  payments  on  the  fence.  We  stood  near  the  top  in  our  Cash  Supply 
Work,  $1,315.40  having  been  contributed  for  that  purpose. 

The  district  does  more  local  work  than  Christian  Social  Relations,  but 
it  supports  the  North  Carolina  School  for  Christian  Workers  in  a  fine  way, 
sending  a  large  number  of  delegates,  and  making  generous  contributions  each 
year. 

The  children  contributed  $44.21  toward  the  vacation  Bible  school  for  the 
Cherokee  Indians.  Fifty-seven  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  with 
an  offering  of  $1,278.44.  Eight  societies  reported  having  every  officer  a  sub- 
scriber to  The  Methodist  Woman.  There  were  595  subscriptions  to  The  Meth- 
odist Woman  and  361  to  World  Outlook.  18  fife,  1  honorary  life,  1  memorial, 
2  baby  memberships,  and  3  in  remembrance  gifts  were  reported. 

We  are  very  proud  to  claim  one  of  the  47  young  people  commissioned 
at  Buck  Hill  Falls  in  April,  Mozelle  McCormick,  who  is  now  stationed  at 
Bellville,  Georgia,  engaged  in  doing  rural  work  throughout  that  district.  Three 
young  women  from  our  district  have  study  grants  and  are  now  in  training 
for  full-time  Christian  service.  One  is  now  under  observation  as  a  trained 
worker,  having  been  highly  recommended  for  a  scholarship,  and  we  hope 
will  be  accepted  by  the  conference. 

We  feel  veiy  grateful  for  all  that  has  been  achieved  in  our  district  this 
year.  Now,  looking  ahead  to  the  last  year  of  the  quadrennium  may  we  make  it 
our  best.

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REPORT  OF  INSTITUTIONS 

PFEIFFER  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 
C.  M.  Waggoner,  President 

Pfeiffer  Junior  College  is  an  institution  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service  of  The  Methodist  Church.  It  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Associ- 
ation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  by  the  University  Senate  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  by  the 
New  York  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  college  is  supported  by  income  from  the  endowment  left  to  the  college 
by  the  Pfeiffer  fomily,  and  by  the  yearly  fees  paid  by  the  students.  Gifts  from 
interested  friends  and  cash  supplies  contributed  by  the  Woman's  Societies  of 
Christian  Service  make  possible  the  additional  equipment  needed  from  time  to 
time.  Pfeiffer  maintains  a  work  program  for  the  students  which  enables  them 
to  earn  a  considerable  portion  of  their  college  expenses.  This  aids  promising 
students  who  do  not  have  much  money. 

The  college  offers  the  basic  survey  courses  for  those  who  will  continue  their 
education  at  a  senior  college.  Pfeiffer  credits  are  accepted  at  any  college.  Vo- 
cational and  semi-professional  as  well  as  commercial  courses  are  offered  also. 
Pfeiffer  College's  purpose  is  to  prepare  the  minds  and  hearts  of  its  students  for 
effective  and  unselfish  service  in  their  business,  professional,  and  religious  lives 
In  the  pursuit  of  this  ideal  the  college  carries  a  definite  religious  program 
training  youth — not  only  for  full-time  Christian  service  but  for  effective  lay- 
ship. 

Among  the  graduates  of  Pfeiffer  College,  in  the  20  years  the  school  has 
been  a  junior  college,  are  numbered  14  ministers;  seven  missionaries  and  dea- 
conesses; six  church  secretaries  and  directors  of  religious  educcation;  eight  par- 
sonage wives;  plus  many  fine  laymen  trained  here  for  better  service  in  their 
home  churches.  Its  graduates  now  in  senior  colleges  or  divinity  schools  training 
for  full-time  Christian  service  number  44.  Attending  Pfeiffer  this  year  are  nine 
pre-ministerial  students  and  17  young  people  preparing  for  some  other  type  of 
Christian  service.  Pfeiffer  is  proud  to  be  a  training  school  for  Christian  leader- 
ship. 


BENNETT  COLLEGE 


Bennett  College,  located  in  Greensboro,  N.  C,  is  a  small  church-related 
college  devoted  exclusively  to  the  higher  education  of  Negro  women.  It  was 
first  established  in  1873  as  a  coeducational  institution,  but  was  reorganized  as 
as  a  school  for  women  in  1926  under  die  able  direction  of  its  president,  Da- 
vid Dallas  Jones.  The  college  is  a  nationally-known  and  recognized  institution, 
and  holds  the  "A"  rating  from  the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  of  the  Southern  States.  Its  enrollment  has  increased  from  10  students 
to  approximately  500  since  its  organization,  and  has  included  students  from 
32  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Bermuda,  Puerto  Rico,  Africa  and  the  Vir- 
gin Islands. 

During  its  25  years  of  service  as  a  college  for  women,  Bennett's  physical 
plant  has  rapidly  grown  from  four  buildings  to  30.  This  tremendous  growth  has 
come  about  through  the  benevolence  and  gifts  of  such  friends  and  foundations 
as  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Board  of  Education  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  from  the  General  Education  Board  of  New  York  City, 
and  from  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Pfeiffer  of  New  York  City.  The  col- 
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lege   plant   includes   the  Annie   Merner   Pfeiffer    Chapel,    the   Administration 
Building  and  faculty  cottages. 

The  two  cardinal  principles  of  the  Bennett  College  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion are  the  development  of  total  personality  and  the  worth  of  each  individual 
student.  Thus,  it  attempts  to  provide  educational  experiences  which  contribute 
to  each  student's  development  as  a  mature  and  effective  personality,  to 
secure  and  maintain  appropriate  and  attractive  facilities,  and  to  select  and  se- 
cure instructors  and  staff  members  who  have  exceptional  qualities  of  mind, 
heart,  and  spirit,  who  come  from  a  broad  geographical  area,  and  who  present 
a  variety  of  points  of  view  in  the  educational  world. 

Bennett  believes  that  a  college  adequate  for  the  world  today  must  not  only 
provide  classroom  knowledge,  but  must  also  be  a  community  of  purposeful 
living  experiences.  It  must  foster  a  climate  where  emotions  can  be  drected, 
where  ideals  can  be  made  to  live;  it  must  prepare  them  for  specializatian  in 
various  vocations;  it  must  help  each  of  them  to  better  understand  their  fel- 
low human  beings  and  to  create  in  them  a  desire  to  accept  responsibility  for 
human  betterment.  Therefore,  the  college  aims: 

To  provide  ample  opportunities  for  growth  in  religious  thought  to  the  end 
that  certain  principles  will  be  made  to  occupy  a  definite  place  in  the  experi- 
ence of  the  student; 

To  provide  ample  opportunities  and  experiences  in  daily  living  that  will 
stimulate  practice  in  the  art  and  science  of  home-making; 

To  provide  the  environment  and  facilities  that  will  make  for  physical  fit- 
ness of  the  student  and  develop  in  her  an  appreciatinn  for  a  healthy  mind 
and  body; 

To  insure  adequate  preparation  in  specialized  fields  that  will  make  possible 
the  successfnl  pursuit  of  a  given  vocation; 

To  develop  in  the  student  an  understanding  of  and  an  appreciation  for  the 
cultural  and  scientific  achievements  of  man; 

To  stimulate  an  appreciation  for  the  beautiful  in  everyday  living  as  well 
as  in  the  arts; 

To  provide  varied  types  of  recreation  to  satisfy  the  needs  for  play  and  to 
give  direction  in  the  proper  use  of  leisure  time; 

To  develop  in  the  student  an  understanding  of  social  problems  and  to  stim- 
ulate in  her  a  desire  to  aid  in  their  solution. 

The  college  strives  to  achieve  and  to  maintain  these  aims  through  its  pro- 
gram of  guidance,  through  its  formal  curriculum,  and  through  its  co-curricular 
program. 

Bennett's  guidance  program  is  an  extensive  one  embracing  all  phases  of  the 
student's  life  and  placing  special  emphasis  on  the  development  of  poise,  self- 
direction  and  inner  control  within  each  student.  In  the  dormitories  the  guidance 
program  is  under  the  leadership  of  a  director  who  knows  the  aims  and  objec- 
tives of  the  college  and  is  a  sympathetic  companion  for  the  women.  In  every 
dormitory  a  student  assisstant — and  in  the  freshman  halls,  a  number  of  counse- 
lors, mostly  junior  students — share  in  the  responsibility  and  direction  of  stu- 
dent life.  Through  the  dormitory  organization  with  its  presidents,  officers  and 
committees,  each  young  woman  is  given  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
activities  and  is  thus  encouraged  to  develop  leadership,  lasting  friendships  and 
well-rounded  personalities.  The  care  of  the  dormitories  is  the  responsibility 
shared  by  each  student  who  helps  with  the  duties  in  addition  to  caring  for  her 
room. 

Bennett's  guidance  program  is  futher  enhanced  by  wholesome  and  purpose- 
ful faculty-student  relationships  wherein  faculty  and  students  work  together  in 
conference  and  discussion,  planning  and  improving  classroom  work  and  co-cur- 
ricular activities. 
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The  college  recognizes  the  importance  of  the  students  maintaining  good 
physical  and  mental  health  if  they  are  to  enjoy  an  effective  and  happy  life.  The 
program  is  organized  so  that  student  health  is  given  attention  not  only  in  formal 
courses  but  in  conferences,  in  outdoor  activities  and  through  the  traditional 
two-hour  break  every  day  for  lunch  and  rest. 

The  Bennett  girl  is  given  ample  opportunity  and  is  encouraged  to  express 
herself  in  every  area  of  college  life.  Her  spiritual  needs  are  met  by  such  reli- 
gious activities  as  Sunday  Vespers,  midweek  vespers,  the  YWCA,  the  WSCS 
and  the  Sunday  school.  Each  girl  has  an  active  voice  in  determining  the  reg- 
ulations of  campus  life  through  her  membership  in  the  Student  Senate,  the 
student  governing  board  winch  comprises  the  entire  student  group.  Her  needs 
for  creativity  and  development  of  leadership  are  met  through  her  partici- 
pation in  the  choir,  the  theatre  guilds,  the  orchestra,  the  Bennett  Banner,  the 
radio  programs  and  30  other  clubs  and  interested  groups.  The  Student  Union 
building,  which  is  just  completing  its  first  year  in  existence,  and  which  is  the 
culmination  of  the  philosophy  of  the  Bennett  co-curricular  program,  is  the 
combined  recreational,  social  and  dining  center  on  the  campus.  Here  in  a 
wholesome,  informal  atmosphere,  faculty,  alumni  and  students  may  plan  and 
participate  in  group  discussions,  parties  musicals,  banquets,  receptions  and  an 
infinite  variety  of  recreational  social  activities.  The  Union  is  the  headquarters 
for  the  Student  Senate  and  the  other  student  orgaizations  and  is  the  place 
where  faculty,  students  and  alumni  find  comfortable  lounges  and  adequate 
provisions  for  carrying  on  committee  work  and  small  conferences.  Bowling, 
table  tennis  and  table  games  are  among  the  many  activities  to  be  enjoyed  by 
students  in  their  leisure  time.  A  non-resident  student  lounge,  a  post  office, 
telephones,  an  information  bureau,  college  store  and  snack  bar  are  special 
services  provided  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  die  college  community. 

At  Bennett  each  student  selects  a  major  and  a  minor  subject  with  or  with- 
out preparation  for  a  teacher's  certificate.  Bennett  College  confers  the  degrees 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science.  Both  degrees  represent  die  satis- 
factory completion  of  124  semester  hours  and  the  securing  of  an  equal  num- 
ber of  quality  points — widi  an  average  of  C  for  graduation.  The  Bennett  Col- 
lege degree  is  not  awarded  purely  upon  completion  of  formal  requirements. 
Recommendation  for  degrees  are  based  on  die   student's  total  achievements. 

Since  1939  die  college  has  been  engaged  in  an  extensive  study  of  women's 
education  in  an  attempt  to  develop  a  curriculum  of  real  significance.  As  a  re- 
sult important  changes  have  been  made  particularly  in  the  areas  of  earning 
a  living,  mental  and  physical  health,  communication,  home  life  and  community 
leadership.  The  courses  are  planned  in  an  effort  to  relate  the  subject  matter 
to  life  outside  the  classroom.  Bennett  students  "learn  by  doing." 

Thus,  it  is  evident  that  Bennett  College  is  constantly  seeking  to  make  ed- 
ucation vital  to  the  students.  The  instructional  program  is  based  on  the  convic- 
tion Uiat  each  course  must  make  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  future  needs 
of  the  student.  The  approach,  being  purely  and  clearly  functional,  allows  for 
continious  modification  of  content  and  method  in  order  to  meet  the  demands 
of  everyday  living. 

It  can  be  truthfully  said  of  Bennett  that  it  is  an  outstanding  institution — 
a  place  of  distinction  and  uniqueness.  I  feel  diat  I  can  make  such  a  statement 
widi  authority  because  I  am  a  Bennett  graduate  and  am  now  working  at  Ben- 
nett. I,  like  most  other  Bennettites,  would  not  trade  my  days  of  experiences 
there — as  student  or  a  member  of  the  staff — for  anv  others  anywhere. 
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ALLEN  SCHOOL 

It  is  my  high  privilege  and  happy  pleasure  to  bring  to  you  again  the  an- 
nual report  from  the  Allen  School  and  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  for 
your  continuous  support. 

Ours  was  a  very  good  year  we  drink;  we  had  a  full  enrollment  of  130  with 
SO  living  in  die  dormitory  and  50  in  day  school. 

Some  highlights  of  our  activities  are: 

1.  Our  sextet  was  invited  to  sing  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Division 
at  Buck  Hill  Falls.  It  was  die  first  time  a  high  school  group  had  sung  tiiere 

2.  The  basketball  team  played  in  tiiree  tournaments  and  made  good  show- 
ings in  all  tiiree;  one  guard  qualified  for  all  conference  team. 

3.  This  year  we  had  our  first  regulation  debate  team.  They  entered  state 
finals  and  botii  affirmative  and  negative  teams  won  first  place. 

4.  The  glee  club  sang  62  concerts  and  small  ensembles  furnished  music 
and  worship  servicee  for  several  youtii  groups.  I  hope  some  of  you  heard  them. 

5.  Two  of  the  girls  will  represent  the  schoous  at  die  Youtii  Convocation  at 
Perdue  this  August.  If  any  of  your  children  are  to  attend,  I  hope  tiiey  will  meet 
our  Maxine  and  Mary. 

6.  The  drama  group  entered  district  and  state  finals  and  took  "A"  ratings 
at  botii  with  tiieir  play — -"Idols."  Two  girls  were  mentioned  as  outstanding 
actresses. 

7.  This  year's  graduating  class  was  small.  For  commencement  they  pres- 
ented a  pageant  entitled  "Between  These  Flands."  Of  die  14  graduates  11  have 
been  accepted  into  colleges  and  nursery  schools  —  three  to  Bennett  College, 
two  to  Clark,  one  to  Allen  University  in  Columbia,  one  to  Kenka  College, 
N.  Y.,  one  to  Kentucky  State,  one  to  Oregon  State  College,  two  to  nursing 
schools — 97  per  cent  of  the  class. 
As  to  interracial  interest: 

1.  Interchange  MYF  meeting  with  nearby  White  groups. 

2.  An  interraciai-iiiterfaith  dinner  meeting  at  which  Dr.  Eddy  Asirvatham 
from  India  and  Boston  University  was  guest  speaker. 

3.  A  group  of  five  were  invited  to  spend  Sunday  at  Bob  Jones  University. 

4.  Interchange  basketball  games  with  Warren  Wilson. 
As  for  World  Christian  Community  activities: 

1.  Our  Maundy  Thursday  offering  of  $14  went  to  India  Relief. 

2.  The  girls  gave  $27  for  900  three-cent  meals  for  India  Famine  Relief 
>und. 

3.  Girl  Scouts  packed  a  box  of  kindergarten  materials  for  a  group  in  Jubbul- 
pore,  India. 

4.  They  gave  die  price  of  1000  bricks  for  the  Methodist  Church  where 
we  worship. 

As  to  appreciation: 

First  of  all  we  are  deeply  grateful  for  your  continued  interest  and  tiiought- 
fulness. 

1.  Because  of  you  our  deaconnesses  attended  the  convocation  in  Kansas 
City.  They  had  a  wonderful  week  and  have  asked  me  to  express  their  thanks 
to  all  of  you  for  your  financial  contribution  to  their  expenses. 

2.  Because  of  you,  though  indirectly,  we  have  37  new  robes  for  our  choir, 
which  cost  around  $900;  these  were  purchased  for  the  most  part  from  the  col- 
lections at  concerts  given  at  your  church,  youth  rallies  and  district  MYF 
meetings.  The  collection  of  one  church  this  spring  was  $104. 

3.  Because  of  you  our  family  was  very  happy  at  Christmas  and  birthday 
time — and  our  supply  closet  is  well  stocked  with  linens.  Of  the  200  gift  boxes 
this  year  half  came  from  your  conference.  We  were  assigned  to  two  districts 
and  others  gave  as  tiiey  do  every  year. 
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4.  Because  of  you  and  your  scholarship  help,  our  Ethel  Chanis  finished  an- 
other year  at  Paine  College  and  still  maintains  a  fine  record.  She  was  at  Allen 
for  commencement  and  reports  that  she  was  given  a  reward  for  having  kept 
the  highest  average  of  any  student  in  the  college. 

5.  Because  of  a  member  of  your  conference  our  Mildred — of  whom  I  spoke 
as  wanting  to  become  a  missionary — has  completed  her  freshman  year  at  Ben- 
nett College  on  a  work  basis.  She  is  working  with  a  private  family  and  goes 
to  school,  too.  Her  tuition  was  made  possible  by  a  member  of  the  conference. 
All  of  us  are  especially  grateful  to  Mrs.  J.  B.  Little  of  Paw  Creek  and  her  Wo- 
man's Society  who  have  made  this  possible  for  Mildred.  If  Mrs.  Little  or  any- 
one from  that  church  is  here,  I  should  be  happy  to  meet  you. 

Finally,  the  best  I  have  saved  for  last. 

Due  to  increased  living  costs  and  the  increasing  number  of  underprivileged 
girls  who  cannot  pay  their  way,  we  have  had  to  operate  for  two  years  on  a 
deficit  which  we  regret  very  much. 

Because  of  you  our  deficit  was  decreased  by  nearly  $900.  Your  cash  con- 
tributions this  year  amounted  to  $888.31  which  means  that  underprivileged 
girls  were  able  to  remain  in  school  on  a  work  basis  with  a  subsidy  of  nearly 
$900  to  our  budget. 

We  are  especially  grateful  for  this  and  for  you — for  in  so  doing  you  are 
really  meeting  a  human  need  which  is  the  basis  for  all  Christian  service.  You 
are  living  up  to  the  name  of  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service — you 
serve  Him  when  you  serve  His  little  ones. 

We  have  enjoyed  and  appreciated  the  visits  from  women  and  ministers 
of  this  conference  and  I  extend  you  again  a  hearty  welcome  to  come  to  see  us 
at  any  time. 

Your  interest  and  your  spirit  of  love  of  God  through  love  of  fellowman  goes 
goes  a  long  way  towards  bringing  God's  kingdom  upon  earth. 

We  earnestly  solicit  your  prayers  and  your  gifts  during  the  week  of  pray- 
er and  self  denial  this  October  for  that  means  we  shall  have  our  new  dorm- 
itory which  we  so  sorely  need. 

The  eternal  blessings  of  God  will  be  yours — this  I  know  for  it  is  promised 
in  Luke  7:38.

BETHLEHEM  CENTEB,  CHARLOTTE.  N.  C. 

Tire  10th  anniversary  of  the  Charlotte  Bethlehem  Center  was  celebrated 
February  19  with  many  conferences  and  district  officers  having  a  part  in  the 
program.  One  speaker  reminded  the  group  present  that  it  was  not  in  dol- 
lars and  cents  that  the  progress  of  the  Center  could  be  measured  nor  could 
it  be  measured  by  the  number  of  people  it  served.  Only  as  lives  are  changed 
when  they  come  in  contact  with  the  program  of  the  Center  can  progress  be 
assured.  To  make  possible  these  changes  the  staff  and  Advisory  Board  have- 
have  worked  through  children  and  youth  groups,  adult  organizations,  churches, 
community  and  social  agencies. 

Increased  interest  on  the  part  of  church  groups  has  been  noted  during  this 
past  year.  This  has  been  particularly  true  of  children's  groups  who  have 
worked  hard  collecting  coupons  and  bringing  in  supplies  for  the  kindergarten. 
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The  increase  in  the  number  of  coupons  received  from  five  of  our  conference 
districts  has  made  it  possible  to  secure  a  teacher  trained  in  early  childhood 
education  for  the  year  1951-52. 

Thirty-eight  children  were  enrolled  in  the  kindergarten  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year  with  more  than  that  number  on  the  waiting  list.  Twenty  of 
these  children  were  graduated  in  June.  They  received  instructions  in  craft, 
group  play  and  religious  education.  The  children's  ward  of  the  Good  Samari- 
tan hospital  has  been  a  special  project  of  the  club  groups.  Tray  favors  havs 
been  sent  to  the  children.

The  pages  of  the  calendar  have  turned  swiftly  and  as  we  look  back  we 
feel  we  have  been  privileged  to  serve. 

As  we  record  the  activities  of  our  institution  for  the  year,  we  pause  in  hum- 
ble gratitude  to  God  and  pay  tribute  to  the  faithful  women  throughout  the 
conference  whose  diligent  efforts  have  made  this  institution  possible. 

We  had  a  daily  average  attendance  of  55  in  the  day  care  program  and 
maintained  this  program  at  the  estimated  cost  of  $1.01  per  day  per  child.  We 
gave  the  Golden  Agers  many  happy  hours  of  weaving  and  our  loom  has  been 
a  pleasure  and  education  to  many. 

Our  hearts  are  heavy  when  we  look  out  our  windows  and  see  the  crying 
need  for  recreational  facilities  in  our  community.  We  are  answering  this  need 
as  best  we  can  with  our  volunteer  staff  and  playground  facilities.  We  need 
Bible  school,  club  work  and  superviesion  for  the  youth  of  our  commun- 
ity who  are  hungry  for  some  things  to  do. 

The  fence  is  paid  for  but  don't  forget  our  coupon  drive,  we  depend  on 
it  for  so  many  things.  We  hope  to  pay  the  bill  for  our  playground  equipment 
through  coupons. 

We  trust  Bethlehem  Center  will  always  offer  "More  Abundant  Life" 
and   continue   to    grow   in    fellowship    and    service

GREEN   VALLEY  —   MARION   DISTRICT 

Green  Valley — as  I  saw  it  for  the  first  time  last  February — was  not 
green  but  white.  This  is  the  way  I  saw  it  too  much  of  the  time  until  the 
middle  of  April.  Green  Valley  is  a  beautiful  spot  in  the  mountains  of 
western  North  Carolina.  Much  of  the  farming  is  done  on  the  sides  of  the 
mountains  —  or  hills  —  as  the  people  call  them.  Tobacco  and  beans  are 
among  the  chief  crops.  Many  of  the  people  raise  cattle  and  sheep.  Some 
of  the  people  live  in  lovely  homes  equipped  with  the  modern  conveniences 
found  in  other  parts  of  our  country.  Other  homes  are  very  humble  with  very 
few  of  the  comforts  we  all  want. 

Due  to  weather  conditions  and  bad  roads  I  could  not  get  around  in  the 
car  for  several  weeks  after  my  arrival  at  Green  Valley.  Because  of  the  severe 
winter  some  of  the  churches  had  had  no  services  in  about  three  months. 
One  of  the  first  things  I  did  was  to  put  on  my  boots  and  wade,  sometimes 
through  snow  and  sometimes  through  mud  to  visit  in  the  homes  of  the 
people.  I  don't  think  that  I  shall  ever  forget  the  feeling  I  had  as  I  walked 
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through  pastures  of  strange  cattle  and  up  wagon  trails  to  some  of  the  homes. 
By  the  time  I  could  get  out  with  the  car  I  had  visited  in  many  of  the 
homes  within  walking  distance.  I  found  the  people  to  be  humble,  friendly, 
and  hospitable.  From  the  very  beginning  they  made  me  feel  that  they  were 
glad  that  I   was  there. 

The  church  life  of  the  people  has  been  terribly  neglected.  Many  of  the 
people  do  not  go  to  any  church,  and  young  people  and  older  people  alike  are 
non-church  members.  So  many  of  them  do  not  feel  that  the  church  is  very 
important.  There  are  six  churches  on  the  charge  with  one  pastor.  Two  of 
these  churches  have  only  nine  active  members  each.  The  six  churches  have 
a  total  of  120  active  members.  Some  of  the  churches  are  in  need  of  repair. 
Three  of  them  do  not  have  electric  lights;  two  of  them  have  no  kind  of 
musical  instruments.  The  only  hymn  books  that  some  of  them  have  are  the 
ones  which  were  given  to  the  charge  by  the  Marion  district  W.S.C.S.  I  keep 
these  books  in  the  car  and  carry  them  from  church  to  church.  The  Green 
Valley  church  has  been  torn  down  and  a  new  church  is  being  built.  At  the 
present  time  services  are  being  held  in  the  school  house.  The  people  are 
thrilled  with  the  idea  of  having  a  new  church  and  are  giving  freely  of  their 
time  and  means.  The  work  on  the  church  is  being  done  by  the  men  of 
the   community. 

My  first  contact  with  the  children  was  through  the  school.  Green  Valley 
has  a  two-teacher  school.  Some  of  my  happiest  experiences  have  been  with 
those  children.  During  the  school  months  I  had  charge  of  chapel  each  week 
and  taught  songs  to  the  children.  I  was  truly  amazed  at  the  spirit  in  which 
they  sang.  This  gave  me  the  idea  of  a  junior  choir.  I  started  out  to  organize 
a  choir,  composed  of  the  children  from  three  churches  on  the  charge  which 
are  located  so  near  each  other.  The  response  was  encouraging.  A.  W.S.C.S. 
circle  in  Charlotte  sent  lovely  choir  robes  and  it  was  a  great  thrill  to  see  the 
joy  in  the  faces  of  the  children  when  they  put  on  the  robes  for  the  first 
time.  They  wore  these  robes  and  sang  at  the  May  sub-district  meeting  of 
the  M.Y.F.  at  which  time  Green  Valley  won  the  attendance  banner  with  47 
present. 

Our  first  V.C.S.  on  charge  closed  last  Friday  with  a  picnic.  There  were 
45  on  roll.  I  taught  a  class  of  Intermediates,  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  only 
one  of  the  ten  on  roll  was  a  church  member,  and  this  one  was  a  visitor  in 
the  community.  Perhaps  you  can  imagine  my  joy  when  two  of  the  girls  came 
to  me  two  days  before  the  school  closed  and  said  that  they  would  like  to 
join  the  church.  On  the  final  day  of  V.C.S.  one  other  Intermediate  and  three 
Juniors  expressed  the  desire  to  become  church  members.  I  am  planning  to 
begin  a  church  membership  class  for  these  young  people  next  week.  We  are 
using  the  conference  recommended  texts  and  each  school  will  be  two  weeks 
in  length.  The  gifts  of  money  and  of  equipment  from  you  women  of  the 
W.S.C.S.  are  making  it  possible  for  us  to  have  better  schools  than  we  could 
have  otherwise.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  you 
for  your  faithful  support. 

A  deaconess  in  an  area  like  this  sometimes  finds  herself  attempting  to  Jo 
things  that  she  never  dreamed  she  would  ever  try  to  do,  such  as  teaching 
school,  grades  one  through  four  in  the  same  room,  and  trying  to  fill  the 
minister's  Sunday  preaching  appointment  as  I   did  in   a   case  of  illness. 

We  have  re-organized  two  Sunday  schools  on  the  charge  and  they  are 
using  the  Methodist  literature.  The  first  W.S.C.S.  on  the  charge  was  or- 
ganized in  February  and  we  plan  to  have  our  first  study  course  next  month. 
At  the  present  time  we  have  no  M.Y.F.  organization  but  our  young  people 
have   been   attending  the   sub-district   meetings   and   plans   are   underway    to 
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organize  a  M.Y.F.  on  the  charge.  Two  of  our  intermediates  are  planning  to 
go  to  Camp  Tekoa  for  a  week  in  July.

"UNITED    CHURCH    WOMEN" 


I  suspect  some  of  you  are  wondering  just  what  we  mean  when  we  say 
"United    Church   Women." 

So,  let's  ask  ourselves,  Who  are  we  as  United  Church  women? 

1.  We  are  Church  Women — Protestant-Evangelical-Orthodox — in  local 
communities,  who  work  together  tiirough  their  denominations  and  through 
local  Councils  of  United  Church  Women. 

2.  We  are  Church  Women  who  work  together  through  STATE  Councils 
of  United  Church  Women. 

3.  There  is  in  America  an  organization  known  as  the  National  Council 
of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  United 
Church  "Women  is  the  Department  of  Women's  Work  of  this  Council. 

What  is  the  purpose  of  this  Department? 

"To  unite  church  women  in  their  allegiance  to  their  Lord  and  Savior, 
Jesus  Christ,  through  a  program  looking  to  their  integration  in  the  total  life 
and  work  of  the  church  and  to  the  building  of  a  world  Christian  com- 
munity." 

What  do   we   do   as   United   Church   Women? 

Three  distinct  things: 

1.  We  work  for  Christian  World  Missions  through  the  World  Day  of 
Prayer.  This  program  is  written  by  women  in  different  countries  from  year 
to  year,  and  is  distributed  to  10,000  communities  in  the  U.  S.  and  to  90 
other  countries. 

The  offering  taken  on  this  day  (which  is  always  the  first  Friday  in  Lent), 
is  used  for  missions  at  home  and  abroad. 

It  was  an  interesting  thing  that  in  the  same  mail  that  brought  Mrs.  Crow- 
ell's  letter  asking  me  to  present  this  subject  today,  came  a  letter  from  Lorena 
Kelly,  our  missionary  in  Africa,  telling  how  200  students  ranging  in  age  from 
tiny  little  tots  to  older  ones  in  the  sixth  grade  had  just  observed  their  World 
Day  of  Prayer,  using  eight  different  languages  in  the  service. 

She  said  that  from  the  singing  of  the  first  hymn  "the  spirit  of  reverence 
and  seriousness  reigned  throughout  die  hour  as  these  boys  and  girls  of  Cen- 
tral Africa  knelt  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  in  supplication  for  all  men  everywhere." 
And  of  course  the  women  also  held  their  services. 

2.  We  work  for  Christian  Social  Relations  through  May  Fellowship  Day, 
which  is  the  first  Friday  in  May.  May  Fellowship  points  up  the  need  of  a 
more  united  Protestantism  and  shows  what  it  can  do,  beginning  in  the  local 
community. 

3.  We  work  for  Christian  World  Relations  dirough  World  Community 
Day,  which  is  the  first  Friday  in  November.  Interest  on  this  day  is  centered 
in  the  United  Nations  and  international  peace  and  good  will. 


WHY  SHOULD  WE  IN  THE   LOCAL   COMMUNITIES   ORGANIZE? 

Because 

Christ  pleads  for  unity  among  His  followers.  There  are  some  things  we 
can  do  together  that  we  cannot  do  alone. 
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We  Methodist  women  think  our  job  is  to  help  save  the  world,  and  it  is — 
the  Presbyterian  woman  think  the  same  thing,  the  Episcopal  women  think 
the  same  thing,  and  so  on,  so  it  is  fine  when  we  do  it  together. 

Another  reason  is — Christian  lay  women  united  can  help  direct  the  forces 
of  community  life,  and  the  work  of  each  church  will  be  strengthened  by  the 
united  work. 

What  are  some  of  the  things  we  can  do  together? 

Making  better  motion  pictures  in  the  community — interdenominational 
missionary  institutes — conference  on  marriage  and  Christian  family  fife — 
better  labor-management  and  race  relations — a  study  of  the  United  Nations 
and  support  of  world  peace — and  cooperate  with  other  groups  in  migrant 
work  in  the   community  or   state. 

And  just  at  this  time  we  will  have  an  opportunity  to  help  with  migrant 
work  right  here  in  our  own  conference  at  Hendersonville.  Our  State  Council 
of  Churches  undertook  two  projects  of  migrant  work  for  our  state  this  year, 
one  at  Elizabeth  City  and  the  other  at  Hendersonville.  It  will  cost  $1,600.00 
to  finance  these  projects,  but  we  are  launching  out  on  faith. 

In  addition  to  contributions,  they  are  asking  that  we  send  books,  crayons, 
puzzles,  and  etc.,  for  use  with  the  migrant  children.  They  do  not  need  to  be 
new  ones  if  your  children  have  good  used  ones;  send  them  to  Miss  Frances 
Query,  College  Station,  Durham,  N.  C.  I  hope  many  of  you  will  respond  to 
this  call.  Two  of  our  conference  officers,  Mrs.  Ballard  and  Mrs.  Garrett,  are 
members   of  the   state   commission   on   migrant   work. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  we  can  do  better  together. 

Let  me  urge  you  women  that  when  you  go  back  to  your  homes,  you  take 
the  initiative  in  calling  together  leading  representatives  of  all  woman's  work 
in  the  various  denominations,  and  arouse  interest  in  organizing  local  Councils 
of  United  Church  Women,  for  millions  of  Protestant  church  women  can 
change  the  world. 

And  since  as  John  Wesley  said,  "The  world  is  my  Parish,"  I  know  of  no 
finer  way  to  make  it  come  true  than  by  all  of  us  working  toegther. 
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Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  he  that  believeth  on  me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  he  shall  live:  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth 
in  me  shall  never  die."  Again  we  read, — The  righteous  live  forever  and  the 
care  of  them  is  with  the  Most  High:  with  His  right  hand  will  He  cover  them, 
and  with  His  arm  shall  He  shield  them.  For  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house 
of  this  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a  building  of  God,  an  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

Death  is  the  great  mystery  and  only  here  and  there  have  we  a  glimpse  of 
what  the  life  beyond  will  be.  However,  from  the  knowledge  we  do  have  of 
God  with  His  infinite  tender  care  in  this  life,  we  know  we  can  trust  our 
future  also  without  fear — Jesus  himself  tells  us  not  to  be  troubled  about  it. 
Perhaps  no  scripture  in  all  the  Bible  is  used  more  in  times  of  sorrow  than 
His  blessed  words — "let  not  your  heart  be  troubled — In  my  Father's  house 
there  are  many  mansions — I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you,  that  where  I  am 
there  ye  may  be  also." 

If  it  were  given  to  us  to  know  the  whole  of  life's  unfolding  plan 
If  we  could  see  what  waits  for  us  out  there  beyond  our  little  span, 
There'd  be  no  lovely  mystery,  no  wonder  at  the  heart  of  things, 
For  we  with  open  eyes  would  see  the  answer  to  our  questionings. 
It  is  well  God  keeps  his  secrets,  for  if  everything  we  knew 
Where  would  be  the  need  of  faith  for  ends  beyond  our  view.  • 
It  is  enough  to  know  that  He  is  there  and  here,  below — above 
That  all  the  boundless  Universe  is  in  His  hands — and  He  is  love. 

So  with  that  faith  in  our  Lord  and  the  precious  promises  in  His  word 
we  can  come  with  grateful  hearts  that  this  is  so  as  we  pay  tribute  to  those 
whose  tasks  are  over. 

We  cannot  think  of  them  as  dead  who  walk  with  us  no  more 
Along  this  path  of  life  we  tread;  they  have  but  gone  before. 
The  Father's  house  is  mansioned  fair  beyond  our  vision  dim; 
All  souls  are  His  and  here  or  there  are  living  unto  Him. 
And  still  their  silent  ministries  within  our  hearts  have  place, 
As  when  on  earth  they  walked  with  us  and  met  us  face  to  face. 
Ours  are  they  by  an  ownership  nor  time  nor  death  can  free; 
For  God  hath  given  to  love  to  keep  its  own  eternally. 

We  owe  more  than  we  know  to  the  great  souls  who  in  a  quiet,  unassum- 
ing way  have  lived  their  lives  in  tune  with  the  highest — have  stood  in  tiieir 
places  and  have  done  their  duty  without  honor  or  recognition,  neither 
wanting  nor  expecting  fame.  As  time  goes  by  some  lives  are  lost  in  forget- 
fulness,  but  no  distance  can  dim  the  faithful  from  our  view.  Their  deeds  and 
loyalty  continue  with  us  and  their  influence  goes  on  through  the  lives  of  us 
behind.  In  God's  sight  no  faithful  sendee  is  in  vain  and  no  single  fife  spent 
in  the  quest  of  some  Christlike  goal  is  without  its  power  to  sweeten  life  for 
all  time.  So  while  life  passes,  work  is  permanent.  Youth  goes,  minds  weaken, 
eyes  grow  dim,  but  through  the  ages — through  all  eternity  what  we  have  done 
for  God,  that  and  only  that  remains.  There  is  a  story  of  a  beautiful  light- 
house that  stood  near  Boston  that  was  destroyed  in  a  gale.  Despite  the  fury 
of   the   storm,   the   bell   still   tolled   and   the   light   still   flashed.   The   howling 
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blast  could  not  silence  one  or  the  rising  wave  extinguish  the  other.  At  last 
one  great  wave  swept  the  mighty  structure  away  and  the  last  thing  that  was 
heard  was  the  sound  of  the  bell,  the  last  thing  seen  was  the  flash  of  the  light, 
faithful  to  the  end.  So  our  departed  friends — the  light  of  their  service  still 
shines,  the  echo  of  their  sacrifice  still  rings  in  our  ears.  May  we  bow  in 
silent  tribute  as  we  call  the  names  of  the  Districts  where  they  served.

REPORT  OF  THE   WESLEYAN   SERVICE   GUILD 
WESTERN  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 

Miss  Annabel  Thompson,  Secretory 

June  19,   1951 

The  Constitution  says,  "The  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
shall  be  to  interest  women  gainfully  employed  in  a  total  program  for  others 
as  well  as  themselves."  As  one  reads  the  reports  that  come  in  from  the 
Guilders  it  is  certain  that  they  are  definitely  thinking  of  others.  They  do 
many  things  which  are  not  mentioned  but  a  few  of  them  are  giving  and 
packing  boxes  of  used  clothing  for  Korea  and  DP  families  in  our  midst. 
Magazines  are  given  to  these  local  families.  Good  sums  of  money  have  been 
sent  to  the  Cherokee  Indians,  Home  for  the  Aged,  besides  the  local  home 
projects.  Some  groups  have  worked  quite  hard  regarding  the  ABC  store 
elections.  Many  have  saved  coupons  for  the  Bethlehem  Centers. 
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We  have  a  membership  of  4,423  with  115  members  having  transferred 
to  the  Woman's  Society.  There  have  been  six  new  Guilds  organized  this 
year. 

Our  Guild  Scholarship  fund  has  grown  considerably  this  year  besides  the 
widening  of  interest  in  Mission  work.  During  this  past  year  we  have  paid 
the  expenses  of  a  girl  who  was  a  junior  at  Greensboro  College.  She  plans 
to  do  full-time  Christian  work.  We  are  anxious  to  train  some  young  person 
for  the  mission  field  or  full-time  Christian  work.  Soon  we  hope  to  have  an- 
other start  her  training  for  this  work. 

Our  special  project  for  the  year  has  been  to  establish  a  Reading  Room 
at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College.  This  has  been  accomplished.  The  room  was 
painted  three  times,  now  it  has  a  good  floor  covering,  drapes,  also  tables 
and  chairs.  The  room  meets  a  very  definite  need  at  the  college.  Other  per- 
sons have  become  interested  in  this  project  and  have  given  things  which  add 
to  the  general  attractiveness  of  the  room. 

Each  Guild  has  been  asked  to  urge  the  members  to  subscribe  to  the 
North  Carolina  Advocate.  We  have  a  few  Guilds  that  are  now  100%  sub- 
scribers. We  would  like  for  this  to  be  true  throughout  the  Conference. 

The  work  for  part  of  this  past  year  was  done  by  Miss  Lottie  Duncan,  but 
she  left  the  state  in  October.  At  that  time  I  assumed  some  of  the  responsi- 
bilities. We  have  also  had  some  changes  in  the  District  Secretaries.  These 
changes  have  tended  to  interrupt  part  of  the  program  but  we  feel  that  we 
have  had  a  good  year.  Now  we  are  working  together  for  the  sake  of  the  Guild 
purpose  and  hope  to  prove  that  we  are  workmen  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  God. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

1.  That  the  Weslevan  Service  Guild  work  with  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  the  closest  possible  way  in  promotion  and  organization, 
with  one  sole  purpose — to  enlist  every  woman  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  a 
Christian  organization.  Our  ultimate  goal  will  be  to  make  Christian  all  those 
things  that  make  for  better  living  throughout  the  world. 

2.  That  we  strive  to  create  a  greater  awareness  of  the  ever-increasing 
need  for  our  mission  giving,  because  of 

(  a )   additional  missionary  personnel  needed 
(b)   increased  living  cost  of  our  missionaries 

3.  That  we  strive  to  increase  our  giving  through  Special  Memberships  and 
Week  of  Prayer  observances. 

4.  That  special  emphasis  be  given  to  Missions  in  1951-52,  and  a  concerted 
effort  be  made  to  enlist  recruits  for  full-time  Christian  service. 

5.  That  the  Guild  find  ways  of  making  the  local  church  the  center  of 
Christian  fellowship  for  families  and  individuals  through  more  adequate  op- 
portunities for  social,  recreational  and  cultural  activities. 

6.  That  we  encourage  and  promote  interest  in  the  approved  studies 
(a)   that  each  guild  have  at  least  two  study  courses  during  each  year. 

7.  That  we  continue  to  stress  support  of  the  two  newly  established  projects 
of  the  Guild,  namely,  The  Marion  Lela  Norris  Scholarship  Fund  and  The 
Seward  Hospital. 

8.  That  we  emphasize  and  support  the  United  Nations  with  renewed 
vigor  since  peace  is  a  major  concern  of  all  Christians  and  since  we  believe 
that  the  United  Nations  is  the  chief  instrument  through  which  peace  may  be 
achieved.  (Excellent  suggestions  for  doing  this  may  be  found  in  The  Method- 
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ist  Woman  and  The  World  Outlook.  Other  material  may  be  secured  from 
Literature  Headquarters — "A  Christian's  Primer  of  the  United  Nations"  and 
"The  World  in  Your  Hands.") 

9.  That  we  study  the  social  creed  of  our  Methodist  church  and  take  our 
stand  upon  the  principles  set  forth  therein  and  quote  them  as  a  source  of 
authority. 

10.  That  continued  effort  be  made  to  have  conference  and  district  secre- 
taries attend  Jurisdiction  Guild  Week-end  at  Junaluska,  July  13,  14,  15  and 
the  Conference  Week-end,  June  22,  23,  24. 

11.  That  the  officers  of  the  Guild  seek  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
total  program  of  our  woman's  work,  realizing  that  we  are  a  part  of  the  total 
program. 

12.  That  our  purpose  be:  to  eagerly  seek  the  very  young  woman  just  en- 
tering the  field  of  the  gainfully  employed  and  encourage  her  to  become  a 
Guilder,  and  to  further  enlist  and  interest  her  in  becoming  a  full  time  Christian 
worker  in  the  great  field  "White  Unto  the  Harvest."

REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  TREASURER 
Miss   Cloyce   Woody 

For  the  year  just  ended,  there  was  a  gratifying  increase  in  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  contributions  in  virtually  all  items.  While  the  Pledge  to  Mis- 
sions alone  was  not  increased  15%,  several  other  items  exceeded  this  goal. 
The  two  items  showing  the  largest  increases  being,  Special  Memberships 
with  an  increase  of  $835.00  over  last  year;  and  Cash  for  Supplies  with  more 
than  a  50%  increase.  The  total  amount  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  was 
$20,712.77  and  represents  a  per  capita  giving  of  $4.71  for  Missions. 

One  outstanding  accomplishment  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  a 
Religious  Activities  room  at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  for 
which  $622.15  was  contributed.  Many  of  you  have  seen  the  room  at  Pfeiffer 
and  know  that  it  is  already  filling  a  long  existing  need  of  the  students. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Scholarship  fund  continues  to  grow  satis- 
factorily with  a  balance  of  $1,370.98  at  this  time. 

As  we  enter  the  last  year  of  the  Advance  Program,  may  we  make  a  very 
strenuous  effort  to  increase  our  giving — with  specialized  emphasis  on  Mission 
Pledge,  so  that  our  Advance  Goals  may  be  realized,  and  through  our  giving, 
we  shall  be  truly  "Seeking  Him  Together." 
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As  publicity  chairman  of  our  Conference  I  would  like  to  stress  that  we 
obtain  more  subscriptions  to  the  N.  C.  Christian  Advocate.  Remember  to 
mark  these  subscriptions  WSG.  As  yet,  we  do  not  have  our  page  in  the 
Advocate  and  we  must  get  these  subscriptions  to  obtain  this  goal.  Every 
officer  in  your  local  Guild  should  receive  this  magazine.  Send  your  pub- 
licity to  Mrs.  Lester  Ballard,  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page.  Send  in  the  in- 
teresting programs  and  projects  carried  on  in  your  Guild.

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REPORT 

OF 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  BY  DISTRICTS 

June  1,  1950— May  31,  1951 
ASHEVILLE   DISTRICT 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  had  a  very  good  year,  we  feel.  How- 
ever, we  now  have  one  less  unit  than  last  year.  We  lost  Brevard  to  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  After  considering  this  change  for 
sometime,  they  felt  that  more  could  be  accomplished  this  way  under  the 
prevailing  conditions.  We  regret  to  have  them  leave  us  though. 

This  leaves  us  10  units  and  each  of  these  is  doing  very  good  work.  The 
number  of  members  is  increasing  and  our  financial  reports  are  very  good. 
I  would  like,  though,  to  see  the  Mission  Pledges  at  least  equal  the  amount 
given  to  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  For  instance,  last  year  our  report  showed  $911.78 
for  Mission  Pledges  and  $2,465.58  for  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A. 

We  had  331   members  as   of  May  31st. 

Our  district  meeting  last  October  was  held  in  Burnsville.  This  was  a 
whole  day  meeting.  The  Burnsville  Guild  served  dinner  in  the  basement 
of  the  church.  We  had  a  very  good  speaker,  Miss  Mabel  Howell,  retired 
teacher  of  Scarritt  College.  After  that  we  had  discussions  of  different  phases 
of  the  work.  These  were  led  by  some  of  our  own  officers  and  of  the  W.  S. 
C.  S.  I  feel  that  this  was  one  of  the  best  district  meetings  we  have  had.  It 
was   well   attended. 

Our  Guilds  are  doing  many  things  in  the  way  of  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties and  Christian  Social  Relations.  The  sending  of  supplies,  boxes  of  cloth- 
ing, etc.;  contributing  to  the  support  of  special  missionaries,  one  has  been 
contributing  to  the  support  of  a  nursery  for  negro  children;  and  many 
things  are  being  done  in  a  material  way  in  the  churches  and  parsonages. 

Perhaps  some  of  our  problems   are: 

( 1 )  The  failure  of  some  officers   getting  reports  in  on  time. 

( 2 )  The  fact  that,  in  some  cases,  we  are  failing  to  attract  all  of  our 
gainfully  employed  women  as  members  of  our  Guild. 

However,  I  am  very  proud  of  the  way  the  work  is  growing  and  I  feel 
that  we  are  looking  forward  to  greater  years  in  His  service  than  we  have 
yet    had.

CHARLOTTE  DISTRICT 


The  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  the  Charlotte  District  have  grown  in 
number  of  units,  number  of  members,  in  contributions,  and  in  service  to 
our  mission  fields  and  to  the  local  community.

GASTONIA  DISTRICT 


The  Gastonia  District  has  15  guilds  with  a  total  membership  of  388.  The 
total  contributions  to  all  causes  REPORTED  amounting  to  $5,371.49.  This 
number  of  guilds  includes  a  new  guild  at  Grace  Church,  Kings  Mountain, 
organized   May  30,    1951. 

Two  units  have  made  outstanding  contributions  to  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  that  I  would  like  to  mention. 

First:  Ebenezer  Church,  Belmont,  with  a  membership  of  25  has  raised 
a  total  of  $1,144.03.  Of  this  amount  $1,000.00  was  given  to  their  church 
building  fund.  Their  pledge  to  this  cause  for  the  next  year  is  $1,200,  being 
$100  each  month.  To  do  this  the  group  held  a  bazaar,  sold  laundry  pin  bags, 
collected  and  sold  scrap  paper,  sold  Christmas  and  All  Occasion  cards  and 
Hollands  Magazine.  They  also  prepared  and  served  fish  fries  for  the  public, 
served  dinners  to  various  groups  and  clubs  on  special  occasions.  This  guild 
also  had  a  special  meeting  worthy  of  mention  at  the  Methodist  Home  in 
Charlotte  honoring  one  of  their  aged  members,  who  resided  at  the  Home,  on 
the  occasion  of  her  82nd  birthday.  Twenty  members  and  two  ministers  at- 
tended, the  ministers  making  talks  to  the  group.  They  took  a  birthday  cake 
and  ice  cream  for  the  group  and  a  gift  for  Miss  Rhyne.  This  is  an  annual 
affair  of  the  group. 

The  next  is  Bradley  Memorial,  Gastonia.  Their  total  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  amounted  to  $916.17.  Of  this  amount 
they  made  $512  sponsoring  the  Mother's  Day  Bulletin  for  the  church,  and 
the  amount  being  used  for  new  hymnals  for  the  church.  They  also  sponsored 
a  pounding  for  a  church  member  in  the  amount  of  $163,  this  over  and 
above  their   regular  contributions   to   all   causes. 
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In  October,  Guild  Month,  the  district  meeting  was  held  in  Lincolnton 
with  the  members  of  First  Methodist  Church  and  Rhyne  Heights  acting  as 
hostesses.  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz  was  the  speaker  and  gave  a  most  interesting 
and  inspirational  talk.  She  also  told  us  many  interesting  things  about  the 
work  and  living  conditions  of  Jane  Stentz,  her  daughter  and  our  missionary 
to  India.  During  the  business  session  the  importance  of  prompt  reporting 
was  discussed.  Following  this  we  were  invited  to  the  church  dining  room 
where  the  hostesses  served  refreshments  and  a  most  enjoyable  social  hour 
was   held.    About    150   members    were   present.. 

In  August  the  senior  and  junior  guilds  of  Central  Methodist  Church, 
Shelby,  were  hosts  at  an  interesting  meeting  with  the  program  featuring  Miss 
Lelia  Epps,  missionary  emeritus  who  has  served  39  years  in  Sao  Paula,  Brazil, 
and  is  now  on  furlough  at  her  home  in  Kingstree,  S.  C.  Over  200  persons 
were  present  for  the  program,  including  guest  Guild  members  and  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  members  of  the  Gastonia  District.  Miss  Epps 
spoke  on  her  experiences  as  a  missionary  in  Brazil  with  an  excellent  com- 
bination of  humor  and  appeal.  She  pointed  out  the  great  need  of  help  from 
the  churches  for  Brazil  and  classified  the  biggest  problems  to  be  coped  with 
there  as:  1st,  the  immensity  of  the  country  with  its  unexplored  territories; 
2nd,  leprosy;  3rd,  300,000  Japanese  who  were  permitted  to  enter  the  country 
without  sufficient  medical  care;  4th,  illiteracy;  and  5th,  alcohol.  With  sharp 
humor  and  an  ebullient  personality,  Miss  Epps  carried  the  spark  of  desire 
to  help  these  people  to  her  listeners.  After  the  program  a  social  hour  was 
enjoyed. 

The  following  guilds  have  reported  mission   study  classes: 

First  Church,  Lincolnton,  had  an  extra  meeting  on  each  5th  Monday 
night,  a  book  being  discussed  at  each  meeting  by  the  members. 

Concord  Church,  Bessemer  City,  had  four  mission  studies  during  the 
year,  the  Dallas   guild,   3   and  Lowell,    1.

SALISBURY   DISTRICT 


We  of  the  Salisbury  District  of  the  Wesley  an  Service  Guild  are  happy 
to  say  we  have  increased  from  13  to  16  units  during  the  past  year  with  a 
membership  of  400.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress  and  our 
WSG  is  still  ADVANCING  in  membership  as  well  as  our  giving  both  to 
the  mission  fields  and  our  own  local  projects.

They  knew  little  of  the 
work  being  carried  on  by  this  organization  even  though  there  was  a  guild 
in  their  own  church.  These  girls  were  unable  to  join  with  the  others  because 
their  work  required  them  to  change  the  order  of  their  day.  They  worked 
during  the  evening,  so,  therefore,  their  meetings  must  be  in  the  mornings. 
Great  works  and  fellowship  have  come  from  these  meetings  and  many  times 
they  have  joined  together  for  breakfast  or  lunch  as  well  as  a  spiritual  meet- 
ing. Another  interesting  project  carried  on  by  a  "newcomer"  to  our  con- 
ference was  the  Christian  Social  Relation  activities  of  this  unit.  A  young 
colored  girl  of  the  community  was  trying  desperately  to  obtain  a  college  edu- 
cation. This  guild  wanted  to  help  so  they  gave  a  party  for  this  colored  girl 
and  showered  her  with  gifts  she  could  use  while  in  college.  What  wonder- 
ful blessings  for  those  who  share  with  others. 
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At  our  annual  guild  banquet  last  October  the  president  of  each  unit 
told  briefly  of  the  work  being  carried  on.  Many  and  varied  were  the  pro- 
grams   and   projects   being   carried    out    by   these    workers   for   God. 

We  are  working  and  praying  that  1951-52  will  be  even  greater  toward 
the  ADVANCE  OF  THE  KINGDOM  OF  GOD.

STATESVILLE   DISTRICT 


During  the  past  year  the  guilds  in  the  Statesville  District  have  all  been 
more  active  and  shown  interest  in  carrying  on  the  program  of  the  Guild.  We 
still  have  nine  guilds  in  the  District,  having  lost  one  and  gained  one.  During 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  guild  at  Rose  Chapel,  Statesville,  decided 
that  since  most  of  the  members  were  unemployed  they  should  be  in  a 
circle  of  the  W.S.C.S.  and  so  transferred  from  the  Guild.  In  October,  1950,  a 
new  guild  was  organized  at  Center  Church,  Mooresville,  with  a  complete 
slate  of  officers  and  they  have  been  doing  some  excellent  work;  more  even 
than  some  of  the  older  guilds.  A  new  circle  was  organized  in  the  guild  at 
Broad  Street,  Statesville,  for  young  employed  women  just  out  of  the  Youth 
Fellowship  group.  This  makes  three  circles  in  this  guild,  which  is  the  largest 
in  the  district. 

We  now  have  a  membership  of  268,  which  is  a  net  gain  of  21  over  the 
previous  year.  All  guilds  held  regular  meetings  each  month  during  the  year. 
Nineteen  study  classes  were  held  in  the  district  during  the  year,  which  is 
an  increase  of  ten  over  the  previous  year.  Thirteen  of  these  classes  were 
local,  five  conference  and  one  a  jurisdictional  class,  this  being  conducted  at 
Broad  Street,  Statesville.  Four  guilds — Lenoir;  First  Church,  Newton;  Broad 
Street;  and  Mooresville  —  have  had  four  classes  during  the  year.  Most  of 
these  classes  were  held  jointly  with  the  W.S.C.S. 

The  annual  district  dinner  meeting  was  held  at  First  Church,  Hickory, 
on  the  evening  of  November  21,  1950,  with  the  guild  at  that  church  as 
hostess.  Eighty-two  members,  representing  seven  guilds,  attended  this  meet- 
ing which  proved  very  helpful  as  well  as  enjoyable.  Lenoir  won  the  at- 
tendance award  on  a  percentage  basis,  but  Broad  Street,  with  22  present, 
brought  the  largest  group. 

We  have  had  almost  25  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  subscriptions 
to  church  periodicals  the  past  year,  and  if  these  are  being  read  we  shall 
have  a  more  informed,  and,  consequently,  more  interested  membership.  As 
reported,  we  have  39  subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman,  23  to  World 
Outlook  and  16  to  the  N.  C.  Christian  Advocate.  Seven  guilds  made  con- 
tributions to  the  Guild  Scholarship  Fund  and  six  made  contributions  to  our 
special  conference  project  at  Pfeiffer  College.  Seven  guilds  observed  Week 
of  Prayer,  in  most  cases  with  the  W.S.C.S.,  and  made  a  sacrificial  offering 
amounting  to  $179.80,  $42.17  more  than  the  previous  year. 

All  guilds  showed  their  desire  to  "go  the  second  mile"  in  sharing  by 
giving  cash  for  supplies  and  to  the  Magazine  Fund.  Two  life  memberships 
were  awarded  in  the  district  by  the  Guild  at  Broad  Street,  Statesville,  to 
Mrs.  George  McLelland  and  Mrs.  Roy  Sherrill  as  a  token  of  their  loyal  serv- 
ice. All  guilds  have  been  active  in  CSR  &  LCA,  helping  with  furnishing 
church  school  rooms,  parsonages,  furnishing  flowers  for  church  services, 
sending  clothing  to  orphanages  and  to  Korea  and  making  contributions  to 
many  other  projects  for  the  improvement  of  their  church  and  community. 

The  past  two  quarters  we  have  had  100  percent  reports  from  Promotion 
Secretaries,  and  with  only  two  exceptions  we  have  had   100  percent  reports 
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from  all  treasurers  during  the  entire  year.  All  guilds  have  elected  and  in- 
stalled their  officers  for  the  new  year  and  it  is  felt  that  we  shall  make 
greater  advances  this  year  in  carrying  out  the  four  goals  of  the  Guild.  Al- 
though our  time  is  limited,  our  love  is  not,  and  we  shall  increase  our  pray- 
ing,  our  serving  and  our   giving.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress  in  the  Thomasville  District  along 
many  fines.  Through  faithful  work  of  all  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds,  many  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  guilds  and  many  have 
been  transferred  into  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  We  are 
aware  that  the  guild  trains  future  leaders  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christ- 
ian Service.  This  year  16  unemployed  guild  members  were  transferred  into 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Eleven  new  members  were 
added  to  the  Guild  roll.  As  our  guilders  become  members  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  they  should  be  given  a  place  to  serve  on  some 
committee;  they  have  been  actively  engaged  in  guild  work  and  they  don't 
want   to   become   just   listening   members." 

The  Thomasville  District  has  18  guilds  with  673  members.  At  our  dis- 
trict meeting  in  October,  16  guilds  were  represented  with  one-third  of  the 
entire  membership  present.  Such  co-operation  as  this  has  helped  put 
the  Thomasville  District  at  the  top  with  the  other  leading  districts.  We  are 
now  second  from  the  top  in  mission  pledge.  There  were  eight  life  member- 
ships given.  $144.00  was  pledged  to  the  Guild  Scholarship  fund.  Week  of 
Prayer  offering  amounted  to  $200.15.  $105.50  was  given  to  the  Pfeiffer 
Religious  Reading  Room.  All  the  guilds  report  well  attended  study  classes. 

Wonderful  work  is  being  done  in  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  Some  of  the  things  are  money  paid  on  church  debt; 
food,  clothing  and  magazines  for  county  home;  donations  for  polio  founda- 
tion; stoves  for  church  kitchen;  toys  and  food  for  needy  families  at  Christ- 
mas. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  examples  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
also  of  being  a  good  neighbor  is  the  work  being  done  by  the  members  of 
one  of  the  guilds  for  the  colored  people  in  their  town.  Members  of  this 
guild  have  met  with  the  colored  women  in  their  church,  teaching  the  mis- 
sion study  course,  and  discussing  it  together.  In  memory  of  the  beloved 
Guild  member,  Miss  Sally  Clodfelter,  who  originated  this  phase  of  work 
several  years  ago,  the  new  refigous  education  building  was  named  for  her. 

Another  member  of  the  guild  met  with  these  colored  people  and  gave 
them  instructions  in  etiquette,  sewing  and  table  setting.  Perhaps  those  tilings 
seem  pretentious  in  relation  to  the  communities  where  you  and  I  five,  but 
yet  these  are  responsibilities  of  good  communities.  Unfortunately,  the  good 
communities  that  we  want,  do  not  just  happen.  Don't  you  like  to  think  that 
a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  leading  the  way  toward  better  and  more  Christ- 
like way  of  fife. 

As  we  take  our  places  in  our  guilds,  we  should  assume  that  we  have  the 
role  of  responsibility.  Our  influence  is  felt  not  only  in  our  society  but  church 
and  community  as  well,  and  we  should  all  realize  that  somewhere  someone  is 
looking  to  us  for  guidance  as  we  take  our  places  in  the  Christian  way  of  fife. 
We  think  that  the   guilds   of   the   Thomasville   District  have   truly   practiced 
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the  golden  rule,  and  we  to  the  best  of  our  ability  have  been  our  brother's 
keeper. 

We  all  remember  the  quotation,  "there  has  never  been  a  valley  so  low 
that  there  isn't  a  hilltop,  and  we  of  the  Thomasville  District  feel  that  we 
have  been  on  the  hilltop. 

The  guilds  of  the  Thomasville  District  are  planning  bigger  and  better 
things  for  next  year.  We  are  planning  to  plant  a  garden.  We  will  not  only 
plant  a  garden  but  we  will  cultivate  it.  First,  we  will  plant  five  rows  of 
P's:  presence,  preparedness,  promptness,  perseverence,  perceptiveness.  Next 
to  this  we  will  plant  three  rows  of  squash:  squash  gossip,  squash  criticism, 
squash  indifference.  Then  five  rows  of  lettuce:  let  us  be  faithful,  let  us  be  un- 
selfish and  loyal,  let  us  be  true  to  our  obligations,  let  us  obey  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, let  us  love  one  another.  No  garden  is  complete  without  turnips, 
turn  up  for  the  meetings,  turn  up  with  a  smile,  turn  up  with  new  ideas,  turn 
up  with  determination  to  make  everything  count  for  something  good  and 
worth  while.

WAYNESVILLE  DISTRICT 


When  the  district  secretary  was  visiting  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds 
of  the  Waynesville  District,  she  asked  what  the  members  considered  to  be 
the  outstanding  accomplishment  of  last  year.  The  visitation  program  that 
Margaret  Wilson  suggested  early  in  the  year  was  most  often  named  by  the 
various  guilds  as  being  very  successful.  These  meetings  were  held  in  the 
evening  as  dinner  meetings  or  as  regular  programs,  and  extended  from  August 
until  early  November.  All  eight  guilds  entertained  a  neighboring  guild  and 
visited  another  guild.  In  this  way  the  Christian  fellowship  brought  the  guild- 
ers in  closer  fellowship  with  the  Master.  In  recommending  this  visitation  pro- 
gram, Miss  Wilson  gave  us  the  scripture:  "They  helped  everyone  his  neigh- 
bor; and  everyone  said  to  his  brother,  Be  of  good  courage." — Isaiah  41:6. 

Another  district  secretary,  Florence  Sherrill,  succeeded  Miss  Wilson  in 
April  of  1951.  She  has  visited  seven  of  the  eight  guilds  and  will  visit 
Murphy,  the  last  one,  Monday,  June  25.  The  purpose  of  this  visitation  is 
to  become  acquainted  with  all  the  new  officers  and  as  many  of  the  mem- 
bers as  possible.  In  knowing  each  other,  it  is  believed  that  the  following  goals 
can  be  accomplished  in  the  coming  year: 

1.  "To  Seek  Him  Together"  and  individually  through  spiritual  develop- 
ment. 

2.  To  become  better  trained  officers  and  secretaries  of  the  committees  by: 

( a )  Attending  Guild  Week-end  at  Lake  Tunaluska. 

(b)  Reading  and  studying  The  Methodist  Woman. 

(c)  Using  every  resource  to  learn  how  better  to  do  the  job  assigned. 

3.  To  use  our  influence  and  prayers  in  guiding  young  people  to  become 
full-time  Christian  workers. 

4.  Te  become,  for  at  least  one  minute,  an  "Atlas"  in  the  financial  goal  of 
the  Advance  program. 

All  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  cannot  appear  in  reports;  per- 
haps the  reports  show  only  a  small  part  of  our  achievements.  However,  the 
Sylva  guild  reported  $100  as  given  to  the  remodeling  of  the  Highlands 
Church,  Highlands,  North  Carolina.  Waynesville  guild  purchased  new  altar 
cushions  for  the  First  Methodist  Church,  amounting  to  over  $100.  The  Frank- 
lin guild  gave   $89  in  co-operation  with  the  Parent  Teachers   Association  in 
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purchasing    milk    for    indigent    school    children.    These    were    local    projects. 
Hayesville   guild   led   the   district   in   contributing   $233.35   to   missions. 

In  view,  of  last  year's  work,  let  us  in  1951-52  as  did  "The  Preacher"  of 
old,  look  reverently  at  our  hands  and  pray,  "Whatsoever  thy  hands  findeth  to 
do,   do  it  with  thy  might."  — Ecclesiastes   9:10.

WINSTON-SALEM   DISTRICT 


The  gainfully  employed  women  of  the  Winston-Salem  District  have  tried 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  Standing  Committee  as 
planned  for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Although  we  have  not  increased  in 
number  of  units  we  feel  this  is  not  alarming  since  all  churches  that  are  large 
enough  to  have  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  are  organized  and  two  churches 
have  two  units  each.  We  did,  however,  have  an  increase  of  55  in  member- 
ship, which  shows  a  wonderful  work  is  being  done  in  interesting  the  em- 
ployed women  in  helping  to  build  a  Christian  world.  A  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  was  organized  at  Bethesda  where  there  is  no  Woman's  Society,  and 
we  feel  that  this  particular  group  is  supplying  a  real  need  to  their  church 
and  community.  The  unit  at  Dobson  was  discontinued  because  of  their 
members  being  material  for  the  Woman's  Society. 

Reporting  in  the  district  has  been  good.  We  hope  this  record  will  in- 
spire the  new  officers  to   do   as   well. 

Two  life  memberships  were  given  during  the  year — one  to  Miss  Katherine 
Miller,  Sedge  Garden,  and  one  to  Miss  Shirley  Rogers,  Belle  Bennett,  Cente- 
nary. 

We  are  proud  of  our  showing  in  the  Scholarship  Fund  for  we  realize 
the  need  of  financial  assistance  to  those  who  are  giving  their  lives  to  Christ 
in  Christian  service. 

We  are  equally  proud  of  our  contribution  to  the  North  Carolina  School 
for  Christian  Workers.  This  school  for  Negro  Methodists  throughout  North 
Carolina  is  held  in  Winston-Salem  each  year  for  ministers,  laymen,  mission- 
ary women,  and  young  people.  Courses  of  study  are  planned  to  help  those 
attending  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  church  and  community.  We  consider 
this  one  of  our  most  outstanding  contributions  to  the  department  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activity. 

Another  work  of  our  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  was  to  bring 
before  guilders  the  need  for  support  of  the  Woman's  Division  in  its  recom- 
mendations  regarding  alcoholic  beverages. 

During  the  year  the  district  secretary  visited  five  different  units  and  made 
a  total   of   thirteen  visits. 

Although  we  have  increased  our  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman 
and  World  Outlook  as  well  as  to  the  Christian  Advocate  we  still  feel  there 
is  need  for  improvement.  Our  aim  is  to  have  these  magazines  going  to  and 
being  used  by  every  officer  in  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

At  conference  our  district  had  a  representation  of  14  members;  at  the 
Institute  of  Missions  at  Greensboro  College,  6  members;  and  at  our  district 
meeting,  which  was  a  dinner  meeting,  175  were  present. 

Our  guilders  are  interested  in  the  fine  work  of  the  Bethlehem  Center, 
Winston-Salem,  and  have  contributed  coupons  as  well  as  material  for  scrap- 
books  for  the  children  to  use  in  their  supervised  work  and  play.  We  have 
also  contributed  to  the  reading  room  at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College  which  all  the 
time  is  proving  more  and  more  worthwhile  as  a  religious  activities  center. 
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All  requests  were  answered  and  we  have  reasons  to  be  proud  of  our 
financial  report. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  has  been  our  effort  to  enrich  the  spiritual 
life  of  each  member,  realizing  that  without  undergirding  our  work  with  the 
Spirit  of  Christ  our  efforts  are  in  vain.  We  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and 
Self  Denial.  It  is  impossible  to  record  the  value  received  from  a  spiritually- 
filled  life,  but  through  willingness  to  give  of  our  time,  labor,  and  gifts  we 
recognize  the  worth  of  the  working  women  of  the  church  to  the  missionary 
effort.

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Constitution  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society 
and  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  This  shall  include  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  gainfully  employed  women. 

ARTICLE  II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall 
be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  conference  in  accord- 
ance with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP  AND  OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Woman's  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from 
each  local  society;  one  delegate  from  each  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Unit;  all 
district  officers;  all  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees;  any  officers 
or  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference,  and  the  following  conference 
officers:  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  promotion  secre- 
tary, a  treasurer,  Wesleyan  Guild  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  a  secretary  of  student  work,  a  secretary  of  youth  work,  a  secretary  of 
children's  work,  a  secretary  of  missionary  education,  a  secretary  of  missionary 
service,  a  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  a 
secretary  of  literature  and  publications,  a  secretary  of  supply  work,  a  secretary 
of  spiritual  life,  a  secretary  of  status  of  women,  a  secretary  of  missionary 
personnel,  the  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate;  and  such  other  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE  IV— ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  RELATIONSHIPS 

The  president  of  die  Conference  Woman's  Society  shall  be  seated  in  die 
Annual  Conference,  but  witiiout  the  right  to  vote  unless  she  is  otherwise  a 
member  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE   V— ANNUAL   MEETING 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  die  Conference  Woman's  Society 
when  reports  shall  be  received  from  the  conference  officers  and  from  die 
districts.  Officers  shall  be  elected,  die  necessary  business  transacted,  and 
pledges  made  for  die  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  in- 
formation in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  VI— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions  in  the  Disci- 
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pline,  shall  elect  women  from  the  conference,  three  of  whom  shall  be  Con- 
ference officers,  for  membership  in  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service. 

Section  II.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the 
General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be 
nominated  to  provide  for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nominees. 

Section  III.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 

ARTICLE  VII— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording 
secretary  of  die  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Division. 


By-Laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE  I— OFFICERS 

Section  I.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  executive  committee.  She 
shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Jurisdictional  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and 
of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees 
as  the  discipline  may  provide. 

Section  II.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  society.  She 
shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  plans  and  methods  for  the  use 
and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials  as  related  to  the  duties  of 
the  program  committee  in  the  local  society.  She  shall  cooperate  as  directed  by 
the  vice-president  af  the  Jurisdiction  in  the  promotion  of  the  programs  of  the 
World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  conference  society  may  require. 

Section  III.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of 
the  conference  society  and  of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  keep  a  per- 
manent record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
executive  committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommendations  of 
the  executive  committee  to  the  conference  society  and  notify  all  committees 
of  their  appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the 
conference  society. 

Section  IV.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  promote  the  total  program  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  co-operation  with  die  district 
promotion  secretaries  she  shall  provide  for  leadership  training;  she  shall  sup- 
ply die  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work;  she  shall  seek  to 
organize  a  society  in  every  church  in  the  conference.  In  co-operation  with 
the  Jurisdictional  promotion  secretary,  and  with  the  district  promotion  secre- 
taries,  she   shall  plan  the  itineraries  of  field  workers,   missionaries  and  other 
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speakers.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immediately  after  the 
election  of  conference  society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the 
promotion  secretary  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the 
Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  conference  society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
promotion  secretary  of  the  Jurisdictional  Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  finance,  of  the  committee  on 
Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  of  the  committee  on  missionary 
personnel,  and  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee. 

Section  V.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  from  the 
treasurer  of  the  local  society.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  without  division  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  conference  society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon 
the  written  order  of  the  conference  president  and  promotion  secretary,  and 
shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books 
shall  be  audited  annually  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  and  the  auditors 
report  presented  to  the  conference  society.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine.  She  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee. 

Section  VI.  The  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall  be 
responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  conference  and  for  the  promotion 
of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary  information, 
recommend  missionary  projects  and  develop  interest  in  their  support.  She  shall 
recommend  to  the  conference  society  the  study  courses  approved  by  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and  pro- 
moting missionary  conferences  and  schools  of  missions,  and  educational  con- 
ferences and  seminars  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  study  and  action  and  through  this  committee 
co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  spiritual  life  and  of  Christian  social  relations 
and  local  church  activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study.  She  shall  co- 
operate also  with  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in 
its  program  of  missionary  education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies 
engaged  in  missionary  education.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference 
society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  missionary 
education  and  service,  and  to  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  of  the 
Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  Where  ad- 
visable this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of 
missionary  education  and  one  in  charge  of  special  missionary  projects.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  study  and  action. 

Section  VII.  The  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church 
activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  conference  through  district 
and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities. 
She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the 
findings  of  the  resource  committees  of  the  Department  in  the  Division.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  spiritual  life  and 
of  missionary  education  and  service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  con- 
ference. She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  conference  standing  committee  on 
Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward 
similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations   and 
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local  church  activities  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Department.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  study  and  action. 

Section  VIII.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  conference  Guild  committee.  She  shall  promote  the  work  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  conference,  shall  assist  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  new  units,  shall  receive  quarterly  reports  from  the  district  Guild 
secretaries,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference,  Jurisdictional,  and 
Division  Standing  Committees  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall 
familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the 
entire  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend, 
as  far  as  possible,  district  and  conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the 
Guild,  and  present  its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  the  conference.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference 
committees  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  on  missionary  per- 
sonnel, and  on  finance. 

Section  IX.  The  secretary  of  student  work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdictional 
secretary  of  student  work  and  to  the  secretary  of  student  work  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 

She  shall  work  also  in  co-operation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region) 
Student  Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state  director 
and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and  Christian  Social 
Action  Committees,  and  whenever  possible  with  the  inter-Conference  Com- 
mission on  Student  work.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  committee 
on  missionary  personnel. 

Section  X.  The  secretary  of  youth  work  shall  promote  the  work  according 
to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  conference  society.  She  shall  receive  reports  quarterly  and 
annually  from  the  district  secretaries  of  youth  work  and  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  youth  work  and  report  to  the  secre- 
tary of  youth  work  in  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and 
Cultivation. 

Section  XI.  The  secretary  of  children's  work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  conference  societv  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdictional  secretary  of  children's  work,  and  to  the  secretary  of  children's 
work  in  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 
She  shall  receive  reports  quarterly  and  annually  from  the  district  secretaries 
of  children's   work. 

Section  XII.  The  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  conference  and  for  the  dis- 
semination of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall 
make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of  the  Woman's  Division,  including 
the  program  materials,  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  conference 
needs.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation  of  the  Methodist  Woman  throughout 
the  conference,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the 
church  she  shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  through  the  con- 
ference. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  literature  and  publications.  She  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  conference  committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian 
Service. 

Section  XIII.  The  secretary  of  supply  work  shall  promote  interest  in  the 
sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
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the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
conference  society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary 
of  supply  work. 

Section  XIV.  The  secretary  of  spiritual  life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  standing  committee, 
she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead 
to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  study  and  action.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  conference  society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdictional  secretary  of  spiritual  life.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference 
committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service. 

Section  XV.  The  secretary  of  status  of  women  shall  study  die  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in 
other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  die  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the 
questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  standing  committee  on  status  of  women.  She  shall  make 
recommendations  to  the  conference  society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of 
activities  as  will  improve  women's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  die  conference  society  and  to  the  Jurisdictional 
secretary  of  status  of  women,  as  audiorized  by  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society. 

Section  XVI.  The  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  shall  promote  the 
work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary  and 
deaconess  service,  widiin  die  conference.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  giving 
information  to  district  and  local  groups  concerning  the  need  for  workers,  re- 
quirements for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  educational  institutions  pre- 
ferred for  study,  scholarship  aids  available,  and  literature  on  missionary  per- 
sonnel. She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  Jurisdictional 
secretary  of  missionary  personnel  and  to  the  secretaries  of  missionary  personnel 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

Section  XVII.  The  editor  of  die  Woman's  Page  in  die  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  shall  gather  materials  of  information  and  inspiration  con- 
cerning woman's  work  and  edit  same  for  die  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate. 

ARTICLE  II— ELECTIONS 

Section  I.  Only  women  residing  widiin  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall 
be  elected  as  conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  an  annual  meting  of  die  society.  The  elections  shall  take  place  biennially, 
with  Group  I  elected  in  1950  and  Group  II  elected  in  1952.  The  grouping  shall 
be  as  follows: 

Group  I.  Vice-president,  promotion  secretary,  secretary  of  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  assistant  treasurer,  secretary  of  youth  work,  secretary  of  mission- 
ary education,  secretary  of  missionary  service,  secretary  of  literature  and 
publications,  editor  of  Woman's  Page,  secretary  of  status  of  women. 

Group  II.  President,  recording  secretary,  treasurer,  secretary  of  children's 
work,  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  secre- 
tary of  student  work,  secretary  of  supply  work,  secretary  of  spiritual  life,  secre- 
tary of  missionary  personnel. 

The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  four  years,  and  no  person  shall  be  elected 
to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms. 

Section  II.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  conference  offices  between  annual 
meetings  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  executive  board  until  the  next 
annual  meeting. 
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Section  III.  An  officer  elected  by  the  executive  board  to  serve  an  unexpired 
term  of  one  year  or  less  may  be  re-elected  to  the  same  office  to  serve  one 
term  of  four  (4)  years. 

Section  IV.  A  woman  having  served  the  maximum  number  of  years  in 
office  allowed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  to 
a  conference  office  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Section  V.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Society, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  conference  society. 

Section  VI.  A  district  officer  elected  to  a  conference  office  will  be  expected 
to  resign  her  district  office  as  soon  as  her  successor  can  be  secured. 

ARTICLE  III— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  I.  The  executive  committee  of  the  conference  society  shall  be  com- 
posed of  its  officers,  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 
and  of  the  Jurisdiction  residing  within  die  conference,  district  presidents,  dis- 
trict promotion  secretaries,  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  A  majority 
of  the  voting  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Division  shall  provide 
the  expense  for  the  attendance  of  Division  members  for  at  least  one  meeting 
annually  of  their  conference  society. 

Section  II.  The  executive  committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership 
an  administrative  committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary  business  in 
the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  executive  committee. 

Section  III.  The  president,  at  her  discretion,  shall  call  a  mid-year  meeting 
of  the  executive  committee  to  review  the  work  of  the  year,  to  plan  for  the 
annual  meeting  and  to  attend  to  any  other  necessary  business. 

Section  IV.  The  district  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  all  district 
officers,  all  chairmen  of  sub-districts,  and  all  conference  and  jurisdictional 
officers  living  within  the  district. 

ARTICLE  IV— FUNDS 

Section  I.  The  conference  society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  II.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Di- 
vision,. There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  conference 
treasurer. 

Section  III.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified,  shall  be  sent 
to  the  conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Woman's  Division  through  the  regular  channels. 

Section  IV.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are 
a  part  of  regular  pledges  of  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by  the 
conference  society. 

Section  V.  Each  conference  society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  conference  culti- 
vation and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdictional  cultivation  and  expenses  as 
are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  VI.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  Offering  shall  be  applied 
to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division.

Section  VII.  A  definite  amount  shall  be  stated  in  all  study  grants.  The  Scar- 
ritt  Study  Grant  shall  be  given  preferably  to  a  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference resident. 

ARTICLE  V— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  I.  The  conference  society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees 
as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  II.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  spiritual  life  whose 
endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women  by  help- 
ing diem  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their  sense  of  responsibil- 
ity for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with 
th  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  clear- 
er appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian 
stewardship,  informal  studies,  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  odier  devotional 
materials.  The  committee  shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local 
church  with  a  spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to 
more  active  service. 

Section  III.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Christian  social  relations  and 
local  church  activities  which  may  include  die  conference  secretary  of  Christian 
social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  district  secretaries  of  Christian  social 
relations  and  local  church  activities,  one  or  more  representatives  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  nominated  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  standing 
Committee,  Department  members  living  in  the  conference,  and  special  resource 
peoples  co-opted  as  needed.  This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to 
di  conference  society  concerning  die  work  of  Christian  social  relations  and 
local  church  activities  in  accord  with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  die 
Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  IV.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Chris- 
tian service  widi  a  chairman  elected  annually.  This  committee  on  schools  of 
missions  and  Christian  service  shall  be  composed  of  the  secretaries  of  mission- 
ary education,  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  spiritual 
life,  promotion,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  literature  and  publications,  the  vice- 
president,  and  such  odier  members  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  executive 
committee.  In  the  conferences  where  there  is  a  summer  school  for  girls  die 
secretary  of  youth  work  shall  be  a  member  of  this  committee. 

The  responsibility  for  formulating  and  effecting  die  plans  of  the  commit- 
tee shall  be  delegated  to  the  person  or  persons  charged  by  die  By-Laws  for 
that  particular  phase  of  die  education  and  cultivation  program. 

The  purpose  of  die  Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  is 
to  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  die  Christian  church  through  an  inte- 
grated program  of  missionary  education,  Christian  social  relations,  spiritual  life 
cultivation  and  program  building,  and  to  train  leadership  for  the  promotion  of 
die  total  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  V.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  study  and  action,  com- 
posed of  die  secretaries  of  missionary  education  and  service,  of  Christian 
social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  and  of  spiritual  life  and  a  repre- 
sentative of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  committee  may  co-opt  such  odier 
members  as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  make  recommendations  concern- 
ing the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co-operative 
courses.  It  may  recommend  also  other  studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This 
committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for 
the  year  which  shall  include  seminars,  workshops,  retreats,  and  any  odier  edu- 
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cational  activities  and  make  recommendation  concerning  the  same  to  the  con- 
ference society. 

Section  VI.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  finance.  This  commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  die  treasurer  of  the  conference,  as  chairman,  the  pro- 
motion secretary,  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  the 
treasurers  of  die  district  societies,  where  diere  are  such  officers,  and  a  limited 
number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  conference  society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the  chair- 
man. 

It  shall  study  the  strengdi  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and  the 
pledges  made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disbursements, 
local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming 
of  die   conference   pledge   and   budget. 

Section  VII.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  status  of  women.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  die  status  of  women  in  the  local 
church,  die  community,  die  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands.  This  study 
shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place 
in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to 
die  conference  society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will 
improve  her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  VIII.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  missionary  personnel 
composed  of  the  conference  secretary  of  missionary  personnel,  the  conference 
president,  the  promotion  secretary  of  the  conference,  the  secretary  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  student  work,  the  secretary  of  youth 
work,  and  the  women  members  of  die  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Person- 
nel of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel  ofthe  Women's  Division  residing  within  the  conference. 
Odiers  with  experience  in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  committee  on  mission- 
ary personnel  of  die  Women's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  young 
women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service; 
it  shall  interpret  die  standards  for  candidates  and  the  types  of  service  needed; 
it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates  die  procedure  in  making  application 
to  die  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  die  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who, 
in  the  judgment  ofthe  committee,  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candi- 
dates; it  shall  co-operate  in  making  plans  for  visitation  widiin  the  conference 
in  die  interest  of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report 
of  its  activities  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
of  the  Woman's   Division. 

Section  IX.  Research  committee.  There  shall  be  a  research  committee  of 
three  members.  The  duty  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  search  for  specially 
qualified  women  in  the  conference  who  may  serve  as  officers.  It  shall  study  the 
qualifications  and  suitability  of  such  women  for  special  places  of  service  and 
submit  a  report  of  its  findings  when  called  for  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  X.  By-Laws  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  by-laws  committee  com- 
posed of  the  president,  promotion  secretary,  and  three  others  elected  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  XI.  Program  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  program  committee  ap- 
pointed each  year  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  diis 
committee  to  plan  the  program  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  XII.  Rural  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  rural  committee  composed 
of  three  conference  officers  and  a  district  promotion  secretary  in  whose  district 
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the  rural  worker  is  employed.  This  committee  shall  plan   and  keep  in  close 
touch  with  the  work  being  done  by  the  rural  worker. 

ARTICLE  VI— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  con- 
ference require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and  by 
laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  VII— MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  I.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  as  issued  each 
year  shall  be  sent  to  all  the  Methodist  institutions  within  the  bounds  of  the 
annual  conference,  to  all  girls  receiving  study  grants,  and  to  missionaries  or 
deaconesses  whose  original  home  was  within  the  bounds  of  our  conference. 


Constitution  of  the  District  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

There  may  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary 
to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  shall  include  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  gainfully  employed  women. 

ARTICLE  II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  district  society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  societies  within 
the  district  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 

All  members  of  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  inthe  local  churches 
of  a  district  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  district  society. 

ARTICLE  IV— DISTRICT  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  district  society  shall  be  a  president,  a  promotion  secre- 
tary, a  recording  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  will  best  develop  and  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  district. 
The  district  president,  the  promotion  secretary,  and  such  other  district  officers 
as  the  conference  society  may  determine  shall  be  members  of  the  conference 
executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  V— MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  society,  when  reports  shall 
be  received  from  the  societies  in  the  district,  officers  elected,  necessary  business 
transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  societies,  and  a  program  of  inspiration  and 
information  given  along  the  lines  of  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE  VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording 
secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Division. 
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By-Laws  of  the  District  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE  I— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  District 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of 
the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member 
e.v-officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usual 
to  the  presiding  officer.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  executive 
committee. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  society.  She 
shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  the  plans  and  methods  for  use 
and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials  as  related  to  the  duties 
of  the  program  committee  in  the  local  society.  She  shall  cooperate  as  directed 
by  the  vice-president  of  the  conference  in  the  promotion  of  the  program  of 
the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  district  society  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
district  society  and  of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
the  district  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
executive  committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommen- 
dations of  the  executive  committee  to  the  district  society  and  notify  all  com- 
mittees of  their  appointment. 

Section  4.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  conduct  correspondence  with  the 
societies  of  the  district  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  conference  promotion 
secretary.  She  shall  furnish  such  information  to  the  societies  as  is  needed  for 
the  promotion  of  their  work.  She  shall  organize  and  cultivate  new  societies. 
She  shall  present  the  work  at  district  conferences  and  institutes  as  called  for  by 
the  District  Superintendent.  She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to 
the  conference  promotion  secretary.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  district  officers  to 
the  conference  promotion  secretary.  She  shall  sign,  with  the  president,  all 
orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  executive 
committee.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
committee. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  district  funds  which  may  be 
derived  from  collections  from  district  meetings  and  from  donations  from  the 
local  societies.  She  shall  disburse  district  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the 
district  president  and  the  district  promotion  secretary,  and  shall  send  an  item- 
ized statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
district  society.  Her  books  shall  be  submitted  to  an  auditor  annually.  She  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  committee. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  missionary  education  in  the  district  and  for  the  promotion  of 
study  courses  in  the  societies  under  the  leadership  of  the  conference  secretary 
of  missionary  education  and  service.  She  shall  secure  the  co-operation  of  the 
secretaries  of  spiritual  life  and  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church 
activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and  action  plans  for  the  district.  She  shall 
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report   annually   to   the   district   society,    and   quarterly   and   annually   to   the 
conference  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church 
activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  district  under  the  leadership 
of  the  conference  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activ- 
ities. She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the 
findings  ofthe  resource  committees  of  the  Department  ofthe  Division.  She 
shall  co-operate  with  the  secretary  of  spiritual  life  and  with  the  secretary  of 
missionary  education  and  service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  district. 
She  shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  odier 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district 
society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of  Christian 
social  relations  and  local  church  activities. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  literature  through  the  district.  She  shall  make  a 
careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  societies  in  the 
district.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation  and  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman 
and  World  Outlook  throughout  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
district  society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of 
literature  and  publications. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  promote  the  work 
of  the  Guild  in  the  district  under  the  leadership  of  the  conference  secretary, 
and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall  become  familiar  with  the 
work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division,  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  district  society  and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild. 
She  shall  receive  reports  from  the  local  guilds  and  report  quarterly  and  annual- 
ly to  the  conference  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  student  work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
grams approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the  leadership  of  the  confer- 
ence secretary  of  student  work.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society 
and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of  student  work. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  youth  work  shall  promote  the  work  according 
to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  under  the 
leadership  of  the  conference  secretary  of  youth  work.  She  shall  work  in  co- 
operation with  the  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  in  channeling  information 
and  material  to  the  local  church.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district 
society.  She  shall  receive  reports  from  the  local  secretaries  of  youth  work  and 
report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of  youth  work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  children's  work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  die  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  conference  secretary  of  children's  work.  She  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  district  society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference 
secretary  of  children's  work. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  spiritual  life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with 
spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective 
Christian  service.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  missionary  edu- 
cation and  service  and  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities 
in  co-ordinating  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  district.  She  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  district  society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference 
secretary    of    spiritual    life. 
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Section  14.  The  secretary  of  supply  work  shall  he  responsible  for  promot- 
ing interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  home  and 
foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  re- 
port annually  to  the  district  society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
conference  secretary  of  supply  work. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and  in  other 
lands.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended  by  the  con- 
ference secretary  of  status  of  women,  as  authorized  by  the  Conference  Wom- 
an's  Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  shall  create  an  aware- 
ness of  personnel  needs,  counsel  youth,  channel  names  of  prospective  can- 
didates to  the  conference  secretary  and  work  through  the  missionary  personnel 
committee  of  the  local  church.  She  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the 
secretary  of  youth  work  in  channeling  information  and  material  to  the  local 
church. 

ARTICLE  II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shail 
be  elected  as  district  officers.  District  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall  take  place  biennially, 
with  Group  I  elected  in  1950  and  Group  II  elected  in  1952.  The  group- 
ing   shall    be    as    follows: 

Group  I.  Vice-President,  promotion  secretary,  secretary  of  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  assistant  treasurer,  secretary  of  youth  work,  secretary  of  mis- 
sionary education,  secretary  of  missionary  service,  secretary  of  literature  and 
publications,  secretary  of  status  of  women. 

Group  II.  President,  recording  secretary,  treasurer,  secretary  of  children's 
work,  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  secre- 
tary of  student  work,  secretary  of  supply  work,  secretary  of  spiritual  life,  secre- 
tary of  missionary  personnel. 

The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  four  years,  and  no  person  shall  be  elected 
to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms. 

Section  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  district  offices  between  annual  meet- 
ings shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  executive  board  until  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

Section  3.  An  officer  elected  by  the  executive  board  to  serve  an  unexpired 
term  may  be  re-elected  to  the  same  office  to  serve  one  term  of  four  (4)  years. 

Section  4.  A  woman  having  served  the  maximum  number  of  years  in  dis- 
trict office  allowed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  to  a 
district  office  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Section  5.  A  district  officer  elected  to  a  conference  office  will  be  expected 
to  resign  her  district  office  as  soon  as  her  successor  can  be  secured. 

Section  6.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  a  delegate  shall 
be  elected  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  III— FUNDS 

Each  district  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  district  cultivation  and  expenses, 
according  to  its  needs. 
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ARTICLE  IV— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  district  society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees  as 
the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  conference  society. 

Section  2.  The  district  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  all  district 
officers,  all  chairmen  of  sub-districts,  and  all  conference  and  Jurisdictional 
officers  living  within  the  district.  The  executive  committee  shall  meet  prior  to 
the  meeting  of  the  district  society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans  projected 
by  the  conference  society  and  make  recommendations  to  the  district  society 
for  carrying  forward  these  plans.  Vacancies  in  offices  of  the  society  or  chair- 
men of  committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  missionary  personnel  in  each  dis- 
trict composed  of  the  secretary  of  missionary  personnel,  the  promotion  secre- 
tary and  the  district  president.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  recruit  and  cultivate 
candidates  for  all-time  Christian  service;  to  make  available  literature  and  in- 
formation to  those  interested;  they  shall  contact  any  interested  girl  and  arrange 
for  a  meeting  where  she  may  be  interviewed;  they  shall  make  a  frank  report 
to  the  conference  committee  on  missionary  personnel  as  to  her  personality, 
appearance  and  sincerity  of  purpose,  with  recommendations  as  to  her  fitness  for 
service. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  research  committee  of  three  members.  The  duty 
of  this  committee  shall  be  to  search  for  specially  qualified  women  in  the  district 
who  may  serve  as  officers.  It  shall  study  the  qualifications  and  suitability  of 
such  women  for  special  places  of  service  and  submit  a  report  of  its  findings 
when  called  upon  by  the  district  society,  and  the  conference  research  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  V— RY-LAWS 

The  district  society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  district 
require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of 
the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  VI— AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Woman's  Division,  provided  a  thirty  days'  notice  is  given  in 
writing  to  all  members  of  the  Division  by  the  executive  committees  fo  the  Di- 
vision or  by  the  standing  committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Division. 


Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  Local  Church 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  shall 
include  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  gainfully  employed  women. 


164  Eleventh  Annual  Report 

ARTICLE  II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  to  unite 
all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to  help  develop 
and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children  around  the  world; 
to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the  world;  to  take  part 
in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the  local  church,  improve  civic, 
community,  and  world  conditions.  To  this  end  this  organization  shall  seek  to 
enlist  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  this  Christian  fellowship  and  to 
secure  funds  for  the  activities  in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work 
undertaken  at  home  and  abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian 
community. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  the  society  by  giving  prayer,  service 
and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  die  total  budget  through  membership 
offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to,  educate  for,  and 
promote  die  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

ARTICLE  IV— FUNDS 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices  of 
this  society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord 
widi  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  to  be  secured  and  administered  by  a  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  die  local  church  shall  include  pledges  to 
missions  to  be  directed  dirough  regular  channels  of  finance  of  die  society,  and 
also  funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities. 

Section  3.  All  undesignated  funds  channeled  to  die  Woman's  Division  shall 
be  divided  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis 
to  be  determined  by  die  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  funds  by  the 
local  society. 

Section  4.  Funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities  shall  be  secured 
and  administered  by  die  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  die  local 
church. 

Section  5.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  missionary  projects  within 
the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  die  local  church  to  die  district 
or  conference  treasurer.  The  total  amount  of  such  gifts  shall  be  reported  and 
transmitted  quarterly  by  the  conference  treasurer  to  die  treasurer  of  the 
Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings  may 
be  used  as  mediods  of  securing  die  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  7.  Each  society  in  the  local  church  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to 
the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  conference  society. 

Section  8.  Each  society  in  die  local  church  shall  include  in  its  budget  a 
definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

ARTICLE  V— OFFICERS  AND  ELECTIONS 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice-presidents, 
a  recording  secretary,  a  promotion  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  mis- 
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sionary  education  and  service,  a  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and 
local  church  activities,  a  secretary  of  student  work,  a  secretary  of  youth 
work,  a  secretary  of  children's  work,  a  secretary  of  literature  and  publications, 
a  secretary  of  supply  work,  a  secretary  of  status  of  women,  a  secretary  of  spir- 
itual life,  and  such  other  officers  in  charge  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

ARTICLE    VI— MEETINGS 

The  society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE  VII— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording 
secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Division. 


By-Laws  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  Local  Church 


ARTICLE  I— MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Women's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting 
for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and  installation  of  officers. 
It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Adequate  time  shall  be 
given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  successful  promotion  of  the  vast 
interests  committed  to  Methodist  women.  The  first  regular  meeting  of  the 
year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecration  and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  pro- 
grams, and  financial  pledges  for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may 
organize  circles,  representing  the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  it 
organized,  shall  meet  once  a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive 
presentation  of  the  plans  and  program  ofthe  society.  Membership  in  circles 
shall  be  revolving  subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the 
annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of  general 
officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of  chairmen  of 
standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the  total  work  of  the  society  as 
provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  president 
with  the  approval  of  the  executive  committee.  At  such  special  meetings  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee to  consider  business  of  importance. 

ARTICLE   II— NOMINATIONS    AND   ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from  three 
to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to  present  nom- 
inations of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees  for  the  ensuing 
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year.  The  committee  on  nominations  shall  consult  with  the  Council  of  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  and  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  in  the 
church  school  before  making  nominations  for  the  secretaries  of  youth  work 
and  of  children's  work. 

Secction  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 
The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  seccured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  con- 
secutive years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer,  who  may  serve 
eight  years. 

ARTICLE   III— DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and 
of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases  of  the  work  fo 
the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between  the  society  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church.  She  shall  officially 
represent  the  society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are  elected  by  the 
society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees  except  the  nominat- 
ing committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  hte  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for  membership  on  the  official 
Board  and  in  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that, 
office.  She  shall  be  chairman  of  the  program  committee.  She  shall  promote  the 
program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  as  directed  by  the 
conference  society. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of 
the  society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall  sign,  with  the  president, 
all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommendations  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  publicity  committee  see  that 
all  meetings  are  properly  announced.  She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official 
papers  and  records.  She  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society  not 
otherwise  cared  for. 

Section  4.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  assist  the  president  in  actively 
advancing  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  report  to  the  society 
at  least  quarterly  on  the  attainment  of  the  Goal  set  by  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  secure  and  forward  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to 
the  promotion  secretary  of  the  district  or  conference  with  such  added  informa- 
tion as  will  keep  that  officer  informed  regarding  the  society.  She  shall  send  a 
list  of  newly  elected  officers  of  the  society  to  the  district  promotion  secretary 
immediately  following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  She 
shall  conduct  such  correspondence  as  the  society  directs. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall 
send  all  funds  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and  local  church 
activities,  to  the  conference  society  treasurer.  She  shall  make  itemized  monthly 
and  annual  reports  to  the  society  and  provide  copies  of  all  reports  for  the 
promotion  secretary  for  inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the 
district  or  conference  officers.  She  shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by  the 
local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  send  them  to  the  district  or 
conference  treasurer,  clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She 
shall  remit  quarterly  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer.  She  shall  send  to 
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the  conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary  and 
local  funds  passed  by  the  auditing  committee  of  the  local  church. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall  promote 
study  groups,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch  with  connectional 
agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  recommendations  for  mis- 
sionary projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest  of  the  membership  in  their 
support.  As  a  member  of  the  program  committee  she  shall  work  with  the  com- 
mittee in  formulating  the  study  plans  of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the 
corresponding  district  or  conference  officers.  She  or  a  representative  of  the 
work  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall  be  a  member  of  the  committee 
on  finance. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activ- 
ities shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in  community  service, 
guide  special  studies  of  community  and  world  conditions,  plan  and  guide 
fellowship  activities,  recommend  to  the  local  society  studies  and  action  relating 
to  social  issues,  initiate  and  guide  plans  for  fellowship  activities,  and  plan  and 
supervise  service  activities  approved  by  the  society  in  accord  with  the  policy 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate  in 
and  support  the  total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church 
may  achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The 
society  shall  appoint  a  committee  or  committees,  to  assist  the  secretary  in 
developing  this  total  program,  allocating  special  responsibilities  as  needs  arise. 
The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  program  committee  and  finance  com- 
mittee of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and 
shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  con- 
ference officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  student  work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Her  responsi- 
bility shall  be  for  all  college  students  of  her  church  whether  at  home  or  away 
from  home.  -^  -1 

The  secretary  of  student  work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall  assist 
in  the  program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in  co-operation  with 
the  pastor-director  of  student  work,  or  witli  the  director  of  religious  life  on  the 
campus.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  campus  church  relations  committees  oi 
the  local  church.  She  shall  co-operate  especially  with  the  local  student  council 
commission  on  the  World  Christian  Community.  She  shall  interest  the  Wom- 
an's Society  in  offering  Christian  hospitality  to  students  from  other  lands.  She 
shall  make  reports  of  the  student  work  to  the  Woman's  Society  and  shall  send 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  district  and  conference  secrcetaries  of 
student  work. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  youth  work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total  program 
of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and 
programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the 
Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  youth  work  to  the  society  and 
shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  con- 
ference officers.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  missionary 
personnel  in  the  local  church.  She  shall  be  elected  by  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  after  consultation  by  the  committee  on  nominations  with 
the  Council  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  in  the  church  relative  to  a 
nominee  for  the  office. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  children's  work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the 
plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
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and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  children's  work 
to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding 
district  or  conference  officers.  She  shall  be  elected  by  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  after  consulation  by  the  committee  on  nominations  with 
the  council  of  Children's  Workers  in  the  church  school  relative  to  a  nominee 
for  the  office. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  program  committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature,  in- 
cluding the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  shall  report  to 
the  conference  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  concerning  their  use  by 
the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to  its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible 
for  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the 
local  church.  She  shall,  in  co-operation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the 
assistance  of  a  joint  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership, 
securing  subscriptions  and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to 
present  both  of  these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society  and  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  conference 
officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  simply  work  shall  direct  the  sending  of  needed 
supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district 
superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  society  and 
shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  con- 
ference officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  spiritual  life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the  spiritual 
life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  esnse  of  responsibility 
for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  spiritual  life 
committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  program  committee.  She  shall  make 
reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  conference  officers. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status  of  wom- 
en in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and  in  other  lands. 
She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  status  of  women.  She  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  program  committee.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
grams recommended  by  the  conference  society.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the 
society  and  shall  send  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  conference 
officer  as  authorized  by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 


ARTICLE  V— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the  needs 
of  the  work  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers,  the 
secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service,  the  secretary  of  Christian  social 
relations  and  local  church  activities,  the  president  and  the  treasurer  of  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  student  work,  the  secretary  of  youth 
work,  the  secretary  of  children's  work,  the  secretary  of  supply  work,  the  secre- 
tary of  literature  and  publications,  the  secretary  of  spiritual  life,  the  chairman 
of  standing  committees  and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month 
prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and 
projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad  interim 
vacancies  in  officers  or  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee. 
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Section  3.  The  spiritual  life  committee  shall  give  particular  attention  to  the 
growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society  and  of  the  church  by 
seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the  sense  of  responsibility  for 
personal  service  and  Christian  stewardship.  The  committee  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  promotion  of  special  studies  recommended  by  the  standing  com- 
mittee on  spiritual  life  of  the  conference  society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Christian  social  relations  and 
local  church  activities  in  the  local  society.  This  committee  shall  meet  regularly 
and  study  the  special  needs  of  the  church  and  community  and  social  issues  of 
concern  to  Christians.  The  committee  shall  bring  reports  and  recommendations 
to  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
Special  subcommittees  may  be  appointed  as  need  arises. 

Section  5.  The  program  committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-president  of  the 
society,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  secretaries  of  missionary  education  and 
service,  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  of  literature 
and  publications,  and  of  spiritual  life  and  of  status  of  women.  Additional  mem- 
bers may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the  executive  committee  if  the  society 
so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular  monthly 
and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  shall  con- 
sider all  plans  and  make  recommendations  for  the  study  and  action  program  of 
the  Woman's  Society. 

Section  6.  The  committee  on  finance  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the 
treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  and 
service  and  the  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities 
or  members  chosen  to  represent  those  interests,  and  such  odier  persons  as 
may  be  desired. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  finance  committee  to  consider  the  total  budget 
of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent  to  the  district 
or  conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended  locally.  Officers  and 
committees  of  the  society  shall  present  all  anticipated  needs  for  funds  to  the 
finance  committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  for  considera- 
tion in  making  the  budget  to  be  recommended  to  the  society  for  adoption. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for  its  ap- 
proval and  adoption. 

Requests  for  funds  not  included  in  the  budget  adopted  shall  be  referred 
by  the  society  to  the  finance  committee  for  study  in  relation  to  the  total 
financial  responsibility  of  the  society.  Such  requests  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the 
society. 

The  finance  committee  shall  also  be  responsible  for  recommendations  and 
plans  approved  by  the  society  for  securing  all  funds  to  be  spent  locally  or 
channeled  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer. 

Section  7.  The  membership  committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of  the 
women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the  church  and 
for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such  relationships  with 
new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active  participation  in  the  total 
program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The  committee  shall  make  use  of 
opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of  woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches 
where  no  organizations  have  heretofore  existed. 

Section  8.  The  committee  on  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation,  and  in 
other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect 
her  place  in   society  and  in  the  church.   This   committee   shall  make  recom- 
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mendations  to  the  society  forthe  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activity  as  will 
improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  9.  The  publicity  and  printing  committee  shall  send  to  the  church 
bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of  the  society  and 
shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to  society  meetings,  pro- 
grams, and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge  of  printing  and  stationery. 

Secction  10.  The  missionary  personnel  committee  in  the  local  church  shall 
be  composed  of  the  secretary  of  youth  work  who  shall  be  chairman,  a  repre- 
sentative ofthe  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  student  work,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church,  the 
local  pastor,  and  the  superintendent  or  one  adult  leader  of  the  youth  division 
of  the  church  school.  It  shall  create  an  interest  in  the  need  for  missionaries 
and  deaconesses  and  present  information  concerning  qualifications  and  pro- 
cedures. 

Section  11.  The  fellowship  committee  shall  promote  the  social  life  of  the 
society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth  and  friendli- 
ness. The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions  or  special  efforts 
sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by  the  official  board. 
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
